That  a  judge  can  hold  over  only  on 
the  supreme  bench  and  in  no  other 
court  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  is 
the  contention  of  H.  H.  Phelps,  attor- 
ney for  W.  H.  Smallwood,  in  a  sup- 
plementary brief  filed  with  the  state 
body  yesterday  in  connection  with  the 
Windom-Smallwood  quo  warranto  pro- 
ceedings. At  the  hearing  last  Monday 
Mr.  Phelps  was  given  a  stay  of  five 
days   in  which   to  prepare   the  brief. 

"I  expect  an  early  decision,"  said 
Mr.  Phelps  this  morning,  "and  would 
not  be  surprised  if  an  opinion  was 
handed  down  a  week  from  today.  We 
have  cited  cases  and  opinions  on  the 
question  of  a  judge  holding  over  and 
am  certain  that  the  supreme  body  will 
decide   In    our  favor." 

Should  the  supreme  court  decide 
that  only  a  supreme  court  Judge  can 
hold  over,  then  the  argument  in  the 
Windom-Smallwood  controversy  will 
real  on  the  question  of  first  and  sec- 
ond choice  votes  and  on  the  governor's 
appointment.  Judge  Wlndom  con- 
tends that  he  was  elected  by  first 
choice  votes,  while  Mr.  Smallwood 
claims  that  the  voting  system  was  in 
force  and  that  its  provisions  were 
known  to  all  the  candidates  before  the 
election  Last  April.  He  claims  a  legal 
election  on  all  the  ballots.  In  addi- 
tion Mr.  Sma.llwood  has  raised  the 
point  that  he  was  appointed  by  Gov- 
ernor Hammond  to  fill  a  vacancy  de- 
clared by  the  attorney  general. 

Attorneys  for  both  sides  are  con- 
fident of  victories  in  the  quo  war- 
ranto proceedings.  The  decision  to 
be  made  by  the  supreme  court  either 
next  Friday  or  the  one  following  will 
bring  to  a  final  settlement  the  con- 
troversy over  the  local  municipal 
Judgeship.

Statements  that  the  city's  tax  burden 
Is  growing  were  declared  by  commis- 
sioners this  morning  to  be  misleading. 

Figures  prepared  this  morning  by 
Commissioner  Voss,  head  of  the  finance 
division.  In  answer  to  a  statement 
made  in  a  local  labor  publication,  show 
that  the  city's  tax  rate  from  1900  to 
1914  has  decreased  from  17.70  mills  to 
16.07  mills,  instead  of  Increased  and 
that  the  city's  rate  today  would  have 
been  4.88  mills  less  than  It  Is,  were  It 
not  for  the  fact  that  a  levy  must  now 
be  made  for  street  Intersections, 
%liereas  property  owners  were  assessed 
for  the  entire  street  improvement  for-  I 
merly,  and  another  levy  for  the  fire  and 
police   pension    funds. 

The    statements    by    advocates    of    a 
government  change  show  that  the  total 
rate  paid  by  Duluthians  in  1900  was  30  I 
mills,   or   130    per   one  thousand    on    the  ' 
city's  valuation,  while  In  1914  the  rate  I 
was   84.90,  an  increase  of  4.90   mills  in 
the   tax    rate,    while   the   valuation    has  ' 
more  than  doubled  during  that  time  i

DRINKING  AMONG 
WOMEN  IN  LONDON 


Believed  That  No-Treating 

Law  Will  Have  Good 

Effect. 

(Correspandftno*  of  the  AMOciated  Prew.) 
London,  Oct.  16— The  no-treating 
law  m.w  enforced  in  the  London  dis- 
trict will  from  present  indications 
greatly  decrease  drinking:  amon» 
women,  for  It  is  amone  the  women  of 
the  lower  classes  that  treating  is  the 
moot  prevalent.  Even  in  the  moat 
poverty  strlclten  alums  of  the  East 
end,  M  woman  who  drinl<s  by  herself 
is  coni=idered  moan,  greedy  and  un- 
fioclul  and  she  is  accordingly  ostra- 
cized. The  only  social  life  among 
the-si;  women  is  at  the  public  houses. 
At  all  times  of  the  day,  they  may  bo 
seen  ruound  the  bars  or  in  the  street 
in  front  vrith  beer  glasses  in  hand. 
Since  the  law  prevents  minors  enter- 
ing ihe  barrooms,  the  women  with 
babies  in  their  .urms  stand  outside  for 
their  drinlts.  But  often  children  tend 
to  tlie  babies  while  the  motiiers  and 
grandmothers   aro   inside. 

The  no-treating  order  went  into  ef- 
fect in  the  West  end  and  in  the  more 
respe "table  part.s  of  London  without 
a  pr;  test.  It  was  taken  as  a  joke, 
and  the  publli-  houses  were  crowded 
with  men  buying  their  la.^it  treat.  But 
in  the  East  end,  actual  resentment 
wn.<i  felt,  chiefly  among  the  women. 
1  hey  regarded  it  as  a  blow  at  their 
mam   source   of  amvsement. 

Settlement  workers  count  on  taking 
advantage  of  the  new  liquor  regula- 
tion.=;  by  starting  more  social  han.<».  A 
numbcT  of  these  are  in  operation  In 
the  slums  now.  and  their  popularity 
is  gr.jwlng.  They  were  especlallv  de- 
aign.^il  for  soldiers  and  their  girls  as 
a  cheap  place  to  spend  an  evening. 
The  halls  are  provided  wih  pianos  and 
games,  and  tea  and  other  soft  drinks 
are  .s>ld  at  c<>st   price.     Heretofore,  the 


saloon,  or  "pub"  has  been  the  only 
social  meeting  place  for  the  people  of 
the  slums,  who  are  glad  to  escape 
their  own   dismal   tenements. 


RUSS  WOULD  MAKE  BIG 
LOAN  IN  UNITED  STATES 

New  York,  Oct.  29. — It  was  reported 
here  from  sources  considered  reliable 
that  agents  of  the  Russian  govern- 
ment are  seeking  to  establish  a  cred!t 
loan  in  this  country  from  150,000,000 
to  $100,000,000  and  even  more  if  the 
money  can  be  obtained. 

The  details  of  the  reported  loan 
were  lacking,  but  it  was  said  to  be 
somewhat  similar  to  the  recently  con- 
summated An^lo-French  loan,  save 
that  no   bond   issue   was   contemplated. 

In  one  quarter  It  was  reported  that 
the  Russian  government  was  willing 
to  pay  as  high  as  9  per  cent  interest. 
This  report  added  that  the  loan  prob- 
ably would  bo  for  eighteen  months 
and  would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$60,000,000. 

It  is  said  that  negotiations  looking 
to  the  establishment  of  a  loan  have 
been  under  way  for  some  little  time, 
and  that  a  definite  announcement 
might  be  forthcoming  soon.  This, 
however,   could    not  be   confirmed. 

The  sum  said  to  be  sought  by  Rus- 
sia would  be  spent  entirely  in  this 
country  in  the  payment  of  supplies 
shipped  to  Russia  by  American  ex- 
portees.

PLANTS  WORK 
NIGHTAND  DAY 

Enormous  Demand  for  Iron 

and  Steel  Cannot  Be 

Supplied. 


Volume  of  Business  More 

Than  Double  That  of 

Year  Ago. 


New  York,  Oct.  29. — So  great  has 
been  -the  sudden  and  general  revival 
in  the  iron  and  steel  trade  of  the 
United  States,  it  was  said  by  authori- 
ties y«Bterday,  that  with  virtually 
every  blASt  furnace  and  steel  mill  In 
the  country  working  night  and  day  to 
capacity,  the  demand  for  Iron,  steel 
and  steel  products  cannot  be  satisfied, 
and  It  Is  today  almost  impossible  to 
buy  for  Immediate  delivery  pig  iron, 
scrap  or  ingots  In  sizable  quantities 
at  any  industrial  plant  in  the  country. 

The  revival  began  about  the  first  of 
last  July,  has  been  coming  on  rapidly 
with  a  deluge  of  orders  since  the 
middle  of  August,  and  may  not  yet 
have   reached   Its  high   mark. 

Within  these  three  months  the  price 
of  pig  Iron,  long  regarded  as  the 
barometer  of  trade,  has  Increased  ap- 
proximately 35  per  cent,  and  that  of 
steel  and  steel  products — except  steel 
rails — has  gone  up  about  IB  per  cent. 
Demand  In  Excess  of  Capacity. 

"At  the  present  time  the  demand  for 
pig  Iron  and  for  ^h©  various  lines  of 
steel  Is  In  excess  of  the  producing 
capacity  of  the  furnaces  and  mills  of 
the  United  States,"  reads  a  statement 
issued  by  Judge  Elbert  H.  Gary,  chair- 
man of  the  United  States  Steel  corpo- 
ration. 

"The  manufacturers  are  unable  to 
make  deliveries  entirely  satisfactory 
to  the  purchasers  with  respect  to  a 
large  majority  of  the  different  kinds 
of  finished  steel. 

"There  Is  nothing  to  Indicate  that 
there  will  be  a  decrease  In  the  demand 
for  any  of  these  products  for  some 
time.  While  prices  received  are  still 
low,  they  have  been  and  are  increas- 
ing, and  apparently  will  go  higher,  so 
that  fair  and  reasonable  profits  may 
be   expected. 

"Of  course,  these  very  satisfactory 
conditions  are  more  or  less  affected 
by  the  war  business,  so-called,  yet  It  Is 
undoubtedly  true  that  there  Is  a  better 
feeling  throughout  the  general  iron 
and  steel  trade  than  has  been  exper- 
ienced  for  acme  years  past." 

Business  More  Than  DonMed. 

Experts  who  have  followed  the  ris- 
ing fortunes  of  iron  and  steel  within 
the  past  twelve  months  asserted  that 
the  volume  of  business,  both  domestic 
and  foreign,  at  present  Is  more  than 
double  what  It  was  a  year  ago  and 
that  there  are  today  175,000  men  em- 
ployed at  Iron  and  steel  plants 
throughout  the  United  States  who  were 
not  on  the  payrolls  a  year  ago.  This 
Is  about  50  per  cent  increase.  The  rea- 
son for  the  Increased  number  of  men 
employed  being  disproportionate  to  the 
volume  of  business,  they  assert  is  that 
during  dull  times  many  men  were  re- 
tained for  the  purpose  of  making  re- 
pairs,  cleaning  up  and  doing  odd  jobs. 

The  fires  have  been  lighted  In  vir- 
tually every  blast  furnace  In  the  United 
•States.  In  the  case  of  the  Steel  cor- 
poration the  last  remaining  idle  fur- 
nace %it  Columbus,  Ohio,  is  now  being 
put  into  operation.  Plants  closed  for 
long  period,  due  to  the  high  cost  of 
operation  and  the  prevailing  low  prices 
of  their  products,  have  been  blown  In 
during  the  last  three  months.  To  find 
a  parallel  for  the  greater  activity  In 
the  Iron  and  steel  trade.  It  was  said 
today,  It  was  necssary  to  go  back 
eight  years  to  the  middle  of  1907. 
Product**  Knormons. 

Steel  and  steel  products  are  rolling 
out  of  the  mills  today  at  the  rate  of 
50,000,000  tons  a  year  It  is  conserva- 
tively estimated,  and  Iron  Is  being 
manufactured  at  the  rate  of  40,000,000 
tons.  Yet  with  all  the  present  actlv- 
'ty,  so  great  Is  the  demand,  It  Is  stated, 
especially  the  foreign  demand,  that  It 
is  virtually  Impossible  today  to  buy 
for    immediate    delivery. 

Prices  have  Increased  somewhat 
slowly,  It  is  said,  but  there  seems  to 
be  every  Indication  that  further  rises 
arp  on  the  way.  At  the  present  time 
It  Is  estimated  there  are  employed  In 
the  producing  end  of  the  industry  ap- 
proximately 525.000  men.

TAKE  TARIFF 
OUT  OF  POUTIOS 

Wilson  Administration  De- 
sires to  Remove  Question 
From  Party  Disputes. 

Helena,  Mont,  Oct.  29 — Efforts  of 
the  Wils  )n  administration  to  prevent 
certain  fundamental  questions,  such 
as  the  tariff,  from  being  battledore 
and  shuttlecock  of  party  politico,  were 
discussed  here  by  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  W.  G,  McAdoo  at  a  breakfast 
tendered  him  bv  state  officials  and 
prominent   citizens   of  Montana. 

"We  are  trying,"  said  Mr.  McAdoo, 
"to  take  certain  fundamental  questions 
out  of  politics,  so  that  they  may  not 
be  party  questions  in  the  future  as 
they  have  been  in  the  past.  Among 
them  Is  the  tarlflC. 

"Politicians  have  gone  up  and  down 
the  country,"  he  continued,  "telling 
us  that  their  particular  party  could 
bring  prosperity.  First  it  was  the  Re- 
publicans, then  the  Democrats.  The 
politicians  have  been  playing  this 
game  of  seesaw  to  get  into  office,  but 
their  predictions  and  promises  are  all 
bunk.  We  have  not  had  any  real 
prosperity  in  the  United  States  for 
ten  years,  because  our  business  out- 
grew the  clumsy  financial  system 
which  we  have  been  talking  about  cor- 
recting for  thirty  years,  but  which  we 
did  not  get  to  until  President  Wilson 
insisted  on  congress  taking  it  up  as 
soon  as  the  tariff  bill  was  out  of  the 
way."

Ti'ntehliiK  For  the  Time. 

As  morning  approached  after  the 
niglit  of  bombardment,  officers  on  the 
British  front  were  lookine  .-it  th.  ir 
wrist  watches.  In  front  of  Loos  the 
figure  six  marking  the  half  hour — 
half-past  six — was  the  goal  of  the 
creeping  minute  hand.  At  that  moment 
a  wave  of  m«»n  rose  from  the  first  line 
British  trenches,  and  the  volume  of 
shell  fire  was  lifted  from  the  first  line 
German  to  the  second  line  as  the 
stream  from  a  hose  Is  lifted  from  one 
flower  bed  to  another.  Meanwhile, 
every  man  In  the  charge  tried  to  out- 
run every  other  man.  The  sooner  they 
were  in  the  German  trench  the  loss 
likelihood  of  the  Germans  coming  out 
of  their  dugouts  and  recovering  their 
senses  aft.--  *''-  bath  of  shells  and  fir- 
ing on  the  advance.  If  only  one  ma- 
chine gun  can  be  manned  before  the 
charge  goes,  home  the  charge  may  be 
stopped  in  that  immediate  section.  It 
is  all  a  matter  of  wrist  watches,  of 
speed,  team  play  and  of  seconds. 

With      the    first      flush    of   dawn    the 
birds  of  war  hf<(1  come  from  their  aero- 
dromes.    The  shell  fire  and  the  planes 
were  all  that  the  onlooker  might  see. 
Concentrated  Planes. 

"I  should  think  that  we  had  eight 
plane?  that  day  to  one  of  the  Germans," 
ea'-^  an  aviator.  "We  had  concentrated 
plane.^  as  well  as  guns." 

Only  when  the  secret  of  the  point  of 
concentration  1."  kept  can  such  an  at- 
tack succeed  against  a  modern  defen- 
sive position.  The  Germans  had  learned 
that  the  British  were  preparing  an  at- 
tack; for  their  soldiers  called  out  from 
their  trenches  to  the  B*-'*'-*'-  "When 
are  you  coming?"  to  which  one  Briton 
r.^plied:  "I'll  let  you  know  as  soon  as 
.Sir  ,Tohn  French  tells  me." 

Attacks  were  made  that  morning  at 
several  places;  but  the  Germans  ex- 
pected the  real  attack  elsewhere  than 
Loos. 

"There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  talk," 
said  a  staff  officer,  "to  the  effect  tbw 
the  element  of  surprise  has  disappeared 
from  war.  It  Is  as  vital  as  it  <»vor  was. 
Only  concealment  was  never  so  dlffl- 
cnl  t  " 

Troops  and  guns  had  to  be  moved  at 
night  when  the  German  planes  might 
not  note  the  concentration.  British 
planes  must  ward  off  German  planes 
by  day.

Infinite  labor  and  pains  in  detail  are 
required  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
men  for  such  an  attack.  That  of  the 
medical  corps  alone  is  stupendous.

Peoria.  111..  Oct.  29.— Mrs.  Grace  Wil- 
bur Trout,  retiring  president  of  the 
Illinois  Equal  Suffrage  association, 
made  many  pithy  comments  on  riaen, 
women  and  affairs,  in  her  addrest;  at 
the  convention  of  the  organization 
here  last  night.  She  touched  opti- 
mistically on  suffrage  defeat  in  New 
Jersey  as  containing  items  of  satis- 
faction, and  gave  a  suffrage  twlsc  to 
the  engagement  of  President  Wilson 
and  Mrs.   Gait,   when   she  said: 

"While  suffrage  has  long  been  a 
state  issue,  it  is  fast  becoming  a  prac- 
tical national  issue.  And  while  the 
nation's  president  has  not  yet  recog- 
nized that  the  question  of  man  and 
woman  working  together  and  vocing 
together  is  a  national  issue,  he  has 
recognized  it  as  a  slate  issue — and  cer. 
tainly  as  a  White  House  issue. 
Bplgraounatlc    Sentence*. 

Mrs.  Trout  discussed  the  important 
liquor  question  at  length,  and  on  many 
subjects  was  frequently*  epig:rammatic. 
Excerpts  from   her  address   follow: 

"A  lopsided  humanity,  where  man 
alone  assumes  all  of  the  political  re- 
sponsibilities cannot  walk  upright  and 
maintain  its  equilibrium.  The  aor- 
rcw,  heartaches  and  misery  that  con- 
front us  on  every  side  demonstrata 
that  any  government  is  assuming  a 
grave  responsibility  in  separating  a 
man  politically  from  the  two  beings 
on  the  face  of  this  earth,  who  love 
him  the  most — his  mother  and  his 
wife. 

"Even  though  New  Jersey  women 
did  not  win  in  their  campaign  for  lib* 
erty  this  month,  they  made  a  heroic 
struggle,  and  It  was  most  encourag- 
ing and  most  significant  to  those  who 
read  the  signs  of  the  times  to  note 
the  message  brought  in  by  the  elec- 
tion returns  from  New  Jersey.  To 
the  thoughtless,  that  message  might 
have  been  discouraging,  but  not  to 
those  w^ho  see  beneath  the  surfa.ce. 
It  meant  that  back  of  the  suffragist 
of  New  Jerse^  stand  thousands  of  vot- 
ing men.  With  the  forces  of  equal 
suffrage  thus  augmented  and  gain- 
ing strength  every  day.  it  is  only  a 
question  of  time  before  conservative 
New  Jersey  will  change  Its  color  on 
the  suffrage  map.  W^e  certainly  hope 
that  In  New  York.  Pennsylvania,  and 
Massachusetts,  our  other  three  cam- 
paign states,  the  men  will  go  to  the 
f>oll8  next  week  and  manifest  pollt- 
cal  wisdom  by  voting  to  add  to  their 
own  strength  the  votes  of  their 
women.

"A  certain  class  of  rabid  temperance 
people  have  insisted  that  suffragists 
should  plunge  into  their  fight.  The 
anti-temperance  element  have  been 
equallv  vindictive  because  women 
have  not  voted  their  way.  still  the 
watchword  of  these  people  is  'per- 
sonal liberty' — a  personal  liberty  they 
arc  ""Willing  to  grant  to  the  women 
of    niinots. 

"The  Illinois  Equal  Suffrage  assoola- 
tion,  however,  standing  as  It  does  for 
all  the  people,  cannot  change  its  policy 
because  others  are  unreasonable  or  un- 
fair, for  that  policy  has  been  adopted, 
not  to  please  either  'wets'  or  'drys'  but 
because  it  is  right.  The  association 
cannot  mix  or  confuse  issues;  it  must 
stand  first,  last  and  forever,  for  that 
rreat    principle     for    which     It     wa» 


founded,    equal   suffrage    regardless    of 
sex. 

"It  seems  almost  impossible  for  peo- 
ple to  recognize  that  women  are  just 
ordinary  beings,  the  same  as  men.  and 
therefore  have  difference  of  opinion  on 
various  questions,  and,  like  men,  hava 
a  right  to  express  them. 

Ei«aal    SafTrage    Baalc. 

"People  mix  equal  suffrage — which  is 
a  fundamental  principle  of  democracy 
— with  every  reform  Imaginable.  They 
mix  the  suffrage  with  the  peace  agi- 
tation, with  the  labor  agitation,  and 
every  other  agitation.  But  these  other 
questions  are  simply  on  the  surface; 
they  deal  with  results — not  with  cause. 
Kqual  suffrage  Is  basic  and  funda- 
mental and  stands  back  of  the  solu- 
tion of  all  of  those  other  questions. 
It  seems  practically  Impossible,  how- 
ever, in  the  minds  of  both  wets  and 
dry.s,  to  separate  the  question  of  equal 
suffrage  from  the  temperance  question. 
It  is  exceedingly  appropriate,  there- 
fore, for  us  to  face  the  temperance 
problem  and  all  that  It  involves. 

"There  are  unreasonable,  selfish  men 
among  both  'wets'  and  'drys,'  but  there 
are  thousands  and  thou.^ands  of  sane 
men  who  could  get  together  and  solve 
this  problem  without  the  manifestation 
of  the  vindictive  fury  and  hatred  that 
Is  now  manifested  by  these  warring 
forces  on  every  side.  When  I  was 
down  at  Springfield  I  saw  business  de- 
layed and  needed  legislation  held  up 
on  account  of  the  constant  fights  be- 
tween these  forces.  It  made  one  long 
to  throw  the  whole  bunch  into  Lake 
Michigan  and  make  them  all  wet,  and 
spread  them  out  on  the  hot  sand  dunes 
of  Indiana  and  make  them  dry  just  to 
demonstrate  how  much  alike  they  are 
after  all. 

"If  the  settlement  of  this  temper- 
ance question  struck  at  the  'dry* 
pocketbook  there  would  be  another 
tremendous  outcry.  Back  of  most  of 
our  struggles  there  Is  an  economic 
reason.  So  let  the  'wet  interests'  stop 
attacking  the  women  on  each  and 
every  occasion  and  let  the  'dry  Inter- 
ests' be  unselfish  and  broad  In  their 
policies,  and  as  a  first  step  toward  the 
practical  solution  of  the  temperance 
question  let  the  'wets'  and  'drys'  unite 
— forget  their  differences  and  work  to- 
gether for  full  suffrage  and  give  the 
women  of  the  country  a  voice  in  the 
settlement   of  this  vexed   question."

— In  the  ranks  of  the 
South  African  contingent,  now  In  a 
training  camp  In  Hertfordshire,  there 
are  more  m«n  who  have  relinquished 
largo  salaries  to  serve  the  mother 
country  at  ?.  shilling  a  day  than  In 
any  other  command  of  the  size  In  the 
imperial  armv.  One  private  before  his 
enlistment  drew  a  salary  of  over 
$25,000  a  year  as  manager  of  one  of 
the  most  Important  firms  in  the  South 
African  colony.  Magistrates,  well-to- 
do  farmers  end  miners,  civil  servants 
of  high  position  and  even  men  who 
fought  as  officers  In  the  campaign 
under  Botha  against  German  South- 
west Africa,  but  had  no  commissions 
open  to  them  In  the  new  contingent, 
are  In   the  ranks. 

The  South  .^.frican  contingent  is  filled 
with  young  Boers,  as  well  as  colonials 
whose  Brltsh  parents  were  pioneers  in 
that  world.  Its  motto.  "Eendrach 
Maakt  Macht" — union  makes  strength 
— is    Dutch.

ties. Statistics  show  that  during  last 
year  there  were  956  cases  of  desertion, 
of  which  93  per  cent  were  common  .sol- 
diers. Tokio  leads  other  cities  with 
184  ca.ses  while  the"re  were  112  cases 
at  Osaka.  Out  of  the  total,  2.')8  sol- 
dier" were  brought  before  the  military 
cou.t  and  punished  while  698  desert- 
ers voluntarily  surrendered  before  the 
three  days'  grace  had  expired. 

The  increase  of  suicide  among  de- 
serters Is  believed  to  be  due  to  the  re- 
duction of  days  of  grace  during  the 
war  from  six  to  three  days,  the  de- 
serter sometimes  preferring  to  kill 
hlnxself  than  face  the  shame  of  court- 
martial. 

Deserters  who  surrender  before  the 
three  days  expire  are  restored  to  the 
service  with  a  light  admonition.  If 
they  delay  their  return  they  become 
fugitives  and  are  peremptorily  pun- 
ished on  their  arrest  by  the  mllitanr 
court. 


Most    of    Released    Law- 
Breakers  Have  Enlisted 
•    in  Army. 

(CorrwfQn^ftet  of  ttM  AtMclatcd  Pr«w.) 
Berlin,  Oct.  S.^The  war's  effects  are 
distinctly  noticeable  in  Germany's  law- 
breakers, according  to  the  Association 
for  the  Betterment  of  Criminals.  Re- 
leased convicts,  so  far  as  they  have 
come  under  the  observation  of  this  or- 
ganization, hfive,  in  a  majority  of  cases, 
enlisted  In  the  army  if  physically  able 
to  do  so,  ard  have  "made  good"  In 
civil  occupa  Ions  when  their  health 
made  It  impfssible  for  them  to  serve. 
So  many  oi'  the  able-bodied  released 
within  the  past  three  months  have 
gone  Into  the  army  that  the  associa- 
tion has  had  more  jobs  of  a  civilian 
nature  than  it  could  dispose  of.  and 
wages  offered  have  risen  accordingly. 
All  but  19  of  the  538  men  who  have 
applied  for  work  have  been  given 
something  to  do.  Paroled  prisoners 
are  said  to  have  shown  an  unusually 
high  percentage  of  apparent  reform 
since   the   start   of   the   war.

Washington,  Oct.  29. — A  second  In- 
stallment of  what  has  come  to  be  popu- 
larly known  as  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment's white  book,  was  issued  last 
night  l)y  the  state  department.  It 
gives  the  text  of  important  diplomatic 
correspondence  with  the  belligerent 
governments  of  Europe  since  the  pul)- 
lication  of  the  first  installment  la:Jt 
May. 

Besides  constituting  a  public  record 
of  the  position  of  the  United  States 
as  precedent  for  the  future,  the  vol- 
ume^eveals  to  the  public  a  series  of 
charges  and  counter  charges  by  the 
belligerents  that  reflect  the  difterencos 
constantly  encountered  in  the  delicate 
task   of  observing  neutrality. 

Moist  of  the  correspondence  never  bo- 
fore  has  been  made  public  In  text,  al- 
though press  dispatches  have  covered 
much   of    't   in   substance. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features 
of  the  new  edition  is  the  publication 
for  the  first  time  of  a  memorandum 
of  the  German  foreign  office  referred 
to  in  a  colloquy  between  Chairman 
Flood  of  the  house  foreign  affairs 
committee  and  Representative  Bar- 
tholdt  of  Missouri  at  the  hearing  on 
the  bills  proposing  an  embargo  on 
arms. 

Claimed  Justlfloatlon. 

Mn  .Flood  quoted  the  memorandum 
as  a  justification  of  his  argument  that 
tlte  German  government  did  not  hold 
shipments  of  munitions  to  the  allies  as 
illegfel*  •  It  appears  that  the  correspond- 
ence with  the  German  government  con- 
ducted by  Ambassador  von  Bernstorff 
developed  as  a  consequence  of  a  ruling 
by  the  United  States  that  it  was  a  vio- 
lation of  neutrality  or  merchant  ships 
to  leave  American  ports  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  supplying  belliger- 
ent warships  at  sea.  The  ambassador's 
note  read: 

"The  position  taken  by  the  govern- 
ment as  to  the  delivery  of  coal  and 
other  necessaries  to  warships  of  the 
belligerent  states,  constituting  a  vio- 
•atip^  tjf  neutrality,  is.  In  the  opinion 
of  fhe  imperial  government,  untenable 
in    international    law.  The    imperial 

gfjyewiment  has  set  forth  its  position 
on  fhls  point  in  a  memorandum,  which 
in  compliance  with  instructions,  I  have 
the  honor  to  forward  to  your  excel- 
lency." 

The  memorandum  follows: 
Germany's  View. 
"Under  the  general  principles  of  in- 
ternational law,  no  exception  can  be 
taken  to  neutral  states  letting  war  ma- 
terial go  to  Germany's  enemies  from 
or  through  their  territory.  This  is 
accordant  with  Article  7  of  The  Hague 
convention  of  Oct.  18,  1907,  concerning 
the  rights  and  duties  of  neutrals  in 
nav«l  an*  land  warfare.  If,  however 
a  »la»  avails  itself  of  that  liberty  in 
fo^<fr)r9,t'ik^T  enemies,  then  it  must,  in 
acc-uipqance  with  a  rule  generally  ac- 
ceT>tT»d  in  International  law  and  con- 
firmed in  Article  9  of  the  two  conven- 
tlonfTaboiie  cited,  place  no  obstacle  ta 
th*  German  military  force  ordering 
contraband  from  or  through  its  terri- 
tory. In  spite  thereof,  the  various 
American  port  authorities  have  denied 
clearance  from  American  ports  to  tht 
vessels  of  the  merchant  marine  which 
would  carry  needed  supplies  or  fuel  to 
German  warships  either  on  the  high 
seas  or  In  neutral  ports.  According 
to  the  principles  of  International  law 
above  cited,  a  neutral  state  need  not 
prevent  furnishing  supplies  of  thi.} 
character;  neither  can  it,  after  allow- 
ing the  adversaries  to  be  furnishecl 
with  contraband,  either  detain  or  in 
any  way  disable  a  merchant  ship  carry- 
ing such  a  cargo.  Only  when  contra- 
band-trade would  turn  the  ports  Into 
bases  of  German  military  operations, 
would  the  stoppage  of  the  trade  of 
these   vessels   become   a  duty. 

"Such,  perhaps,  would  be  the  case  if 
the  Germans  kept  coal  depats  in  *hi: 
ports,  or  if  the  vessels  called  at  the 
port  In  regular  voyages  on  the  way  to 
German  naval  forces.  But  it  stands  to 
reason  that  one  merchant  vessel  occa- 
sionally sailing  with  coal  or  supplie.M 
for  German  warships  does  not  turn  a 
neutral  port  Into  a  German  point  of 
.-upport   contrary   to    neutrality. 

"Our  enemies  draw  from  the  United 
FUates  contraband  of  war,  especially 
arms,  worth  several  billions  of  marks. 
This,  In  11  self,  they  are  authorized  to 
do.  But  If  the  United  States  would  pre- 
vent our  warships  occasionally  draw- 
ing supplies  from  its  ports,  a  great  In- 
justice grows  out  of  the  authorization, 
for  It  would  amount  to  an  unneutral 
treatment  or  the  belligerents,  and  con- 
stltuto,  a  breach  of  the  generally  ac- 
cepted rules  of  neutrality  to  Ger- 
many's detriment." 

The  secretary  of  state  held  that: 

Amerlean  VIrw. 
"The  essential  idea  of  neutral  terri- 
tory becoming  the  base  for  naval  op- 
erations by  a  belligerent  is.  In  the 
opinion  of  tills  government,  repeated 
departure  from  such  territory  of  mer- 
chant vessels  laden  with  fuel  or  other 
supplies  for  belligerent  warships  at 
sea:  in  order  to  ascerta'n  the  vessels 
which,  are  thus  operatinpr.  the  •jrovern- 
mont  has  been  obliged  to  Investigate 
certaitt  cases  in  order  that  it  might  de- 
termine whether  there  havf>  been  or  are 
.^bout  to  ije  repetition  of  such  acts,  but 
in  all  respects  equality  of  treatment 
has  been  observed  toward  all  merchant 
vessels  suspected  of  carrying  supplies 
to  belligerent  vessels." 

The  correspondence  shows  that  the 
state  department  received  also  a  com- 
plaint from  the  British  ajnba.^sador 
statinsr  that  "the  systematic  way  in 
which  neutral  ships  have  left  American 
ports  in  order  to  supply  German  crul.''- 
ers  and  have  been  allowed  to  onerate 
freely  In  the  ports  of  the  United  States, 
in  spite  of  the  warnings  w^hich  have 
been  given  In  the  matter,  causes  grave 
anxiety  to  hi.?  ma.iesty's  government." 
Fairly  Inv^stisrated. 
Mr.  Lansing  replied  that,  so  far  as 
he  was  advised: 

"Every  suspicious  case  of  vessels 
leaving  American  ports  to  supply  Ger- 
man cruiser?,  which  has  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  United  States 
•^■ith  any  basis  of  fact  to  support  such 
statement,  has  been  fairly  Investigated 
The  government  of  the  TTnlted  States, 
therefore  feels  obliged  to  decline  to  ac- 
cept any  suggestions  Intimating  fhat 
Its  vigilance  in  the  maintenance  of  its 
neutral  dntles  in  international  law. 
has  been  relaxed." 

On  another  occasion,  the  German 
arobnssador.  In  complaining  to  the 
statp  department  that  th^  tucr  F.  B. 
Balzeil  put  to  sea  from  New  York  to 
carry  pi"ovisIons  to  the  British  cruiser 
Rjsex.  declared  th«t  the  tug  came  out 
"under  the  sp^rchllghts  of  the  United 
States   ship  Florida." 

Mr.  Lansing  an.swered  this  with  the 
.■statement  that  the  government  of  the 
Ignited  States  had  investigated  the 
matter  and  was  not  able  to  find  suf- 
ficient evidence  to  show  ■  that  the  tug 
did  .-supply  British  warshlp.s.

American  coast  saying  "except  on  one 
occasion  in  September^  last,  which 
formed  the  basis  of  the  complaint  re- 
ferred to  in  your  telegram,  I  am  satis- 
fied that  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
order  anything  from  the  United  States 
territory." 

Army    of    Merchantment. 

A  series  of  communications  passed 
between  the  British  embassy  and  the 
state  department  on  defensive  arma- 
ment of  merchantment  and  the  right  of 
belligerent  merchant  ships  to  leave 
neutral  ports  prepared  to  arm  at  sea. 
The  British  embassy  stated  that  with 
refertince  to  the  fitting  out  on  Ameri- 
can territory  of  vessels  intended  for 
warlike  purposes,  Great  Britain  would 
"hold  the  United  States  government 
responsible  for  any  damages  to  Brit- 
ish trade  or  shipping  or  injury  to 
British  Interests  generally  which  may 
be  caused  by  such  vessels  having  been 
equipped  at  or  departing  from  the 
United  States  ports." 

The  ruling  of  the  state  department 
that  it  was  permissible  for  merchant 
."hips  to  arm  for  defensive  purposes 
tirew  forth  a  note  from  the  British  em- 
bassy on  Instructions  from  the  foreign 
office,  giving  "the  fullest  assurances 
that  British  merchant  vessels  will 
never  be  used  for  purposes  of  attack, 
that  they  are  merely  traders,  armed 
only  for  defense,  that  they  will  never 
fire  unless  first  fired  upon,  and  that 
they  will  never  under  any  circum- 
stances attack  by  vessel." 

The  German  government  In  a  mem- 
orandum transmitted  by  Ambassador 
Gerard  took  exception  to  the  view 
that  German  vessels  were  permitted 
to  defend  themselves  against  a  war 
vessel,  and  argued  that  It  was  a 
question  whether  or  not  armed  mer- 
chant ships  "should  be  admitted  into 
neutral  ports  at  all"  the  extent  of 
armaments  being  held  as  affording 
"no  guaranty  that  ships  armed  for 
defensive  purposes  only  will  not  be 
used  for  offensive  purposes  under 
certain    circumstances." 

Not   Violation   of    Nentralltr. 

Mr.  Lansing's  answer  was  that  the 
United  States  held  that  to  permit  ves- 
sels of  small  armament  to  enjoy  the 
hospitality  of  American  ports  as  mer- 
chant vessels,  was  not  a  violation  of 
neutrality. 

"Xeverthelesa,"  the  American  reply 
added,  "the  United  States  Is  not  un- 
mindful of  the  fact  that  the  circum- 
stances of  a  particular  case  may  be 
such  as  to  cause  embarrassment  and 
possible  controversy  as  to  the  charac- 
ter of  an  armed  private  vessel  visiting 
its  ports.  Recognizing  the  desirabil- 
ity of  avoiding  a  ground  of  complaint 
this  government  as  soon  as  a  case 
arose,      while     frankly     admitting     the 


right  of  a  merchant  vessel  to  carry  a 
defensive  armament,  expressed  its 
disapproval  of  a  practice  which  com- 
pelled It  to  pass  upon  a  vessel's  In- 
tended use,  which  opinion  if  proven  to 
be  erroneous  might  constitute  a 
ground  for  a  charge  of  unneutral  con- 
duct. 

"As  a  result  of  these  representa- 
tions, on  merchant  vessels  with  arma- 
ment have  visited  our  ports  since  Sept. 
10.  In  fact,  from  the  beginning  of 
the  European  war.  but  two  armed 
private  vessels  have  entered  or  cleared 
from  ports  of  this  country  and  as  to 
these  vessels,  their  character  as  mer- 
chant vessels  v^as  conclusively  estab- 
lished." 

The  efforts  of  the  state  department 
to  obtain  impiovements  In  the  cen- 
sorship of  commercial  cablegrams, 
constitutes  a  lenghty  correspondence 
over  a  period  of  over  a  year.

Washington,  Oct.  29. — A  second  in- 
stallment of  what  has  come  to  be  popu- 
larly known  as  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment's white  book,  was  issued  last 
night  Ijy  the  state  department.  It 
gives  the  text  of  important  diplomatic 
correspondence  with  tho  belligerent 
governments  of  Europe  since  the  pub- 
lication of  the  first  Installment  last 
May. 

Besides  constituting  a  public  record 
of  the  position  of  the  United  States 
as  precedent  for  the  future,  the  vol- 
ume^eveals  to  the  public  a  series  of 
charges  and  counter  charges  by  the 
belligerents  that  reflect  the  differences 
constantly  encountered  in  the  delicate 
task  of  observing  neutrality. 

Mo'st  of  the  correspondence  never  be- 
fore has  been  made  public  \n  text,  al- 
though press  dispatches  have  coverud 
much   of    't    in    substance. 

One  of  the  moat  interesting  features 
of  the  new  edition  Is  the  publication 
for  the  first  time  of  a  memorandum 
of  the  German  foreign  office  refernid 
to  in  a  colloquy  between  Chairman 
Flood  of  the  house  foreign  affairs 
committee  and  Representative  Bar- 
tholdt  of  Missouri  at  the  hearing  un 
the  bills  proposing  an  embargo  on 
arms. 

Claimed  JuMtlflcatlon. 
Mr.  Flood  quoted  the  memorandum 
as  a  justification  of  his  argument  that 
th«  German  government  did  not  hold 
shipments  of  munitions  to  the  allies  as 
illegal.  It  appears  that  the  correspond- 
ence with  the  German  government  con- 
ducted by  Ambassador  von  liernstorff 
developed  as  a  consequence  of  a  ruling 
by  the  United  States  that  it  was  a  vio- 
lation of  neutrality  or  merchant  ships 
to  leave  American  ports  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  supplying  belliger- 
ent warships  at  sea.  The  ambassador's 
note  read: 

"The  position  taken  by  the  govern- 
ment as  to  the  delivery  of  coal  and 
other  necessaries  to  warships  of  the 
belligerent  states,  constituting  a  vio- 
latiQa  of  neutrality,  is.  In  the  opinion 
of  fhe  imperial  government,  untenable 
In    international    law.  The    imperial 

government  has  set  forth  its  position 
on  this  point  In  a  memorandum,  which, 
in  compliance  with  instructions,  I  have 
the  honor  to  forward  to  your  excel- 
lency." 

The  memorandum  follows: 
GerniMiiy'N  View. 
"Under  the  general  principles  of  In- 
ternational law,  no  exception  can  bs 
taken  to  neutral  states  letting  war  ma- 
terial go  to  Germany's  enemies  from 
or  through  their  territory.  This  Ss 
accordant  with  Article  7  of  The  Hague 
convention  of  Oct.  18,  1907,  concerning 
the  rights  and  duties  of  neutrals  in 
nav«l  an'i  land  warfare.  If,  hovvevrr. 
a^valls  Itself  of  that  liberty  in 
er  enemies,  then  it  must,  in 
with  a  rule  generally  ac- 
ceptrtJ  in  International  law  and  con- 
firmed in  Article  9  of  the  two  conven- 
tions^bo*e  cited,  place  no  obstacle  to 
the  German  military  force  ordering 
contraband  from  or  through  its  terri- 
tory. In  spite  thereof,  the  various 
American  port  authorities  have  denied 
clearance  from  American  ports  to  the 
vessels  of  the  merchant  marine  which 
would  carry  needed  supplies  or  fuel  to 
German  warships  either  on  the  high 
seas  or  In  neutral  ports.  According 
to  the  principles  of  International  law 
above  cited,  a  neutral  state  need  not 
prevent  furnishing  supplies  of  this 
character;  neither  can  it,  after  allow- 
ing the  adversaries  to  be  furnished 
with  contraband,  either  detain  or  in 
any  way  disable  a  merchant  ship  carry- 
irig  such  a  cargo.  Only  when  contra- 
band trade  would  turn  the  ports  Into 
basf  s  of  German  military  operation.^ 
would  the  stoppage  of  the  trade  of 
these  vessels  become  a  duty. 

"Such,  perhaps,  would  be  the  case  if 
the  Germans  kept  coal  depots  in  ♦h ; 
ports,  or  if  the  vessels  called  at  the 
port  in  regular  voyages  on  the  way  to 
t'.i  rman  naval  forces.  But  it  stands  to 
reason  that  one  merchant  vessel  occa- 
sionally sailing  with  coal  or  supplies 
fur  fJerman  warships  does  not  turn  a 
neutral  port  into  a  Germ.an  point  of 
.-upport  contrary   to   neutrality. 

"Our  enemies  draw^  from  tho  United 
Slates  contraband  of  war,  especiallj- 
arms,  worth  several  billions  of  marks. 
This,  In  Uself,  they  are  authorized  to 
do.  But  if  the  TTnitcd  States  would  pre- 
vent our  warships  occasionally  draw- 
ing supplies  from  its  ports,  a  great  in- 
justice grows  out  of  the  auth'irlzation. 
for  it  would  amount  to  an  unneutra' 
treatment  oT  the  belligerents,  and  con- 
stitute a  breach  of  the  erenerally  ac- 
cepted rules  of  neutrality  to  Ger- 
many'* detriment." 

The  secretary  of  state  held  that: 

Aitierlran  VIp^v. 
"The  essential  idea  of  neutral  terri- 
tory becoming  the  base  for  naval  op- 
erations by  a  belligerent  is.  In  the 
opinion  of  tills  government,  repeated 
departure  from  such  territory  of  mer- 
chant vessels  laclen  with  fuel  or  other 
supplies  for  belligerent  warships  at 
.«ea;  in  order  to  ascerti'n  the  vessels 
which  are  thus  operating,  the  govern- 
ment has  been  obliged  to  Investigate 
certain  cases  In  order  that  it  might  de- 
termine whether  there  haA'r  been  or  are 
about  to  be  repetition  of  snrh  acts,  but 
In  all  respects  eqjiality  of  treatment 
has  been  observed  toward  all  merchant 
vessels  suspected  of  carrying  supplies 
to  belligerent  vessels." 

The  correspondence  shows  that  the 
.«tate  department  received  also  a  com- 
plaint from  the  British  ambassador 
statin?  that  "the  systematic  way  in 
which  neutral  ships  have  left  American 
porta  in  order  to  .'■upply  German  cruis- 
ers and  have  been  allowed  to  onerate 
freely  In  the  ports  of  the  United  States, 
in  spite  of  the  warnings  w^hich  have 
been  given  In  the  matter,  causes  grave 
anxiety  to  his  majesty's  government." 
Fairly  Investisrated. 
Mr.  Lan.«lng  replied  that,  so  far  as 
he  was  advised: 

"Evpry  suspicious  case  of  vessels 
leaving  American  ports  to  supply  Ger- 
man cruisers,  which  has  been  brought 
to  the  attentl/?n  of  the  United  States 
^•ith  any  basis  of  fact  to  support  such 
statement,  has  been  fairly  Investigated 
The  H-overnment  of  the  T'nlted  States! 
therefore  feels  obliged  to  decline  to  ac- 
cept any  suggestions  Intimating  f"hat 
its  vigilance  In  the  maintenance  of  Its 
neutral  duties  In  international  law, 
has  been  relaxed." 

On  another  occasion,  the  German 
ambassador.  In  complaining  to  the 
state  department  that  the  tue-  P.  Ti. 
Balzeil  put  to  sea  fmm  New  York  to 
carry  provisions  to  the  British  cruiser 
Kssex,  declared  that  the  tue:  came  out 
"under  the  seirchllehts  of  the  ITnlted 
States   ship   Florida." 

Mr,  Lanslne^  an-swered  this  with  the 
."Statement  that  the  government  of  the 
United  States  had  Investigated  the 
matter  and  was  not  able  to  find  suf- 
ficient evidence  to  show  that  the  tug- 
did  supply  British  warshlp.s.  He  asked 
for  further  evidence  on  which  to  re- 
new the  investigation,  but  this,  It  ap- 
pears   was  not  supplied.

fied that  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
order  anything  from  the  United  States 
territory." 

Army   of    Merehanttnent. 

A  series  of  communications  passed 
between  the  British  embassy  and  the 
state  department  on  defensive  arma- 
ment of  mcrch.antmcnt  and  the  right  of 
belligerent  merchant  ships  to  leave 
neutral  ports  prepared  to  arm  at  sea. 
i'he  British  embassy  stated  that  with 
r(  fertince  to  the  fitting  out  on  Ameri- 
i-an  territory  of  vessels  intended  for 
warlike  purposes,  (.Jreat  Britain  would 
"hold  the  Unlttd  States  government 
responsible  for  any  damages  to  Brit- 
Lsh  trade  or  shipping  or  injury  to 
British  Interests  generally  which  may 
be  caused  by  such  vessels  ha 
equipped  at  or  departing 
United  States  ports." 

The  ruling  of  the  state  department 
that  it  was  permissible  for  merchant 
s'llps  to  arm  for  defensive  purposes 
'irew  forth  a  note  from  the  British  em- 
bassy on  Instructions  from  the  foreign 
office,  giving  "the  fullest  assurances 
That  I3ritish  merchant  vessels  will 
never  be  used  for  purposes  of  attack, 
that  they  arc  merely  trader.s,  armed 
only  for  defense,  that  they  will  never 
firo  unless  fir.st  fired  upon,  and  that 
they  will  never  under  any  circum- 
stances attack  by  vessel." 

The  German  government  In  a  mem- 
orandum transmitted  by  Ambassador 
Cerard  took  exception  to  the  view 
that  (Jerman  vessels  were  permitted 
to  defend  themselves  against  a  war 
vessel,  and  argued  that  It  was  a 
question  whether  or  not  armed  mer- 
chant ships  "should  be  admitted  into 
neutral  porta  at  all"  the  extent  of 
armaments  being  held  as  affording 
"no  guaranty  that  ships  armed  for 
defensive  purnoses  only  will  not  be 
used  for  offensive  purpo.«es  under 
certain    circumstances." 

Not  Violation   of   TVentralitr. 

Mr.  Lansing's  answer  was  that  the 
United  States  held  that  to  permit  ves- 
sels of  small  armament  to  enjoy  the 
hospitality  of  American  ports  as  mer- 
chant vessels,  was  not  a  violation  of 
neutrality. 

"Nevertheless,"  the  American  reply 
added,  "the  United  States  Is  not  un- 
mindful of  the  fact  that  the  circum- 
stances of  a  particular  case  may  be 
such  as  to  cause  embarrassment  and 
possible  controversy  as  to  the  charac- 
ter of  an  armed  private  vessel  visiting 
its  ports.  Recognizing  the  desirabil- 
ity of  avoiding  a  ground  of  complaint 
this  government  as  soon  as  a  case 
arose,      while     frankly     admitting     the 


right  of  a  merchant  vessel  to  carrv  a 
defensive  armament,  expressed  its 
disapproval  of  a  practice  which  com- 
I  pelled  it  to  p:iss  upon  a  vessel's  In- 
tended use,  which  opinion  If  proven  to 
be  erroneous  might  constitute  a 
ground  for  a  charge  of  unneutral  con- 
duct. 

"As  a  result  of  these  representa- 
tions, on  merchant  vessels  with  arma- 
ment have  visited  our  ports  since  Sept. 
10.  In  fact,  from  the  beginning  of 
the  European  war,  but  two  armed 
private  vessels  have  entered  or  cleared 
from  ports  of  this  country  and  as  to 
these  vessels,  their  character  as  mer- 
chant vessels  was  conclusively  estab- 
lished." 

The  efforts  of  the  state  department 
to  obtain  improvements  In  the  cen- 
sorship of  commercial  cablegrams, 
constitutes  a  lenghty  correspondence 
over  a  period  of  over  a  year.

Tho  bonus 
Is  to  be  payable  only  when  the  month- 
ly uveragr.  price  falls  below  |115  a  ton 
this  b'lng  the  lowest  price  at  which* 
smelters  can  operate  profitably  in  Eng- 
land, according  to  testimony  taken  bv 
a  London  committee.  The  amount  of 
the  bonus  is  to  be  sufticient  to  raise 
the  month's  price  to  |11B.  This  figure 
compares  with  the  present  war  price 
of  about  $340. 

The  subsidy  is  regarded  as  a  neces- 
sary preliminary  to  inducing  private 
capital  to  put  money  in  new  smeltina 
works  In  England.

"The  men  were  putting  in  steel 
bridges  between  junction  towers  which 
carry  our  main  Minnesota  line,"  said 
one  of  the  Great  Northern  Power  com- 
pany officials. 

"The  accident  happened  not  far  from 
Noperaing  on  the  Gary  road.  Hayden, 
1  understand,  started  to  walk  from  one 
tower  to  another,  about  twenty  feet 
distant,  and  he  evidently  forgot  about 
the  live  wire. 

Walked  Against  Wire. 

"There  are  two  feed  wires  on  the 
tower,  but  only  one  of  them  was  live 
at  the  time.  He  must  have  walked 
right  into  it,  for  the  wire  burn«,d  him 
across  the  forehead,  and  then  rebound- 
ed, hitting  him  across  the  face  in  two 
other   places   and    burning    him. 

"He  toppled  from  the  bridge  as  the 
powerful  current  struck  him,  falling 
thirty  feet  to  the  ground.  After  they 
worked  awhile,  he  appeared  to  recover 
slightly,  but  a  minute  later  they  could 
see  that  it  was  hopeless. 

This  wire  is  one  of  the  Great  North- 
ern Power  company's  lines  and  is 
called  the  "main"  line.  Hayden 
had  been  working  with  Hanson  at  one 
end  of  the  steel  bridge,  and  about  eight 
feet   from  the   live  wire. 

"He  must  have  forgotten  about  that 
wire  being  live,"  said  Hanson.  "There 
are  usually  two  live  ones  on  that  tow- 
er, but  the  power  had  been  shut  off  on 
one  of  them.  From  the  way  it  burned 
his  head,  he  must  have  failed  to  see  it 
even  when  he  walked  across  the 
bridge.  He  probably  wasn't  looking 
up,  as  he  would  have  to  be  careful  how 
he  walked  on  the  girder." 

Hayden's  grandmother,  who  also 
lived  at  the  Hayden  home,  was  in 
Chicago  visiting  at  the  time  of  the  ac- 
cident. She  is  expected  to  return  this 
evening  or  tomorrow. 

W'ent    Djilnth    Boy. 

The  body  was  taken  this  morningr 
to  Filiatraulfs  undertaking  rooms, 
where  funeral  arrangements  will  be 
made  this  afternoon.

Order  of 
the  Eagles,  and  also  a  member  of  the 
Structural    Iron    Workers'    union. 

The  body  was  brought  to  the  city  by 
his  fellow  workers  on  an  Improvised 
stretcher  made  from  a  ladder  used  by 
them.  It  was  some  time  after  6 
o'clock  before  they  arrived  in  the  city 
with  It.  taking  the  body  first  to  the 
West    end    undertaking    rooms. 

Three  ^narks  on  the  face  of  the 
young  man  show  where  the  heavily- 
charged  wire  hit  him.  The  current 
evidently  passed  out  through  the  left 
foot,  there  being  several  small  marks 
of  the  burns  where  the  current  had 
passed  to  the  nails  of  his  shoe.

Creamus  and  the  foreman  at  one  end 
of  the  car  and  two  others  at  the  other 
end,  and  lifted  it  up  and  carried  it  from 
the  track. 

While  assisting  in  removing  the  car 
Creamus  suffered  inguinal  hernia, 
which  he  claimed  -was  caused  by  the 
strain  he  sustained.  He  sued  for  $10,- 
000  damages  and  recovered  a  verdict 
for  J700.  In  netting  aside  the  verdict, 
the  supreme  court  held  that  the  jury's 
finding  that  thf  defendant  company  or 
Its  agents  were  guilty  of  negligence 
was  not  sustained  by  the  evidence. 


MAY  HAVE  CAUSED 
SHIP  EXPLOSIONS 

Bombs  Made  By  Fay  Similar 

as  Those  Placed  on 

Steamers. 

New  York,  Oct.  19. — Secret  service 
men  assigned  to  the  cases  of  Robert 
Fay,  the  confessed  bomb  plotter,  and 
four  others  chiirged  with  conspiracy  in 
plannlng^  to  dii^able  ships  laden  with 
war  munitions  for  the  allies,  worked  on 
a  report  today  that  the  bombs  used  by 
Fay  were  similar  to  those  which  had 
caused  fires  on  certain  trans-Atlantic 
ships  last  sumjTier. 

As  late  as  last  month  small  fires  w^ere 
reported  on  ships  loaded  witti   !=ugar. 

Two  clrcumsitances  drew  the  atten- 
tion of  secret  service  men  to  the  Fay 
case.  One  ^as  that  the  fires  on  thf» 
ships  were  caused  by  chlorate  of  pot- 
ash, the  sam<  material  wiilch  Fay 
says  he  used  in  preparing-  bombs  to  at- 
tach to  ships'  rudders  and  propellers. 
Another  circumstance  was  that  pptt.?-^. ' 
of  the  ships  which  discovered  fires 
aboard  had  sailed  from  piers  in  the 
Hudson  river,  not  far  from  the  boat- 
house  at  Weehiwken,  N.  J.,  where  Fay 
with  Walter  L.  Scholz,  his  brother-in- 
law,  kept  a  powerful  motorboat  to- 
gether with  explosives.

Mr.  Blumenthal  has  a  printed  form 
of  character  analysis  which  he  fills 
out.  It  gives  first  the  physical  char- 
acteristics, followed  by  a  physio- 
gnomical index,  and  then  the  mental, 
social  and  moral  characteristics.  He 
has  a  method  of  marking,  the  marks 
running  from  one  to  ten.  For  example, 
a  part  of  the  card  filled  out  for  the 
reporter   read   as  follows:

Order— 5. 

Observation — 6.

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Through  an  order  from  Washington 
received  by  Collector  of  Customs  Har- 
ris Bennett  of  Duluth  today,  one  of 
the  most  objectionable  features  of  the 
seamen's  act  has  been  done  away  with. 
No  examination  under  the  language 
test  as  required  by  Section  18  will  be 
necessary,  the  telegram  states.  The 
section,  which  has  been  amended,  reads 
^s  follows: 

"That  no  vessel  of  100  tons  gross 
and  upward,  except  those  navigating 
rivers  exclusively  and  the  smaller  in- 
land lakes  and  except  as  provided  in 
section  1  of  this  act,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  depart  from  any  port  of  the 
United  States  unless  she  has  on  board 
a  crew  of  not  less  than  seventy-five 
per  centum  of  which.  In  each  depart- 
ment thereof,  are  able  to  understand 
an  order  grlven  by  the  officers  of  such 
vessel." 

According  to  Collector  Bennett's  in- 
structions today,  this  clatise  will  not 
be  enforced,  but  the  whole  matter  will 
be  put  up  to  the  judgment  of  the  col- 
lector. If  the  collector  la  satisfied  up- 
on the  statement  of  the  master  or 
otherwise  that  the  crew  has  fulfilled 
the  requirements  of  Section  18,  his 
judgment  w^lll  be  accepted  in  the  mat- 
ter. 

Collector  Bennett  declared  today  that 
he  considered  this  ruling  as  very  Im- 
portant as  the  language  test  has

GOOD  BUSINESS. 

"With  every  blast  furnace  and  steel  mill 
in  the  country  working  night  and  day  at 
full  capacity,  still  '"the  demand  for  iron, 
steel  and  steel  products  cannot  be  satisfied, 
and  it  is  today  almost  impossible  to  buy 
for  immrdiate  delivery  pig  iron,  scrap  or 
ingots  in  sizable  ((uantities  at  any  industrial 
plant  in   the  country." 

Steel  is  the  barometer  of  the  national 
prosperity.  When  steel  prospers,  the  coun- 
try pro-,per? — because  steel  prosperity  is 
contingent  on  building,  on  railroad  expan- 
sion,  on   general    industrial   activity. 

True,  the  war  demand,  an  extraordinary 
condition,  is  a  factor.  It  was  like  the  tonic 
th  luior  occasionally  gives  to  spur  a  pa- 
tient ..ver  a  crisis.  But  the  war  didn't  make 
the  railroads  begin  buying,  didn't  grow  the 
great  crops,  didn't  stimulate  textiles  ma- 
terially, didn't  directly  affect  at  all  many 
industries — such  as  the  silk  industry — that 
are  booming. 

"Of  course,"  said  Judge  Gary  of  the  Steel 
corporation  yesterday,  "these  very  satisfac- 
tory conditions  are  more  or  less  affected  by 
the  war  business,  so-called,  yet  it  is  un- 
doubtedly true  that  there  is  a  better  feel- 
ing tliroughoin  the  iron-  and  steel  trade 
than  has  been  experienced  for  some  years 
past." 

Yesterday,  for  instance,  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  placed  orders  for  175,000  tons  of 
steel  rails  and  for  seventy-five  locomotives- 
for  immediate  delivery.

MEXICO  AS  AN   ISSUE  IN  1916. 

The  sending;  of  a  formal  letter  of  rec- 
OKiiition  to  Carranza  will  bring  at  least 
to  a  pause  a  Mexican  program  that  has 
zigzagged  alone;  ever  since  President 
V.'ilson  took  the  oath  of  office  on  March 
4,  1913.  President  Wilson's  friends 
arkiiowh'dge  that  there  have  been  many 
inconsistencies  in  the  record,  and  they 
r»ali/.e  that  it  will  be  one  of  the  grounds 
on  which  the  Wilson  administration  will 
b'-  attarked  with  the  greatest  effect. — 
Now    York    Sun. 

Of  course  they  realize  it.  But  they,  like 
the  rest  of  us,  must  be  wondering  what  Re- 
publicans hope  to  accomplish  by  this  line 
of  attack,  except  to  reveal  their  poverty  of 
real  excuses  for  attack. 

When  W'o'jdrow  Wilson,  made  president, 
faced  the  Mexican  problem,  there  were  two 
alternatives:  to  recognize  Huerta,  the  red- 
handed,  and  thus  become  an  accessory  after 
the  fact  to  his  treacherous  murders; 'or  to 
refuse  to  recognize  him.  The  government 
refusetl  to  recognize  him.  for  to  recognize 
him  meant  not  only  complicity  in  treachery 
and  murder,  but  to  refuse  the  sanction  of  a 
free  people  for  an  oppressed  people's  fight 
for  freedom.  So  vigorous  was  the  revolt 
against  the  exploitation  of  a  whole  people 
by  a  tyrannous  few.  that  even  with  recogni- 
tion there  is  little  probability  that  Huerta, 
even  by  next  year,  would  have  produced 
peace. 

Recognition  to  fluerta  refused,  there 
were  again  two  alternatives:  to  intervene 
by  force  of  arms,  or  to  wait  for  the  revolu- 
tionists to  work  out  the  country's  destiny. 
Intervention  meant  war,  meant  losing  pre- 
cious American  lives,  meant  alienating  for- 
ever every  Latin-American  country.  Nor 
is  there  any  likelihood  that  if  intervention 
had  been  chosen.  Mexico  would  have  been 
con<iuered  by  this  time,  for  with  her  moun- 
tain valleys  so  admirably  adapted  to  long 
continued  guerilla  warfare,  the  Ameri- 
can conquest  of  Mexico  would  have 
been  a  long,  bitter  and  bloody  struggle. 
The  president  refused  to  intervene — and 
there  lies  the  burden  ai  his  guilt 
so  far  as  the  m.tjority  of  his  critics  are 
concerned.  Thej-  wanted  him  not  only  to 
intervene  and  to  conquer,  but  to  seize — to 
take  and  hold  the  land  where  their  money 
is  invested. 

So  the  president  chose  to  wait  for  the 
revolutionists  to  work  out  the  country's 
destiny.  They  were  slow  about  it.  Huerta 
disposed  of.  the  revolutionist  leaders  fell 
out,  and  Mexico  fell  victim  to  a  complex 
internecine  squabble.  The  president,  win- 
ning the  friendship  of  th#  South  An>erican 
republics  by  requesting  their  co-operation, 
urged  the  warring  leaders  to  get  together 
and  agree  upon  a  temporary  government. 
They  failed  to  get  together.  Finally,  one 
of  them — Carranza — emerged  head  and 
shoulders  above  the  rest.  He  isn't  the  man 
we'd  pick  for  president  of  Mexico,  but  it's 
not  our  business  to  pick  a  president  for 
Mexico.     He   is   the   leader   most  likely  to 


restore  order,  so  wc  have  recognized  him 
and  are  helping  him,  as  much  as  we  law- 
fully can,  to  restore  peace. 

And  there  it  stands.  The  president  is 
guilty  of  nothing  except  of  neglect  to  heed 
the  urgent  advice  of  those  who  would  have 
had  him  plunge  this  country  into  war  with 
unfortunate  Mexico.  The  methods  he  has 
pursued  have  been  the  only  alternative,  at 
all  times,  to  forcible  intervention.  The 
prospects  today  are  that  (  arranza  will  be 
able  to  bring  order  into  Mexico,  and  if  he 
does,  the  crisis  has  passed.  With  Mexico 
in  order,  what  does  the  average  man  care 
how  it  got  there? 

It's  a  mighty  weak  issue  on  which  to  ask 
the  American  people  to  overturn  a  govern- 
ment to  which  they  are  so  much  indebted 
and  in  which  they  have  so  much  confidence. 

"Let  Carranza  establish  peace  in  Mexico," 
says  the  New  York  Evening  Post,  "and  we 
shall  forget  quickly  enough  the  painful  pre- 
liminaries. Let  our  difilculties  with  Mexico 
be  settled,  and  few  will  care  to  think  back 
whether  the  result  has  been  attained  by 
zigzag  or  by  flank  movements  or  by  frontal 
attack.     This  is  the  practical  side  of  it. 

"On  the  moral  side  of  the  issue  we  do  not. 
envy  the  anti-Wilson  orator  who  tries  to 
make  out  a  case  against  A  POLICY  DIC- 
TATED BY  A  SINCERE  REGARD  FOR 
THE  STRIVINGS  OF  THE  MEXICAN 
PEOPLE  TOWARD  A  FREER  GOV- 
ERNMENT, a  policy  which  will  have  at- 
tained its  object  without  reproducing  on 
this  continent  the  war  horrors  of  bleeding 
Europe." 

Between  crushing  the  aspirations  of  an 
oppressed  people  and  letting  them  work  out 
their  salvation.  President  Wilson  chose  the 
side  of  liberty  and  freedom. 

The  anti-Wilson  agitators  are  welcome 
indeed  to  make  the  most  they  can  out  of 
such  an  issue.

THE  POLICEMAN'S  PAY. 

Duluth  policemen  have  appealed  to  Com- 
missioner Silberstein  for  more  pay,  and  the 
commissioner  is  considering  the  matter, 
apparently  with  favorable  inclination.  He 
has  to  consider,  of  course,  not  only  what 
the  policemen  ought  to  get  but  what  the 
city  can  afford  to  pay.  The  city  hasn't 
much  leeway  in  its  finances  just  now. 

But  we  hope  that  somehow  the  city  gov- 
ernment will  be  able  to  squeeze  out  at  least 
a  small  advance  for  the  policemen. 

The  policeman's  job  is  pretty  important. 
We  should  be  in  a  pretty  pickle  without 
him.  To  have  him  about  is  mighty  com- 
fortable, no  matter  how  uncomfortable  bit- 
ter weather  may  be  making  him.  The  po- 
liceman's job,  too,  is  hard;  it  calls  for  qual- 
ities of  physical  strength  and  endurance, 
tact  land  judgment,  determinati<">n  and  cour- 
age, that  are  above  the  average.  It  isn't 
a  job  anybody  can  get  away  with.  It  isn't 
a  cheap  job.  Also,  Duluth  has  a  very  good 
police  force — better  than  it  is  paying  for. 

The  most  a  policeman  can  hope  to  earn 
now  is  eighty-five  dollars  a  month.  Most 
cities  pay  better.  He  starts,  of  course,  at 
a  lower  figure.  We  wish  the  city  could  af- 
ford to  make  that  ninety.  We  are  not  at 
all  afraid  that  any  policeman  will  suffer 
the  softening  influences  of  luxury  on  ninety 
dollars  a  month.

MILITARY  DISCIPLINE. 

Those  who  tell  us  that  we  ought  to  adopt 
the  "democratic"  institution  of  universal 
compulsory  military  service  say  that  aside 
from  its  value  in  preparing  the  American 
people  to  be  a  fighting  people  it  will  have 
great  social  value  iri  the  discipline  it  will 
inculcate. 

Fine!     Discipline  is  a  great  thing. 

There's  party  discipline — the  thing  that 
used  to  make  partisans  obey  orders 
and  vote  for  the  yellow  dog  on  the  ticket. 
We  had  quite  a  struggle  of  it,  but  we  finally 
got  away  from  that. 

Now  they  want  us  to  learn  military  dis- 
cipline. That's  a  fine  thing,  too — for  sol- 
diers. Too  much  of  it  in  citizens,  though, 
might  make  for  the  supineness  that  gives 
the  bosses  and  those  who  hire  them  too 
easy  a  job. 

And  there  is  such  a  thing  as  too  much 
discipline  for  soldiers,  too.  Europe  had  a 
fine  example  of  military  discipline  the  other 
day  when  a  squad  of  soldiers,  ordered  to 
stand  Edith  Cavell  up  against  a  wall  and 
shoot  her,  did  it.  Though  doubtless  in 
normal  life  they,  are  a  fine  lot  of  fellows 
who  wouldn't  intentionally  hurt  a  kitten, 
such  is  the  power  of  military  discipline 
that  when  told  to  murder  a  woman  for  an 
act  of  heroism  they  DID  IT. 

If  they  had  refused  they  would  have 
been  accoimted  bad  soldiers.  But  they 
would  have  been  MEN. 

Discipline  is  a  good  thing  that  we  can 
easily  get  too  much  of.

That  we,  American  citizens,  assem- 
bled at  Worcester,  do  not  desire  as  an 
organization  to  indorse  any  candidate 
for  governor,  but  we  believe  in  the  de- 
sirability of  unitedly  discussing  the 
question  of  the  gubernatorial  candi- 
dates. We  are,  however  firmly  opposed 
to  the  re-election  of  Woodrow  Wilson 
as  president   of  the  United  States. 

If  these  resolution  makers  are  "American 
citizens,"  why  are  they  proposing  to  act 
unitedly  as  "German-Americans'?  What 
place  has  "German-Americanism"  In  an 
American  state?  The  Worcester  sons  of 
Armlnius  are  either  Americans  or  Germans. 
Both  they  cannot  be.  Their  opposition  to 
Mr.  Wilson's  re-election  rests,  notoriously, 
on  no  question  of  domestic  policy.  Because 
the  attitude  of  his  administration  toward 
the  belligerent  nations  has  been  correct, 
neutral,  American  because  It  has  been  Amer. 
can.  not  German,  because  he  has  temperately 
but  steadily  maintained  the  rights  of  Ameri- 
cans on  the  high  seas  against  German  viola- 
tions of  international  law  and  German 
savagery,  these  aliens  at  heart,  whose 
American  citizenship  is  merely  formal,  and 
whose  real  loyalty  and  allegiance  are  given 
to  Germany,  honor  and  help  Mr.  Wilson  by 
their    opposition. 

To  these  hopeless  foreigners  the  warning 
and  the  rebuke  given  by  Mr.  Wilson  In  his 
famous  speech  at  Washington  Oct.  11,  may 
well    be    repeated: 

Every  political  action,  every  socisd 
action,  should  have  for  Its  object  in 
America  at  this  time,  to  challenge  the 
spirit  of  America;  to  ask  that  every  man 
and  woman  who  thinks  first  of  America 
should  rally  to  the  standards  of  our 
life.  There  hav6  been  some  among  us 
who  have  not  first  thought  of  America, 
who  have  sought  to  use  the  might  of 
America  in  some  matter  not  of  Ameri- 
ca's originative,  and  they  have  forgotten 
that  the  first  duty  of  a  nation  Is  to  ex- 
pres.s  its  principles  in  the  action  of  the 
family  of  nations,  and  not  to  seek  to  aid 
and  abet  any  rival  or  contrary  ideal. 
♦  *  •  I  look  forward  to  the  necessity 
in  every  political  agitation  in  the  years 
which  are  immediately  at  hand  of  call- 
ing upon  every  man  to  declare  himself, 
where  he  stands.  Is  it  America  first  or 
is    it    not? 

The  Germans  at  Worcester  are  for  Ger- 
many first.  They  are  "men  who  are  think- 
ing first  of  other  countries."  They  have 
chosen  to  make  themselves  the  objects  of 
suspicion  and  contempt  to  the  great  body  of 
Americana  of  whatever  birth  or  descent.  Pre- 
sumably they  will  never  dare  to  stand  up 
and  be  counted.  "Very  vocal,  but  not  very 
Influential,"  as  Mr.  Wilson  said  of  them.  If 
they  do  exert  any  influence,  it  will  not  be 
by  their  numbers,  but  by  the  disgust  which 
their  separatist  foreign  feeling  and  action 
stir  in  the  mighty  majority  that  is  for  Amer- 
ica  first,    last,   and   all    the   time.

They    have    had    drinking    foun- 
tains   installed,    rest    rooms    and     public 
comfort    stations    where    a    w^oman    from 
the   country  can   bring   her  children,   feed 
them    and    have    therti    cared    for    without 
expense    while    she    is    doing    her    shop- 
ping.      Public     band     stands     have     been 
established  in   the  parks   where   the  peo- 
ple   gather    to    visit    together    and    enjoy 
the  music  without  cost,    while  they  have 
assisted    mightily    In    reducing    municipal 
expenses    in    the    towns    throughout    the 
state." 
So    the    women    are    getting    credit    from 
their  opponents  for  doing  for  the  state  what 
the     men,     apparently,     did     not     have     time 
to  do: 

In  the  matter  of  good  roads  alone — due. 
perhaps,  to  their  orderly  method  and  prover- 
bial "cleanup"  program — the  state  is  greatly 
their  debtor:  they  have  been  public  bene- 
factors. 

They  certainly  have  given  practical  dem- 
onstration of  their  appreciation  of  whatever 
rights  have  been  granted  them. 


To    Preach    or    Sweep    Streets? 

Chicago  Herald:  The  Rev.  M.  H.  Day  of 
Rockford  in  a  report  to  the  Illinois  Baptists* 
convention  at  Aurora,  yesterday  declared 
that  the  average  pay  of  ministers  of  the  gos- 
pel  in  this  country  is  ^1.87  a  day.  He  con- 
trasted this  with  the  recent  finding  of  a 
New  York  municipal  authority  that  a  stre«?t 
sweeper  ought  not  to  be  paid  less  than  $2.69 
a   day. 

Presumably  Mr.  Da>''s  figures  are  correct. 
They  are  measurably  verified  by  some  given 
In  a  recent  Issue  of  the  Epworth  Herald  of 
the  averages  for  ten  conspicuous  denomina- 
tions of  Protestants.  Five  of  these  pay 
their  preachers  more  than  what  is  found  in 
New  York  to  be  a  "minimum  living  wage" 
for  street  sweepers.     The  other  five,  pay  less. 

Much  criticism  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
church  has  been  heard  of  late.  Most  of  It 
has  come  from  the  pews.  The  classic  answer 
to  complaints  of  underpay  is  that  of  "supply 
and  demand."  We  are  beginning  to  <iuest1on, 
however,  the  validity  of  a  lot  of  classic  an- 
swers to  social-economic  problems.  We  are 
beginning  to  appreciate  the  economic  waste- 
fulness   of    underpaying   labor. 

Might  It  not  be  a  good  idea  for  Christian 
laymen,  many  of  whom  are  zealous  against 
the  tendencies  of  the  Industrial  system  to 
pay  "starvation  wages."  to  look  from  the 
factory  to  the  sanctuary?  The  situation 
which  must  move  many  a  minister  to  reflect 
that  he  and  his  family  would  be  better  off 
if   he   were    a    street    sweeper  can    hardly    be 

termed    ethically    Justifiable.

England's  War  Manners

As  we  remember,  It  Is  in  Eugene  Sue's 
"Wandering  Jjew"  that  the  episode  Is  de- 
scribed of  tlie  ga.y  young  blades,  men  and 
women  of  »rl8.  who.  In  the  face  of  the 
great  jjlagu^that  was  striking  down  Its 
thousands  daily,  repaired  to  a  nearby  coun- 
try resort  and  gave  themselves  over  to  a 
carnival  of  vice,  voluptuousness  and  pleas- 
ure, flaunting  fat-9  itself  In  the  face,  in  the 
spirit  of  "Bat,  drink  and  be  merry,  for  to- 
morrow  ye  die." 

It  cannot  be  this  spirit  that  has  all  at 
once  como  over  staid  old  England  and  sud- 
denly transformed  the  sober  manners  of 
that  people  Into  the  reckless  gayety  ajid 
frivolity  that  hitherto  has  been  considered 
as  the  distinguishing  mark  of  the  French 
people,  who  have  now,  by  all  accounts,  as 
suddenly  and  completely  been  transformed 
by  the  war  Into  the  soberness  formerly  char, 
acteristlc  of  their  Island  allies.  And  yet. 
what  are  we  to  believe  of  the  report  that 
England  Is  at  this  critical  moment  in  her 
own  and  the  world's  fortunes  kicking  up  her 
heels  and  astounding  Europe  with  her  spirit 
of  gayety? 

"London,  with  its  riotous  gayety  and  ex- 
travagant outpouring  of  wealth"  at  this  time 
"is  one  of  the  greatest  wonders  of  Europe's 
titanic  upheaval,"  In  the  opinion  of  French 
statesmen,  editors  and  others  who  have  re- 
cently visited  England,  according  to  the 
Paris  correspondence  of  the  Cincinnati  En- 
quirer. 

"They  will  not  lend  their  names  to  any 
criticism  of  an  ally  who  is  spending  nearly 
$20,000,000  daily  on  the  war,  putting  into  the 
field  an  army  of  8,000,000  men  and  keeping 
the  seas  with  a  navy  alongside  which  the 
Spanish  armada  was  a  mere  squadron,"  the 
Enquirer's  correspondent  says.  But  private- 
ly, it  is  stated,  they  deplore  the  se&ming 
failure  of  London'.-!  teeming  millions  to  grasp 
the  tremendous  gravity  of  the  situation. 
England  has  "suddenly  let  go"  all  her  sober 
restraint,  and  "abandoned  herself  to  a  levity 
and  cocksuredness"  well-nigh  unbelievable. 
"Khaki  Is  King  everywhere  you  go,  but  while 
it  clothes  troops  with  heroism"  in  the  field, 
"it  also  serves  ae  a  cloak  for  the  gayeties 
and  idleness  of  a  hitherto  unknown  racy  type 
of  youth.  London  teems  with  these  trlflers, 
who  seem  never  for  a  moment  to  have  bent 
themselves  to  the  grim  task  of  preparing  to 
beat  the  Germans.  •  •  •  The  trim,  clean- 
shaven young  officers  of  the  Royal  Naval 
Air  Service  appear  to  use  the  huge  and 
sumptuous  automobile  with  whicli  the  gov- 
ernment provides  them  largely  for  joy  riding 
with  actress  friends.  Such  scenes  as  these 
alone  would  provoke  a  riot  in  Paris."  Drunk- 
enness, it  is  stated,  permeates  the  army  and 
navy  service,  when  the  men  are  on  furlough. 
"But  It  Is  the  high  life  at  the  big  London 
hotels  that  surprises  the  Frenchmen.  Eng- 
land has  lost  400, 00»  soldiers,  either  killed 
or  seriously  wounded,  and  the  guns  are 
roaring  unceasingly  only  three  hours'  jour- 
ney distant,  in  Flanders,  but  London,  with 
its  full-deck  theater,  programs  and  nightly 
balls,  never  glvo  a  hint  of  these  tragic 
things.     •••••••••* 

"In  the  vast  Restaurant  of  a  certain  hotel, 
where  a  thousand  rooms  are  all  occupied, 
your  eyes  maet  the  dazzling  light  of  many 
candelabra,  the  luxurious  silverware,  the 
snowy  napery  and  fifty  maitres  d'hotel  hov- 
ering around"  innumerable  small  tables  occu- 
pied by  suprem^'ly  elegant  diners. 
•  "There  Isn't  a  stain  anywhere,  everywhere 
evening  dress  and  women's  toilets  of  un- 
imaginable gorgeousness  —  necklaces,  dia- 
monds, aigrettes,  the  costliest  silks,  the 
finest  lace,  the  most  sparkling  diadems 
crowning  the  most  elaborate  coiffures.  And 
all  the  time  the  air  is  filled  with  the  vel- 
vety notes  of  violins.  Paris  expelled  all  her 
Tziganes,    but    London    retains    them. 

"How  can  such  a  sight  fail  to  overcome, 
even  shock,  a  Frenchman  who  has  just  come 
from  peaceful,  respectable,  chaste  Paris, 
where,  as  soon  as  night  falls,  all  shutters 
are  closed  and  a  pure  silence  hroods  over 
alir' 

W^hat  the  meting  of  this  transformation 
may  be  and  .jshat  it  all  may  portend  we  can 
only  speculate,  but  possibly  the  ebullition  is 
owing  in  some  measure  to  the  sudden  flurry 
of  prosptrity  in  a  few  quarters  that  has 
caused  the  curse  of  speculative  gambling  in 
Wall   street. 

"Those  who  arf  getting  the  war  profits," 
w^e   are   told,   "are  spending   them   royally. 

"You  feel  that  the  great  city  has  its  pock- 
ets bulging  with  notes  and  gold.'  Never  were 
so  many  luxurious  automobiles  seen  on  the 
streets,  so  many  fasliionable  women  about. 
Oxford  and  Regent  street  cry  aloud  with 
pride  that  the  wealth  of  England  is  un- 
shaken, that  the  'cursed  German'  has  scarce- 
Iv   jolted   her." 

England  will  have  to  pay  dearly  for  this 
insane,  untimely  extravagance  in  the  end. 
Let  us  hope  she  will  have  to  pay  for  it  only 
in  the  increased  burdens  that  will  («U  on  her 
taxpayers    in.    the    future. 


Mr.  Wilson  to  the  People 

Springfield  Republican:  Accusations  are 
already  being  he«rd  to  the  effect  that  Pres- 
ident Wilson  is  moved  by  purely  political 
consideratione,  to  wit,  a  crafty  desire  for 
re-election,  or  an  absurd  purpose  to  cover 
up  a  deficit  by  enlarged  expenditures,  in 
placing  Iwfore  the  country  and  congress  an 
admlnistralloii  plan  for  army  and  navy  In- 
crease. 

The  situation  again  illustrates  the  fact 
that  whatever  a  president  does,  he  draws 
the  bursting  shrapnel  in  his  direction.  E\-- 
eryone  knows  the  character  of  Mr.  Roose- 
velt's recent  criticism  of  Mr.  Wilson  on  the 
preparedness  issu<!,  and  no  one  need  be  told 
what  Mr.  Roosevelt  would  say  if  the  presi- 
dent were  to  be  gTilded  solely  by  pacifist 
advice.  But  the  moment  the  president  takes 
a  definite  position,  however  moderate,  in  fa- 
vor of  a  stronger  national  defense,  the  bat- 
teries on  the  other  side  promptly  open  up. 
He  Is  sure  to  be  under  fire  coming  or  going, 
or  standing  sttll. 

The  president's  speech  at  the  Manhattan 
club  celebration  In  New  York  city  will  very 
appropriately  be  devoted  to  this  subject. 
One  hopea  tjiat  he  will  frankly  take  the 
country  into  his  confidence  and  explain  why 
a  man  of  peace  like  himself  has  been  most 
reluctantly  brought  to  believe  that  the 
United  States  needs  stronger  military  forces. 
His  position  the  past  year  or  more  has  giv- 
en him  an  exceptional  opportunity  to  Judge 
of  the  country's  real  military  requirements 
in  the  light  of  international  rivalries  and 
the  prospects  of  world  peace  in  future  years. 
Mr.  Wilson"*  metoorsble  experience  in  Eu- 
ropean diplomacy  already  surpasses  that  of 
any  living  AmerUian;  certainly,  he  has  been 
brought  very  close  to  the  realities  of  Amer- 
ica's relations  with  the  most  aggressive  for- 
eign powers  and  his  penetrating  judgment 
concerning  the  situation  has  probably  en- 
abled him  to  reach  some  definite  conclusions. 

A  statement  by  the  man  who  has  been  at 
the  head  of  this  -lountry  during  a  year  and 
a  quarter  of  world  war  should  command  re- 
apecL  He  will  please  extremists  nowhere — 
that  is  certain.  Can  he  formulate  and  put 
through  a  program  that  the  mass  of  people 
of  moderate  vUws  will  indorse?  The  test 
will  be  most  important.

QUOTA  SYSTEM  FOR 
RAISING  TROOPS 

Formerly  Used  in  England 

and  Now  Favored  By 

Kitchener. 

(CorrecpondMM  of  the  AMOciatcd  PreM.) 
London,  Oct.  15. — The  quota  system 
which  Lord  Kitchener  is  said  to  ad- 
vocate as  a  compromise  between  the 
present  voluntary  enlistment  system 
and  conscription  is  a  historic  method 
of  raising  troops,  for  it  existed  in 
England  from  Saxon  times  down  to 
the  year  of  1832.  It  is  now  merely 
suspended,    not    dead. 

By  the  quota  system.  Great  Britain 
would  be  divided  Into  military  dis- 
tricts, each  of  which  Is  required  to 
send  its  quota  of  a  required  number 
of  recruits.  It  is  a  form  of  compul- 
sion, but  a  democratic  form  that  stood 
the  test  of  eight  centuries.  Its  spe- 
cial merits  are  its  appeal  to  local 
patriotism  and  Its  civil  control.  Each 
locality  has  the  power  to  enforce  en- 
listment If  other  means  fall,  but  a 
large  number  of  additional  voluntary 
recruits  will  be  found  just  because 
the  affair  Is  managed  by  the  civil 
authorities  and  the  appeal  Is  more 
personal  and  less  emotional  th-an  by 
the  military  recruiting  with  their 
bands   and   speech-making  actors. 

There  are  many  statutes  on  the 
English  books  relating  to  the  quota 
system,  which  can  be  enforced  at  any 
time  by  an  order  of  the  privy  council 
with  the  approval  of  parliament. 
Some  changes  wert-  made  from  the 
old  methods  in  1757  when  the  various 
counties  were  Instructed  to  propor- 
tion their  quota  among  the  various 
parishes  where  men,  in  case  of  neces- 
sity, were  to  be  chosen  by  ballot.  This 
law  placed  the  age  of  service  from  18 
to  30  years,  exempting  all  men  with 
more  than  one  child  bom  in  wedlock. 
Forc^es  for  the  Napoleonic  wars  were 
thus  raised.  In  1832  the  old  militia 
passed  .^from  the  control  of  the 
counties  to  the  war  office,  and  the 
system  of  district  selection  was  al- 
lowed  to  lapse. 

'TRl.AL  MARRfAGES"ARE 
BECOMING  POPULAR 

Chicago.  Oct.  29.— Trial  marriages, 
not  only  have  become  actual  facts  in 
Chicago  under  the  Illinois  divorce  law, 
but  they  are  decidedly  popular,  accord- 
ing to  the  conclusion  of  Victor  Arnold 
judge  of  the  circuit  court,  after  a  six- 
day   assignment    to    a   divorce   court. 

The  state  supreme  court  has  held 
that  marriages  contracted  In  other 
states  by  divorced  persons  within  one 
year  after  gaining  a  decree  in  Illinois 
are  not  legal  in  this  state. 

"These  trial  marriages  are  taking 
place  every  day  beyond  question,"  says 
.Tudge  Arnold.  "It  is  a  point  that  un- 
der this  system,  persons  may  marry 
often  as  they  wish,  try  it  a  while,  and 
if  not  satisfied,  gain  a  divorce  on  the 
plea  that  the  marriage  took  place 
within    the   prohibited    period.

Dealers    Now  Drawing  en 

Storage  Eggs  to  Meet 

Demand. 


Butter  Firm  With  Good  In- 
quiry  for    Export 
Reported. 


Duluth  consumers  are  facing  an  egg 
famine.  Dealers  saj'  that  hens  appear 
to  have  gone  on  strike  all  at  once,  with 
the  result  that  supplies  of  newly-laid 
eggs  are  becoming  a  scarce  commodity. 

Quotations  in  fresh  eggs  are  conse- 
quently up  4  cents  today  to  38®  40 
cents  a  dozen.  Storage  eggs  are  now 
going  out  In  quantities  to  meet  the  de- 
ficiency and  they  are  selling  at  around 
26  cents.  t>oultry  experts,  however, 
throw  out  a  ray  of  hope  In  the  Btate- 
ment  that  as  soon  as  hens  are  over  the 
moulting  season  an  Improvement  in 
egg  receipts  may  be  expected,  provided 
the  weather  does  not  turn  unduly  cold 
in  the  Interval. 

Batter    Prices    Firm. 

The  butter  market  is  ateadj'  today  at 
the  same  figures  as  a  week  ago,  28® 
30  cents  a  pound  for  the  best  creamery. 
"Consumers  need  not  look  for  lower 
price*  In  butter  this  fall.  In  the 
natural  course  of  things,  the  tendency 
will  be  upward,  a^d  quotations  are  as 
low  as  they  will -^,^^1^ up  till  the  time  the 
new  season  begfiwi'  next  spring,"  said 
an  official  of  the  Bridgeman- Russell 
company  today. 

The  butter  situation  in  New  York 
and  through  the  East  generally  is  be- 
coming firmer  as  a  result  of  heavy  con- 
sumption and  the  gradual  falling  off  In 
production.  Further  export  inquiry  is 
being  received,  an4  it  is  regarded  as 
certain  that  it  will  be  in  sufficient  vol- 
ume to  clean  up  the  liberal  butter 
stocks  being  carried  in  the  Associated 
warehouses.  Butter  production  In  Du- 
luth territory  is  being  remarkably 
well  maintained  for  the  season,  attest- 
ing the  remarkable  development  that  is 
taking  place  in  the  dairying  Industry 
throughout  Northern  Minnesota. 
Heavy    Apple    Sides. 

Dealers  aver  that  the  movement  of 
apples  duiing  the  past  week  was  the 
heaviest  In  the  history  of  the  trade 
apart  from  "Apple  week"  a  year  ago, 
when  special  selling  efforts  were 
made.  Quotations  are  only  slightly 
above  the  basis  prevailing  last  fall, 
and  consumers  are  taking  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  to  make  their  pick 
from  the  first  New  York  state  ar- 
rivals. The  following  varieties  are 
included  in  the  supplies  now  on  the 
market — Baldwin,  Greenings,  Kings, 
Wine  Saps,  Wagners,  Tolman  Sweeis, 
Pippins,  .Spies,  Jonathans,  Ben  Davis 
and    Russets. 

The  situation  in  Western  box  apples 
is  said  to  be  satisfactory  in  so  far  as 
quality  is  concerned,  but  prices  are 
much   higher  than   the   barrel   fruit. 

Grapefruit  is  easier,  and  as  receipts 
are  increasing,  a  marked  decline  is 
expected  shortly.  In  grapes,  the  sea- 
son in  Concords  will  probably  be  at 
an  end  next  week,  but  wine  grapes 
are  now  offering.  The  new  season's 
California  graphs  are  expected  to  be 
on  hand  in  time  for  the  Thanksgiving 
trade. 

CJreea   Vrgretables    Scarce. 

(ireen  vegetables  quotations  are 
generally  higher  on  account  of  sup- 
plies being  hothouse  grown.  Heavy 
vegetables  figures  are  practically  un- 
changed from  last  week  with  the  ex- 
ception that  cabbage  is  cheaper,  of- 
fering down  to  $10  a  ton.  Dealers  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  market  is  now 
at  the  bottom,  and  that  quotations 
will  be  gradually  advanced  with  the 
incoming  of  cold  weather. 

Potatoes  are  slill  cheap  with  the 
best  Minnesota  stock  quoted  at  52 
cents  a  bushel.  The  quality  of  the 
present  stock  now  coming  to  the  mar- 
ket is  uniformly  good,  showing  a  vast 
improvement  upon  the  earlier  arrivals. 
It  Is  thought  that  potato  supplies  in 
the  Northwest  will  be  heavier  than 
had    been    originally    estimated.

DENMARK  SERWUS 


Government  Taking  Steps 

to  Mine  More  Coal  in 

Greenland. 

(Correspondence  o1  the  Assoeiated  Prets.) 
Copenhagen,  Oct.  10. — The  Danish 
government  is  taking  steps  to  mine 
coal  in  Greenland  more  Intensively. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult now  to  buy  English  coal  in  Den- 
mark. The  coflj  famine,  in  fact,  Is  so 
serious  here  that  the  government  is 
planning  to  relieve  the  situation  in  part 
by  cutting  wood  from  the  government 
forests.  Steps  are  also  being  taken  to 
increase  the  production  of  peat. 

CoaJ  has  heretofore  been  mined  in 
Greenland  only  in  an  experim.ental 
way,  but  the  deposits  there,  ii  the 
opinion  of  experts,  are  very  extensive. 
The  heating  qualities  of  Greenland 
coal,  however,  are  not  regarded  as 
equal   to  the  English  variety. 

The  government  is  also  taking  a  new 
interest  in  the  copper  mines  of  this  far 
northern  colony,  thinking  that  the 
mines  are  capable  of  more  extensive 
development,  which  would  be  profitable 
at  the  present  time. 


NEW  DEVELOPMENT 
OF  FRENCH  CHARITY 


Railway  Trains  Are  Being 

Equipped  for  Hospital 

Service. 

(CorretpondenM  of  the  Associated  Pr«u.) 
Paris,  Oct.  15.  —  Equipping  railway 
trains  for  hospital  service  is  a  new 
development  of  charity  in  France  in 
which  Americans  are  taking  an  -actH-e 
part.  During  the  recent  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  entire  hospital  service,  the 
need  for  properly  arranged  trains  to 
transport  the  wounded  from  the  front 
to  the  hospitals  located  throughout 
France  became  evident. 

The  first  step  In  improving  the  serv- 
ice was  the  addition  to  each  train  of  a 
car  equipped  with  an  operating  table 
and  surgical  supplies  so  that  wounded 
soldiers  might  be  treated  during  the 
journey  from  tho  front  to  the  perma- 
nent hospital  perhaps  hundreds  of  miles 
away.  One  of  the  first  cars  so  at- 
tached to  a  train  was  a  freight  car 
rebuilt  at  the  expense  of  Mrs.  Wash- 
ington Loop.  She  contributed  the 
money  to  Commandant  F.  Loiseleur,  in 
charge  of  the  temporary  hospitals  at 
each  of  the  railway  stations  of  Paris 
and  of  the  construction  yards  of  the 
state  railway,  and  then  requested 
otliers  of  her  friends  to  provide  money 
for   the  same  purpose. 

To  date  a  number  of  Americans  have 
helped,  one  car  having  been  fitted  up 
by  uioney  sent  from  Hawaii  through 
Dr.  James  R.  Judd  *nd  friends

BIG  CHANGES 
IN  FOOTBALL 



Exclusiveness   in  Prowess 

By  Big  Colleges  Is  Thing 

of  Past. 


Big    One-Sided   Scores   in 

"Practice"  Games  No 

Longer  Rule. 


New  York,  Oct.  29. — The  present  foot- 
ball season  offers  a  remarkable  ex- 
ample of  the  all-round  improvement 
made  by  the  average  college  eleverilln 
playing  .strength  and  gridiron  strategy. 
A  decad-  ago  it  was  an  extraordinary 
event  when  the  minor  varsity  team 
scored  upon  its  big  university  rival. 
Today  the  eleven  which  can  show  a 
clean  slate  at  the  season's  half-way 
mark  Is  a  rarity.  The  radical  changes 
made  In  th*^  rules  during  the  la.«t  few 
years    is    respon.sible,    to    some    extent, 


for  this  incrfease  in  scoring  power,  but 
;  the  fact  remains  that  the  smaller  col- 
[  lege  combination  is  no  longer  unfa- 
I  miliar  with  the  full  possibilities  of 
[  football. 

I  In  a  list  of  more  than  one  hundred 
1  Institutions,  less  than  a  dozen  have 
:  gone  through  the  season  to  date  with- 
out being  scored  upon  and  when  this 
number  is  restricted  to  tho.se  colleges 
which  year  in  and  year  out  make  a 
nigh  class  and  consistent  football 
showing,  the  number  can  be  counted 
upon  the  fingers  of  one  hand.  In  the 
Ea.st  and  Middle  West  all  but  three 
have  met  opponents  capable  of  crossing 
their  goal  line  or  goal  bar.  The  se- 
lect trio  with  clean  slates  is  composed 
of  Vanderbilt.  Colgate  and  Washington 
and  Lee.  Wisconsin  and  Syracuse  have 
escaped  with  but  one  field  goal  regis- 
tered against  them,  but  the  others  are 
far  from  being  so  fortunate. 

Among  the  elevens  which  have  tasted 
the  bitterness  of  defeat  are  Yale,  Har- 
vard, Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Dart- 
mouth, Virginia.  Army,  Navy,  Brown. 
Syracuse  and  TUitgers. 

I'nknownit  Sprlns  ITp. 
A  peculiar  angle  of  the  situation  is 
that  the  group  of  undefeated  teams  in- 
cludes many  representing  colleges 
which  were  seldom  heard  from  In  the 
football  of  a  few  years  ago.  Among 
these  same  teams  will  be  found  the 
conquerors  of  the  big  varsity  elevens 
which  until  recently  ran  rough-shod 
over  rhe  little  fellows  in  the  so-called 
practice  games,  preliminary  to  the 
championship  contests. 

A  careful  study  of  the  records  of  ten 
ycai-s  ago  will  show  that  at  this  period 
of  the  season  the  leading  university 
teams  of  the  East  and  Middle  West 
were,  as  a  mle,  unscored  upon  and  had 
•run  up  totals  that  ranged  all  the  way 
from  100  to  200  points.  At  the  mid- 
season  mark  of  1905  Pennsylvania  and 
Cornell  were  the  only  big  elevens 
which  had  been  scored  upon.  Five 
years  later  the  progress  of  the  minor 
college  team  was  shown  by  occasional 
scoring  against  their  big  rivals,  with  a 
rare  defeat  as  a  promise  of  greater  re- 
versals to  come. 

While  the  gridiron  leaders  are  still 
to  be  found  among  those  colleges  which 
have  been  making  football  history  for 
many  years,  their  margin  of  superiority 
is  being  cut  down  each  season.  The 
top  point  scores  are  no  longer  restrict- 
ed to  a  few  big  Eastern  and  Western 
universities  as  was  the  case  five  or  ten 
years  ago.  Vanderbilt  leads  today  with 
Wisconsin  and  Colgate  close  at  the 
heels  of  the  Southerners,  while  Har- 
vard. Yale,  Princeton,  Pennsylvania 
Army,  Navy.  Chicago  and  other  Institu- 
tions with  long  and  famous  gridiron 
histories  are  under  or  Just  over  the 
hundrod-polnt  mark.

BANKER  THANKS  JUDGE 
WHO  SENTENCED  HIM 

Former  Osseo  Cashier  Says 

He  Alone  Was  to  Blame 

for  Trouble. 

Minneapolis.  Minn.,  Oct.  29, — Joseph 
B.  Thompson,  former  cashier  of  the 
Osseo  State  bank,  yesterday  sent  the 
following  letter  to  District  Judge  John 
H.  Steele,  after  being  sentenced  to 
prisonfor  a  term  of  thirty  years: 

"Honorable  Judge  Steele:  When  you 
pronounced  sentence  upon  me  today 
and  gave  me  a  chance  to  say  a  few 
words,  I  wanted  to  thank  you  for  the 
kind  consideration  with  which  you 
treated  me,  but  I  could  not  control 
myself  and  talk,  so  I  wish  to  do  so 
now,  and  assure  you  that  I  appreciate 
your  great  kindness  at  such  a  time.  I 
am  going  to  Stillwater  because  I  am 
guilty  and  must  pay  the  penalty  I 
can  offer  no  excuses,  nor  blame  any- 
one but  myself  for  my  crimes;  but  I 
would  say  that  from  the  beginning  1 
had  no  criminal  intent,  but  the  perfidy 
of  circumstances  and  my  own  weak- 
ness caused  my  downfall.  I  realize  flrst 
that  your  duty  wa«  hard,  the  enormity 
of  my  crimes,  the  shame  and  disgrace 
I  have  brought  upon  myself  and  .ulso 
upon  those  who  are  innocent,'  who  must 
suffer  for  me,  and,  lastly,  the  wrong 
done  to  those  who  trusted  me.  Only 
by  the  future.  Judge,  can  J  hope  to 
prove  that  I  can  and  will  live  clean, 
in  or  out  of  prison,  and  endeavor  to 
right  the  wrongs  I  have  done.  Again 
thanking  you  for  your  kindness  to  me, 
I  am,  ever  hoping  to  redeem  myself, 
"JOSEPH    B.    THOMPSON." 

When  Judge  Steele  asked  him  yester- 
day if  he  had  anything  to  say  before 
sentence  was  imposed,  Thompson  was 
laboring  under  a  severe  strain,  and  he 
merely  shook  his  head.  His  attorney 
spoke  for  him. 

The  first  thing  he  did  was  to  ask  for 
paper  that  he  might  write  to  the  court. 
He  said  he  wished  to  say  something 
orally,  but  couldn't,  and  decided  to 
write  It. 

"I  think  it  is  a  remarkable  letter," 
said  Judge  Steele.  "It  is  unusual  for  a 
man  who  faces  so  long  a  sentence  to 
bear  no  malice  and  to  think  kindly  of 
the  man  who  had  to  Impose  the  sen- 
tence. His  letter  has  done  much  to  re- 
lieve me.  Thompson  is  one  of  the  few 
who  see  things  in  the  right  light.  He 
has  a  good  chance  yet."

First  Batch  of  Sailors  Ask 

Able  Seamen's  Tickets 

at  Dulutti. 


Physical  Examination  Stiff; 
Mixup  Regarding  Vac- 
cination Clause. 


Duluth  seems  to  be  a  little  behind 
other  ports  so  far  as  applications  of 
sailors  for  able  seamen  certificates  la 
concerned,  for  the  first  batch  of  men 
to  apply  to  the  local  steamboat  in- 
spectors for  examination  reported  to- 
day. In  some  other  ports  there  have 
been   applications   filed   for  some    time. 

In  some  ports  there  seems  to  be  a 
misunderstanding  of  the  vaccination 
clause  in  the  new  seamen's  act.  which 
goes  into  effect  next  Thursday.  A 
telegram  from  Milwaukee  says  that 
many  bailors  have  been  turned  away 
there  because  they  were  unable  to 
show  that  they  had  been  vaccinated 
within  the  last  five  years,  and  are 
loath  to  be  vaccinated  because  they 
fear  sore  arms  will  interfere  with  their 
work.  On  the  other  hand,  in  a  state- 
ment sent  out  by  William  Livingstone, 
president  of  the  L.ake  Carriers'  asso- 
siation,  regarding  the  examination  of 
sailors,  it  Is  asserted  that  the  vaccina, 
tion  clause  is  not  compulsory. 
Rlsld   Physical    Te«tM. 

It  Is  claimed  that  the  physical  ex- 
amination that  applicants  for  able  sea- 
men's certificates  iiave  to  undergo  as 
part  of  the  qualification,  is  about  as 
rigid  as  that  demanded  by  the  United 
States  army  and  navy  or  by  an  in- 
surance company;  and  many  sailors. 
It  ia  annaunced  from  various  ports,  are 
planning  to  ship  as  firemen  In  order 
to  escape  the  examination. 

The  statement  issued  by  President 
Livingstone  of  the  Lake  (Jarrlers*  as- 
sociation elucidates  the  matter  of  ex- 
amination to  a  large  extent.  In  It  Mr. 
Livingstone  says; 

"Sailors  who  have  served  eighteen 
months  on  deck  at  sea  or  on  the  Great 
Lakes  do  not  have  to  stand  examina- 
tion for  seamanship  before  local  In- 
spectors. By  making  affidavit  that 
they  have  served  eighteen  months  on 
deck  at  sea  or  on  the  Great  Lakes  and 
standing  the  medical  examination,  they 
can  get  able  seamen's  certificates  on 
personal  application  to  the  local  in- 
spectors." 

To  Veasel   MsMters. 

To  vessel  masters,  the  statement 
says: 

"The  law  requires  that  after  Nov.  4, 
40  per  cent  or  your  deck  crew,  ex- 
clusive of  licensed  officers,  shall  hold 
these  certificates.  Commencing  imme- 
diately, do  everything  you  possibly  can 
to  get  a  sufficient  number  of  your 
men  certificated,  detailing,  if  neces- 
sary, when  in  port,  one  of  your  of- 
ficers to  take  the  men  to  the  local 
inspectors.  This  company  will  stand 
any  necessary  expense  to  certificate 
your  men.  Applications  will  be  fur- 
nished by  our  agents  and  Lake  Car- 
riers'   commissioners. 

"The  vaccination  clause  in  the  medi- 
cal "examination  is  not  compulsory." 


Chicago,  Oct.  29. — Examinations  for 
the  rating  of  able  seaman  have  been 
started  under  the  provisions  of  the 
new  Federal  seaman's  act.  which  be- 
comes effective  Nov,  4.  Tne  examina- 
tion for  the  Chicago  seamen  on  the 
Great  Lakes  continued  today  under  the 
supervision  of  Federal  Inspectors  G. 
E.  Atkinson  and  William  Nichols. 

Under  the  law  a  rating  of  able  sea- 
man on  the  lakes  is  given  If  the  ap- 
plicant can  prove  eighteen  months 
deck  experience,  is  19  years  of  age  or 
older  and  can  pass  the  physical  test.

SHIP  OBIJEfcED 

Another  12,000-Ton  Steam- 
er Will  Be  Launched 
Next  Year. 

Four  12.000-ton  ships  will  b«  added 
to  the  lake  fleet  next  summer.  The 
fourth  ship  of  this  size  has  just  been 
ordered  from  the  American  Shipbuild- 
ing company  by  the  Franklin  Steam- 
ship company  of  which  H.  K.  Oafces 
is    manager. 

The  ship  will  take  the  place  of  the 
wrecked  steamer  Western  Star,  which 
was  owned  by  another  company  man- 
aged by  Mr.  Oakes,  but  which  was 
closely  associated  with  the  Franklin 
bteamshlp  company.  The  shipbuilding 
company  will  build  the  ship  at  Lorain, 
and  will  deliver  her  Aug.  1.  Two  other 
like  ships  are  being  built  at  Lorain — 
one  for  the  Pittsburg  Steamship  com- 
pany and  one  for  the  Interlake  Steam- 
ship company.  The  fourth  ship  of  the 
same  type  and  size  building  at  lake 
yards  is  under  way  at  Ecorse  for  the 
Pittsburgh  Steamship  company. 

Isherwood  construction  prevails  In 
all  four  vessels,  which  will  be  (00 
feet  over  all,  680  feet  keel,  «0  foet 
beam  and  82  feet  deep.  They  all  will 
have  9-foot  hatches  spaced  to  12-foot 
centers.  The  order  just  placed  calls 
for    about    9440,000 

The  larger  channels  at  the  Sault 
make  it  practical  to  operate  vessols 
of  such  beam,  and  with  constant  im- 
provements in  channels  it  is  doubtful 
whether  the  maximum  size  has  been 
reached.  It  is  not  considered  practical 
to  build  ships  longer  because  of  the 
extra  cost  and  small  gain  in  carrying 
capacity.  The  60-foot  beam  boat  has 
the  Indorsement  of  docks,  but  wider 
ships  are  not  favored.  The  chann<ila 
at  present  limit  the  depth  to  about  32 
feet.  It  was  thought  several  yea.rs 
ago  that  the  6,000-ton  ship  was  the 
largest  the  lakes  would  ever  see.  The 
same  was  true  of  the  10.000-ton  ship, 
but  the  rapid  changes  have  left  it  an 
open  question  as  t©  how  long  it  will  be 
before  an  even  larger  ship  'w^ill  have 
popular  approval.  .,

They  have  noth- 
ing to  fear  in  the  examination  foi*  serv- 
ice as  affidavits  of  service  will  suf- 
fice for  that,  but  the  physical  exam- 
ination includes  as  many  tests  and  Is 
just  as  searching  as  that  required  by 
insurance  companies  of  applicants  for 
examination  in  any  one  of  a  dozen  dif- 
ferent points  will  bar  men  from  cer- 
tificates.

East  End  Women  Want  Fire 

Escapes  on  Endion 

Building. 

Building  Inspector  Says  He 

Has  Repeatedly  Urged 

Improvement. 


Aroused  by  the  ftre  In  a  parochial 
school  at  Peabody,  Mass.,  which 
caused  the  death  of  twenty  children 
yesterday  morning,  East  end  women 
today  began  the  circulation  of  a  peti- 
tion requesting  the  school  board  to 
erect  suitable  fire  escapes  on  the  En- 
dion school  building,  which  has  been 
declared  by  Building  Inspector  Kiel- 
ley  to   be  a  firetrap. 

Information  to  this  effect  was  given 
Inspector  Kielley  this  morning  by 
several  of  the  women,  who  appealed 
to  him  for  Immediate  action  on  the 
erection  of  fire  escapes.  When  told 
by  him  that  the  school  board  has 
evaded  the  issue,  the  women  deciwred 
that  they  will  start  a  petition  im- 
mediately and  present  It  to  the  board 
of   education   at    Its   next   meeting. 

According  to  Inspector  Kielley,  the 
Endion  school  building  Is  built  on  a 
hillside  and  as  a  result  the  rear  of 
the  structure  is  only  two  stories  high. 
The  ordinance  calls  for  a  fire  escape 
on  buildings  three  stories  high,  so 
that  the  inspector  has  been  unable  to 
enforce  the  measure  in  connection 
with  the   East  end  school  building. 

"The  building  is  one  of  the  worst 
fir-etraps  In  the  city,"  Inspector  Kiel- 
ley  declared  this  morning,  "and  I 
hope  that  the  women  are  successful 
with  their  petition.  There  is  only 
one  stairway  In  the  structure  and  that 
is  In  the  center,  so  that,  if  a  fire  ever 
starts,  the  flames  will  naturally  ex- 
tend to  the  stairway  and  cut  off  all 
possible  chance  of  escape.  There  are 
460  children  In  the  school  and  I  hope 
that  a  fire  never  starts  while  school 
Is  In  session.  I  have  taken  this  mat- 
ter up  several  times,  but  have  always 
been    turned    down." 

Most  of  the  Interior  of  the  Endion 
school  is  of  wood,  so  that  there  is  lit- 
tle. If  any.  flrepfoof  protection.  Fire 
escapes,  it  is  pointed  out,  are  needed 
either  at  the  rear  or  on  both  sides  of 
the   building.

American  Shipbuilding  Com- 
pany Gets  Contract  for 
Two  Boats. 

The  American  Shipbuilding  company 
has  closed  a  contract  for  two  full 
Welland  canal  size  ships  for  Norwe- 
gian account  to  be  built  for  delivery 
next  June.  Negotiations  are  pending 
for  more  ships  of  the  same  type.  The 
vessels  will  be  fully  equipped  for  salt 
water  service  and  will  be  built  to  class 
100  A-1  in  British  Lloyd's.  They  will 
cost  about  $226,000  each. 

This    Is    the    first    time    that    a    ship 

has    ever   been    built    on    the   lakes    for 

foreign      account.

With  the  business  pending  there  Is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  lake 
shipyards  will  be  rushed  with  work 
that  will  take  care  of  all  their  build- 
ing facilities  not  only  this  winter 
but  well  Into  next  summer.  The 
prices  being  obtained  for  new  boats 
are  much  higher  than  formerly,  due 
partly  to  the  high  cost  of  ship  mate- 
rial and  partly  to  the  disposition  of 
the  shipyards  to  name  prices  at 
which  they  can  make  a  profit.  For  a 
number  of  years  the  lake  yards  built 
ships  without  showing  any  profit  ex- 
cept that  resulting  from  maintaining 
a    permanent   organization.

High  grade  60-foot  building  lots  are 
to  be  put  on  the  market  at  Lakeside 
this  w<iek.  Realty  men  aim  to  make 
Duluth   a  city   of   "homesteaders." 

One  of  the  distinguLshing  features 
marking  the  stability  and  'permanency 
of  any  city,  realty  men  declare.  Is 
the  extent  to  which  the  residents 
within  that  city  have  become  owners 
of  their  own  homes.  For  many  years, 
thousands  of  Duluth  citizens  spent  a

BIG  GHEMICALWORKS 
MYSTERIOUSLY  BURNS 

Second  Disastrous  Fire  in 

W.  F.  Jobbins  Plant  at 

Aurora,  III. 

Aurora,  111.,  Oct.  80.— The  W.  F.  Job- 
bins  Chemical  works,  one  of  the  larg- 
est plants  In  the  United  States,  which 
manufacture  glycertae  for  use  In  high 
explosives,  was  attacked  by  a  disas- 
trous fire  for  the  second  time  in  a  year 
at  midnight.  In  the  first  fire  the  glyc- 
erine refining  plant,  later  rebuilt  was 
completely  destroyed  with  a  loss  of 
1700,000.  This  time  a  series  of  builc'*- 
Ings  in  which  were  chemicals  used  In 
the  manufacture  of  glycerine  were  de- 
stroyed. The  loss  is  put  at  1100.000 
1  The  cause  of  the  fire  Is  unknown.  ' 


Washington,  Oct.  80 A  memoran- 
dum from  the  German  government  ex- 
plaining the  unsuccessful  attempt  of 
a  submarine  to  4erpedo  tlie  Cunard 
liner  Orduna  was  made  public  here  last 
night  for  the  first  lime.  It  reveals 
that  as  early  as  July  9  last,  more  than 
a  month  before  the  attack  on  the  Ara- 
bic, German  commanders  had  instruc- 
tions not  to  sink  "large  passenger 
steamers"   without  warning.

"The  first  attack  on  the  Orduna  by  a 
torpedo  was  not  in  accordance  with  the 
existing  Instructions,  which  provided 
that  large  passenger  steamers  are  only 
to  be  torpedoed  after  previous  warning 
and  after  the  rescuing  of  passengers 
and  crew.  The  failure  to  observe  the 
instructions  was  based  on  an  error 
which  is  at  any  rate  comprehensible 
and  the  repetition  of  which  appe&rs 
to  be  out  of  the  question  in  view  of 
the  more  explicit  instructions  issued  in 
the  meantime.  Moreover,  the  command- 
ers of  the  submarines  have  been  re- 
minded that  they  must  exercise  ex- 
treme care  and  carry  out  the  orders 
Issued."

Torpedo    Passed    Cloae    to    Ship. 

New  York.  Oct.  30. — On  the  arrival 
here  from  Liverpool  of  the  Cunard 
liner  Orduna,  on  July  17,  the  attack  on 
the  vessel  by  a  German  subm.*rlne  was 
first  reported.  On  the  morning  of  July 
9.  according  to  several  of  the  227  pas- 
seng«.rs  who  happened  to  be  on  deck 
at  the  time,  a  torpedo  was  seen  to  pass 
close  to  the  atern  of  the  ship  from  port 
to  starboard.

After 
the  formation  of  the  confederation  he 
became  minister  of  customs  in  the 
Sir  John  Macdonald  cabinet  that  re- 
s  gned  in  1873,  and  was  Sir  John^s 
closest  adviser  in  the  five  years  dur- 
ing which  the  Conservative  party  wnq 
out  of  power.  In  1878.  when  "^Mac- 
donald  returned  to  office.  Dr  Tuoner 
became  minister  of  public  works  He 
created  the  department  of  railways 
and  canals,  and  became  Its  first  min- 
ister. In  this  post  he  carried  out  the 
policy  of  the  government  for  enlaree- 
^^'"^u^^o*^®  Welland  canal,  deepfn- 
ing  the  St.  Lawrence  river,  improve- 
ment of  the  Intercolonial  railway  and 
construction  by  a  private  company 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  railway. 
Uish  Commlaaloiier  !■  18S4. 
iol^®  retired  from  the  ministry  In 
1884  and  went  to  London  as  Canada's 
highest  commissioner.  In  1887  he  was 
recalled,  to  be  minister  of  finance  in 
Macdonald's  new  cabinet,  but  resigned 
next  year  and  resumed  his  duties  in 
London.  In  January.  1896,  he  entered 
the  Sir  Mackenzie  Bowell  adminis- 
tration as  secretary  of  state  and 
leader  in  the  house  of  commons,  and 
on  the  retirement  of  Bowell.  four 
months  afterward,  he  succeeded  him 
as    prime    n\inlster. 

After  the  defeat  of  the  Conserva- 
tives in  June,  1896.  Dr.  Tupper  re- 
signed office  and  upon  the  meeting 
of  the  new  parliament  he  was  elected 
leader  of  the  opposition.  A  few  years 
later  he  retired  to  private  life.  Sev- 
eral years  ago  he  went  to  London,  In- 
tending to  spend  his  remaining  years 
there.  His  leave-taking  was  made 
the  occasion  of  a  great  popular  demon- 
stration in  Vancouver.  Dr.  Tupper  was 
created  a  baronet  in  1879.  He  was  at 
one  time  president  of  tho  Canadian 
Medical    association.

Two  troops  of  United  States  cavalry 
and  a  machine  gun  platoon  were 
placed  on  guard  at  Slaughter's  ranch 
today-  across  the  border  from  Villa's 
cavalry  advance  guard.

Colunn  Tbree  Miles  Long. 
Douglas.  Ariz..  Oct.  30. — Moving  in  a 
solid  column  three  miles  long,  the  in- 
vading army  of  Gen.  Francisco  Villa, 
was  discovered  last  night  marching  up 
the  Bernardino  river  valley  fifteen 
miles  south  of  San  Bernardino  and 
twenty-two  miles  east  of  Agua  Prieta. 
At  the  rate  the  army  was  marching, 
it  will  arrive  within  striking  distance 
of  the  Carranza  stronghold  in  time  to 
make  dispositions  for  an  attack  Sun- 
day. 

The  discovery  was  made  by  scouts  al- 
most simultaneously  with  an  engage- 
ment between  Carranza  troops  ana  a 
detachment  of  Villa's  left  flank  at  Ca- 
bullona  fifteen  miles  south  of  Agua 
Prieta  late  yesterday.  Gen.  Calle*  had 
sent  800  infantry  and  cavalry  M  Ca- 
bullona  which  was  held  by  ai^roxt- 
mately  300  Villa  troopers.  In  a  brief 
fight  the  Calles  troops  overwhelmed 
the  Villa  party  after  killing  and  cap- 
turing a  number. 

One  troop  of  Calles  soldiers  also  at- 
tacked a  Taqul  detachment  near 
Anavacachi  pass,  twelve  miles  west  of 
Agua  Prieta.  According  to  reports 
from  the  headquarters  of  Calles,  the 
Yaquls   were   defeated. 

Gen.  Urbajelo.  the  Taqul  leader,  how. 
ever,  still  holds  Anavacachi  pass.

All  Eyes  on  Portal. 

Douglas,  Ariz.,  Oct.  30. — Niggerhead. 
a  black  butte  faintly  resembling  the 
cranial  outlines  of  an  Ethiopian,  which 
rises  out  of  the  desert,  nine  miles  east 
of  here,  claimed  the  attention  of  all 
eyes  today  as  marking  the  portal  of  a 
mountain  pass  through  which  Gen. 
Villa  was  expected  to  swing  tonight  or 
tomorrow  about  8,000  men  to  attack  or 
besiege  the  Carranza  garrison  of  Agua 
Prieta,   Sonora,   opposite  here. 

Besides  his  8.000  soldiers.  Villa  was 
authoritatively  reported  to  have  twen- 
ty-eight field  pieces  of  unknown  cali- 
ber and  efficiency.  To  oppose  him  Gen. 
P.  Ellas  Calles,  the  Carranza  com- 
mander, has  approximately  3,700 
troops,  ten  pieces  of  artillery  and  be- 
tween thirty  and  fifty  machine  guns. 

Unless  reinforcements  coming  over 
American  railroads  via  Eagle  Pass  ar- 
rive tonight  they  will  be  too  late  for 
the  opening  gun  of  the  battle. 

As  they  sweep  westward  toward 
Agua  Prieta  the  Villa  forces  must  pass 
near  an  encampment  of  American 
troops  stationed  hardly  a  mile  north  of 
the  border,  where  Brig.  Gen.  Thomas 
F.  Davis,  who  assumed  command  yes- 
terday, has  abou\  six  thousand  sol- 
diers, with  sixteen  3-inch  field  guns. 
The  United  States  troops  have  deflnte 
orders  to  keep  Mexican  soldiers  on 
their  own  side  of  the  International 
line  and  to  prevent  them  from  shoot- 
ing into  the  United  States.

Bencflt   to   Baigarians. 

The  capture  of  Zajecar  was  of  dis- 
tinct benefit  to  the  Bulgarians,  as  it 
was  of  Importance  to  the  Serbians 
both  as  a  frontier  fortress  and  as  a 
railway  junction.  Zajecar  was  de- 
fended by  a  Serbian  first  line  division, 
supported  by  about  10,000  men  of  the 
third  reserves.  The  Bulgarian  forces 
numbered    about    two    brigades. 

The  most  thorough  preparations  far 
defense  had  been  made  by  the  Serb- 
ians, whoso  resistance  was  determined. 
Every  mountain  crtst  surrounding 
the  fortress  was  Rterally  covered 
w^ith  barbed  wire  entanglements  .nnd 
other  obstacles.  From  these  positions 
the  Sorblans  poured  a  terrific  fire  into 
the    Bulgarian    lines. 

Three  outlying  positions  were  taken 
more  than  a  week  ago,  but  the  inner 
line  and  the  southern,  eastern  and 
northern  works  held  out  until  Mon- 
day. However,  the  Bulgarians  suc- 
ceeded in  taking  heavy  artillery  to 
the  top  of  the  mountain  whence  they 
were  able  to  direct  their  fire  at  the 
Serbian   defenses. 

Tha  .Serbians  were  subjected  to  a 
preliminary  bombardnrvent  on  Monday 
and  early  yesterday.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  Bulgarian  infantry  attack 
of  the  most  desperate  character  and 
shortly  before  noon  they  carried  all 
the    Serbian    defenses. 

All  accounts  agree  as  to  the  valor 
of  the  Bulgarians.  Extraordinary  ex- 
ertions were  required  to  scale  the 
dl:izy  heights  at  Zajecar.

BUYCK  IMPROVED 

New  Rural  Route    Estab- 
lished Because  of 
Better  Roads. 

Tower.  Minn.,  Oct  80.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — A  new  rural  mall  route 
has  been  established  by  the  granting 
of  a  contract  for  carrying  the  mail 
to  the  town  of  Buyck  on  Crane  Lake 
Portage.  Most  of  the  mall  for  Buyck 
has  been  coniinff  through  the  lo(!al 
nostofflce.  but  part  of  it  went  via  Orr. 
There  has  never  been  any  appropria- 
tion for  carrying-  and  the  Buyck  poHt- 
master  was  forced  to  provide  for  the 
tran.'»portation  from  both  these  offices. 
Naturally  the  service  was  not  the  best 
and  the  ever-Increasing  number  of  set- 
tlers on  the  Portage  have  been  making 
numerous  complaints  which  have  final- 
ly resulted  in  the  establishment  of  a 
rural    route. 

After  Nov.  1  all  Buyck  mail  will  ;fo 
via  Orr  and  be  transported  by  carrier 
from  that  paint  This  is  found  to  be 
a  better  arrangement  than  having  It 
come  via  Tower,  because  after  navi- 
gation closes,  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  get  it  from  here  over  the  lake 
whereas  a  good  road  has  been  built 
from  Orr  to  Buyck,  a  distance  of 
eighteen  miles.  Considerable  road  work 
was  done  on  this  highway  the  past 
season  and  !t  Is  in  good  condition,  not 
alone  for  wagons,  but  for  automobilos. 
The  greater  part  of  the  provisions  and 
other  neoessities  of  the  Portage  se^;- 
tlers  now  goes  via  Orr  and  by  auto 
truck   to  Buyck.

First  Coalition  Ministry  in 

France    With    Opposing 

Factions  Represented. 

Paris,  Oct  SO. — A  new  French  cab- 
inet, headed  by  Aristide  Briand  as 
premier  and  minister  of  foreign  af- 
fairs,   came    Into    existence   last   night. 

This  is  .  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  French  republic  that  there 
is  a  coalition  ministry  of  all  the  op- 
posing parties  and  factions.  It  fol- 
lows closely  on  the  recent  Innovation 
of  forming  a  British  coalition  cabinet 
of  Conservatlsts  and  Liberals.

Al- 
though the  cargo  contained  contraband, 
the  sailing  vessel  was  permitted  to 
continue  her  voyage  unhindered  as  it 
was  impossible  to  guarantee  that  the 
crew  would  be  rescued  in  the  small 
boats    if   the    ship    were    sunk.

"The  first  attack  on  the  Orduna  by  a 
torpedo  was  not  In  accordance  with  the 
existing  instructions,  which  provided 
that  large  passenger  steamers  are  only 
to  be  torpedoed  after  previous  warning 
and  after  the  rescuing  of  passengers 
and  crew.  The  failure  to  observe  the 
Instructions  was  based  on  an  error 
which  is  at  any  rate  comprehensible 
and  the  repetition  of  which  appears 
to  be  out  of  the  question  in  view  of 
the  more  explicit  instructions  issued  in 
the  meantime.  Moreover,  the  command- 
ers of  the  submarines  have  been  re- 
minded that  they  must  exercise  ex- 
treme care  and  carry  out  the  orders 
Issued."

The 
passengeis  reported  that  nine  shots 
were  fired  by  the  submarine  before  the 
Orduna  finally  drew  out  of  range.

\oung  Tupper  mad^  himself  a 
power  in  parliament,  and  became  pre- 
mier of  Nova  Scotia  in  1864.  After 
the  formation  of  the  confederation  he 
became^  minister  of  customs  In  the 
Sir  John  Maedonald  cabinet  that  re- 
s  gned  in  1873.  and  was  Sir  John's 
closest  adviser  in  the  five  years  dur- 
ing which  the  Conservative  partv  was 
out  of  power.  In  1878.  when  Mac- 
donald  rpturned  to  office.  Dr  Tupoer 
became  minist.'r  of  public  works  He 
created  the  department  of  railways 
and  canals,  and  became  Its  first  min- 
ister. In  this  post  he  carried  out  the 
policy  of  the  government  for  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Welland  canal,  deepen- 
ing the  St.  Lawrence  river.  Improve- 
ment of  the  Intercolonial  railway  and 
construction  by  a  private  company 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  railway. 
UIkIi  Comnilaatoner  In  1884. 
ioK®  retired  from  the  ministry  In 
1884  and  went  to  London  as  Canada's 
highest  commissioner.  In  1887  he  was 
recalled,  to  be  minister  of  finance  in 
Macdonald's  new  cabinet,  but  resigned 
next  year  and  resumed  his  duties  in 
London.  In  January.  1896.  he  entered 
the  Sir  Mackenzie  Bowell  adminis- 
tration as  secretary  of  state  and 
leader  in  the  house  of  commons,  and 
on  the  retirement  of  Bowell.  four 
months  afterward,  he  succeeded  him 
as    prime    minister. 

After  the  defeat  of  the  Conserva- 
tives In  June,  1896,  Dr.  Tupper  re- 
signed office  and  upon  the  meeting 
of  the  new  parliament  he  was  elected 
leader  of  the  opposition.  A  few  years 
later  he  retired  to  private  life.  Sev- 
eral years  ago  he  went  to  London.  In- 
tending to  spend  his  remaining  vears 
there.  His  leave-taking  was  made 
the  occasion  of  a  great  popular  demon- 
stration In  Vancouver.  Dr.  Tupper  was 
created  a  baronet  In  1879.  He  was  at 
one  time  president  of  the  Canadian 
Medical    association.

Two  troops  of  United  States  cavalry 
and  a  machine  gun  platoon  were 
placed  on  guard  at  Slaughter's  ranch 
today  across  the  border  from  Villa's 
cavalry  advance   guard.

Colvmn  Three  Miles  I..onff. 
Douglas,  Ariz.,  Oct.  30. — Moving  in  a 
solid  column  three  miles  long,  the  In- 
vading army  of  Gen.  Francisco  Villa, 
was  discovered  last  night  marching  up 
the  Bernardino  river  valley  fifteen 
miles  south  of  San  Bernardino  and 
twenty-two  miles  east  of  Agua  Prieta. 
At  the  rate  the  army  was  marching, 
it  will  arrive  within  striking  distance 
of  the  Carranza  stronghold  in  time  to 
make  dispositions  for  an  attack  Sun- 
day. 

"The  discovery  was  made  by  scouts  al- 
most simultaneously  with  an  engage- 
ment between  Carranza  troops  and  a 
detachment  of  Villa's  left  flank  at  Ca- 
bullona  fifteen  miles  south  of  Agua 
Prieta  late  yesterday.  Gen.  Calles  n&d 
sent  800  Infantry  and  cavalry  tO  Ca- 
bullona  which  was  held  by  ajjproxl- 
mately  300  Villa  troopers.  In  a  brief 
fight  the  Calles  troops  overwhelmed 
the  Villa  party  after  killing  and  cap- 
turing a  number. 

One  troop  of  Calles  soldiers  also  at- 
tacked a  Yaqul  detachment  near 
Anavacachl  pass,  twelve  miles  west  of 
Agua  Prieta.  According  to  reports 
from  the  headquarters  of  Calles,  the 
Yaquls    were    defeated. 

Gen.  Urbajelo,  the  Yaqul  leader,  how. 
ever,  still  holds  Anavacachl  pass.

All  Eyes  on  Portal. 

Douglas,  Ariz.,  Oct.  30. — Niggerhead. 
a  black  butte  faintly  resembling  the 
cranial  outlines  uf  an  Ethiopian,  which 
rises  out  of  the  desert,  nine  miles  east 
of  here,  claimed  the  attention  of  all 
eyes  today  as  marking  the  portal  of  a 
mountain  pass  through  which  Gen. 
Villa  was  expected  to  swing  tonight  or 
tomorrow  about  8,000  men  to  attack  or 
besiege  the  Carranza  garrison  of  Agua 
Prieta,    Sonora,   opposite   here. 

Besides  his  8,000  soldiers.  Villa  was 
authoritatively  reported  to  have  twen- 
ty-oight  field  pieces  of  unknown  cali- 
ber and  efficiency.  To  oppose  him  Gen. 
P.  Ellas  Calles.  the  Carranza  com- 
mander, has  approximately  3,700 
troops,  ten  pieces  of  artillery  and  be- 
tween thirty  and  fifty  machine  guns. 

L^nless  reinforcements  coming  over 
American  railroads  via  Eagle  Pass  ar- 
rive tonight  they  will  be  too  late  for 
the   opening   gun  of  the  battle. 

As  they  sweep  w^estward  toward 
Agua  Prieta  the  Villa  forces  must  pass 
near  an  encampment  of  American 
troops  stationed  hardly  a  mile  north  of 
the  border,  where  Brig.  Gen.  Thomas 
F.  DavLs,  who  assumed  command  yes- 
terday, has  about  six  thousand  sol- 
diers, with  sixteen  3-lnch  field  guns. 
The  United  States  troops  have  deflnte 
orders  to  keep  Mexican  soldiers  on 
their  own  side  of  the  international 
line  and  to  prevent  them  from  shoot- 
ing Into   the   United   States.

Bencflt   to    Bulgarians. 

The  capture  of  Zajecar  was  of  dis- 
tinct benefit  to  the  Bulgarians,  as  It 
was  of  Importance  to  the  Serbians 
both  as  a  frontier  fortress  and  as  a 
railway  junction.  Zajecar  was  de- 
fended by  a  Serbian  first  line  division, 
supported  by  about  10,000  men  of  the 
third  reserves.  The  Bulgarian  forces 
numbered    about    two    brigades. 

The  most  thorough  preparations  for 
defense  had  been  made  by  the  Serb- 
ians, whose  resistance  was  determined. 
Every  mountain  crtst  surrounding 
the  fortress  was  literally  covered 
with  barbed  wire  entanglements  and 
other  obstacles.  From  these  positions 
the  S'l^rbians  poured  a  terrific  fire  Into 
the    Bulgarian    lines. 

Three  outlying  positions  were  taken 
more  than  a  week  ago.  but  the  Inner 
line  and  the  southern,  eastern  and 
northern  works  held  out  until  Mon- 
day. However,  the  Bulgarians  suc- 
ceeded In  taking  heavy  artillery  to 
the  top  of  the  mountain  whence  they 
vv'ere  able  to  direct  their  flre  at  the 
Serbian    defen.'^s. 

Th3  .Serbians  were  subjected  to  a 
preliminary  bombardment  on  Monday 
and  early  yesterday.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  Bulgarian  infantry  attack 
of  the  most  desperate  character  and 
shortly  before  noon  they  carried  ail 
the    Serbian    defenses. 

All    accounts    agree    as    to    the    valor 
of    the    Bulgarians.     Extraordinary    ex-  ' 
ertions    were     required     to     scale      the' 
dl^zy  heights  at  Zajecar.    The  Bulgar-  i 
Ian    Infantrymen    removed    their    shoes 
to  obtain   a  better  footing  on  the  sllp- 
pcy    rocks   and   often   went   up   on    all 
fours.

MAIL  SERVICE  TO 

BUYCK  IMPROVED 

New  Rural  Route    Estab- 
lished Because  of 
Better  Roads. 

Tower,  Minn.,  Oct  80. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — A  new  rural  mall  route 
has  been  established  by  the  granting 
of  a  contract  for  carrying  the  mall 
to  the  town  of  Buyck  on  Crane  Lake 
Portage.  Most  of  the  mall  for  Buyck 
has  been  coming  through  the  local 
nostofflce.  but  part  of  it  went  via  Orr. 
There  has  never  been  any  appropria- 
tion for  carrying  and  the  Buyck  post- 
master was  forced  to  provide  for  the 
transportation  from  both  these  offices. 
Naturally  the  service  was  not  the  best 
and  the  ever-Increasing  number  of  si»t- 
tlers  on  the  Portage  have  been  ma.klng 
numerous  complaints  which  have  final- 
ly resulted  In  the  establishment  of  a 
rural   route. 

After  Nov.  1  all  Buyck  mail  will  go 
via  Orr  and  be  transported  by  carrier 
from  that  paint.  This  Is  found  to  be 
a  better  arrangement  than  having  It 
come  via  Tower,  because  after  navi- 
gation closes.  It  is  almost  impossible 
to  get  It  from  here  over  the  lake, 
whereas  a  good  road  has  been  built 
from  Orr  to  Buyck,  a  distance  of 
eighteen  miles.  Considerable  road  work 
was  done  on  this  highway  the  past 
season  and  it  is  In  good  condition,  not 
alone  for  wagons,  but  for  automobiles. 
The  greater  part  of  the  provisions  and 
other  necessities  of  the  Portage  set- 
tlers now  goes  via  Orr  and  by  auto 
truck  to  Buyck.

First  Coalition  Ministry  in 

France    With    Opposing 

Factions  Represented. 

Paris.    Oct    80. — A   new    French    cab- 
inet,   headed    by    Aristide      Briand      as  I 
prenrder   and    minister    of   foreign      af- 
fairs,   cams    into    existence   last    night. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  French  republic  that  there 
is  a  coalition  ministry  of  all  the  op- 
posing parties  and  factions.  It  fol- 
lows closely  on  the  recent  Innovation 
of  forming  a  British  coalition  cabinet 
of  Conservatlsts  and  Liberals. 

The  action  taken  in  forming  the  cab- 
inet w^as  the  culmination  of  a  deep 
popular  sentiment  that  at  the  su'^reme 
crisis  of  the  war  party  division  stiould 
give  way  to  united  action  by  all  the 
parties  in  common  support  of  the  gov- 
ernment.

The  modern  element  is  represeniea 
by  conspicuous  leaders  of  all  the  po- 
litical groups  of  the  country.  Thus  the 
new  coalition  brings  together  France's 
elder  and  younger  statesmen,  and  in 
personnel  repiesents  all  the  history  of 
modem  France  since  the  fall  of  Napo- 
leon III.  The  new  cabinet  also  is  not- 
able in  having  the  popular  military 
leader.  Gen.  Gallenl.  as  the  head  of  the 
war  office,  and  Rear  Admiral  Lacaze 
as  minister  of  marine,  both  replacing 
civilians.

Duluths  growth  Is  reflected  in  im- 
provements entailing  an  expenditure 
of  more  than  J120.000,  made  by  the 
Duluth-Edison  Electric  company  dur- 
ing the  last  few  months.  The  com- 
pany has  not  only  made  many  new 
fxtensions  but  has  also  increased  the 
capacity  of  the  local  lighting  plant  by 
60  per  cent,  according  to  C.  E.  Van 
Bertjtn,  general  manager, 

"Since  April  1  the  company  has  ex- 
pended about  $120,000  in  making  im- 
provements  to   the    local   plant,"    said 
air.  \  an  Bergen  yesterday.     "We  have  ' 
added  much  new  plant  equipment  and 
have  extended  our  lines  both  overhead  ' 
and    underground.       New     generators ' 
which  have  been  in.stalled  have  great-  i 
ly  increased  the  capacity  of  the  plant 
and    have    greatly    added    to    its    effi- 
ciency." 

Among  the  plant  improvements 
mentioned  by  Mr.  Van  Bergen  were , 
new  feeder  switchboards,  feeder  reg- 
ulators and  4,000-horse  power  motor 
generator  set.  Another  generator  was 
also  installed  for  the  purpose  of  add- 
i'Jl?.  -^0-horse  power  to  the  present 
600-voU  power  output  from  the  plant 

The   company   last   week   completed 
the  Installation  of  underground  cables 


and  conduits  in  the  Morgan  Park  sec- 
tion, which  has  furnished  the  lighting 
concern  with  375  new  customers  for 
that  one  district  alone.  In  addition 
there  are  installed  at  Morgan  Park 
ninety  new  street  standards,  each 
equipped  with  a  150-volt  lamp.  Other 
extensions  which  have  been  made 
during  the  season  include  the  con- 
struction of  :  lines  to  Morningsido 
Park,  Colbyville  and  to  the  state  ex- 
perimental farm. 

Another  feature  which  has  required 
an  expenditure  of  a  considerable  sum 
of  money  has  been  the  extension  of 
the  undergroujid  conduit  system  Fif- 
teenth avenue  east  and  London  road 
was  selected  by  the  company  as  the 
starting  point  for  the  underground 
system  for  the  East  end  residence  dis- 
trict and  In  London  road  from  Twelfth 
to  Seventeenth  avenue  cast  and  in 
fifteenth  avenue  from  London  road 
to  and  including  Sixth  alley,  three  and 
one-half  miles  of  underground  lines 
and  twenty  manholes  were  installed. 
In  Thirty-first  avenue  east,  1,000  feet 
and  two  manholes  were  placed.

Conservatively  there  is  an  aver- 
age of  four  persons  to  a  car.  and,  there- 
fore «, 000.000  individuals  In  the  llnlted 
States  are  in  daily  enjoyment  of  mo- 
toring.    The  cost  runs  Into  big  money. 

To  run  2.000.000  car.s'  for  a  year  re- 
quires at  least  a  billion  gallons  of 
gn.'^oHne,    worth    $1.?0.000,000. 

It  requires  20.000.000  gallons  of  lub- 
ricating oil,  worth  $8,000,000.  and  12,- 
000.000  tires,  worth  not  less  than  |16 
each,   or   $192,000,000. 

Each  car  requires  as  acce.ssorle8, 
such  as  goggles,  gloves  and  caps,  an 
outlay  of   $50.   or   $100,000,000. 

Garage  charges  on  short  tours 
amount  to  $100  per  car,  or  $200,000,000 

Repairs  average  $50  per  car,  or  $100  - 
000.000. 

The  total  running  expense  for  all 
car.««  In  use  Is  $7.10  000.000.  If  to  that 
total  there  be  added  the  value  of  600,- 
000  new  cars  purchased  during  the  year 
at  an  average  price  of  $750.  or  $450,000 
the  grand  total  is  $1,1  SO. 000,000  spent 
In  a  single  year  on  motoring.

The  fenorniuus  demands  made  on  the 
railroads  by  motor  car  companies  is 
little  realized  by  the  public.  The  aver- 
age man  reads  of  the  thousands  of 
automobiles  being  produced  each  year, 
but  he  gives  no  thought  to  the  com-' 
plicated  task  of  distributing  these  cars 
about   the    country. 

But  it  is  a  subject  to  which  the  traf- 
fic departments  of  the  motorcar  plants 
have  given  considerable  thought  and 
attention  and  many  ways  have  been 
worked  out  to  utilize  the  last  bit  of 
space  in  the  freight  cars. 

The  method  used  by  Dodge  Bros.  Is 
typical.  From  this  big  plant  at  De- 
troit completed  motor  cars  are  shipped 
five    to    the    freight    car.      This    Is    ac- 


complished   by    virtually   arranging   for 
upper  and  lower  berths  for  the  cars. 

In  loading,  a  complete  car  Is  run 
Into  one  end  of  the  freight  car.  Chain 
tackles  are  attached  to  the  roof  of  the 
car  at  either  end  of  the  automobile 
and  it  is  lifted  to  the  top  of  the  car. 
A  staunch  framework  is  built  under 
it  after  the  wheels  have  been  detached. 
It  is  carefully  blocked  and  braced  and 
another  car  run  underneath.  The 
wheels  remain  on  this  car  and  they  are 
carefully  blocked.

Exports  to  Great  Britain  aggregated 
more  than  $24,000,000;  France,  $14,248,-

Mishaps  of 
this  sort  are  due  to  the  inability  of 
the  driver  of  the  following  car  to 
guess  the  course  of  the  machine  ahead 
of   him.

RECORD  CONTRACT 
FOR  ELECTRICITY 

Willys'    Company  Will  Se- 
cure 40,000-Horse  Power 
Current. 

What  is  declared  to  be  the  largest 
Industrial  contract  for  electric  power 
ever  given  to  a  central  station  was 
placed  recently  by  the  Willys-Overland 
of  Toledo.  When  the  contract  is  com- 
pleted, the  generating  company  will  be 
able  to  furnish  the  equivalent  of  40,000- 
horse  power  of  electric  current. 

Electrical  engineers  figuring  on  the 
work  declare  that  this  power  is  fully 
as  great  as  that  required  for  lighting 
a  city  of  half  a  million  inhabitants. 

Five  great  power  cables  will  be  re- 
quired to  transmit  this  tremendous 
amount  of  current.  Two  of  the  cables 
were  completed  about  a  year  ago.  They 
are  four  and  a  half  miles  long  ^ach 
carrying  28,000  volts.  which  is  the 
highest  voltage  ever  carried  by  an  un- 
derground cable. 

The  cables  hardly  were  in  operation 
before  the  phenominally  rapid  growth 
of  the  Overland  plant  made  it  neces- 
sary to  install  a  third.  This  has  just 
been  completed  and  its  final  tests 
have  attracted  the  attention  of  cable 
manufacturers  in  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

On  account  of  the  importance  of  the 
cable  and  the  tremendous  load  it  must 
carry,  as  much  attention  was  given  to 
making  the  hundred  Joints  as  if  the 
workmen  were  engaged  in  laboratory 
tests.  Nothing  was  left  to  chance,  the 
smallest  details  were  guarded  even  to 
the  extent  of  doing  no  work  on  rainy 
days  or  when  the  men's  hands  wpre 
covered  with  perspiration.  This  was 
done  to  preclude  any  possibility  of 
moisture  in  the  cable  joints.

Why  pick  on  the  Endion  school  as 
uns.afe  and  a  fljetrap? 
,  F.  A.  Brewer,  president  of  the  board 
of  education,  would  like  to  have  that 
question  answered  in  view  of  the  fact, 
he  Bald  this  morning,  that  if  that 
school  is  a  firetrap,  70  per  cent  of  the 
schools  of  the  city  could  be  likewise 
condemned. 

As  to  putting  a  fire  escape  on  the 
Endion  school,  Mr.  Brewer  declares 
that  It  would  be  foolish,  and  offers 
to  take  any  person  or  committee  out 
to  the  school  any  day  on  which  ses- 
Bions  are  held,  and  convince  them  of 
the   fact. 

"The  only  benefit  of  a  fire  escape," 
said  Mr.  Brewer  this  morning,  "would 
oe  to  the  company  selling  it.  I  will 
take  any  person  or  any  committee  to 
the  school,  ring  the  fire  gong  and 
iV-ij^'^^'^'-  anything  I  possess  that  the 
children  will  be  out  on  the  sidewahi 
In  a  minute  and  a  half.  To  send 
them  down  a  fire  escape,  they  would 
nave  to  go  one  at  a  time,  and  long 
before  Wp  of  them  had  reached  the 
ground  by  that  route,  the  rest  would 
D2   on    the   sidewalk    waiting   for   them 

„_,  Iron  Stairs  Provided. 
The  Endion  school  has  two  stair- 
ways, he  continued,  "each  of  whi.^h 
is  of  Iron  with  steel  frames,  and  were 
the  building  to  burn  down,  the  stairs 
would  still  be  standing  for  they  a.-.- 
constructed  Independent  of  the  rest  of 
the  building.  At  the  foot  of  the  two 
•"tairs  are  two  wide  doorways  for  the 
childrtn  to  pass  through  to  the  street: 
and  barring  panic,  which  no  fire  es- 
cape would  prevent,  with  the  training 
the  -hlldren  have,  there  is  almost  as 
small  a  percentage  of  chance  of  loss 
of  life  or  even  Injury  as  there  is  in  a 
completely    fireproof    building. 

1  ."■^•'^.  ^.^  ^^  "•  f'''®  escape,  the  best 
kind,  it  is  recognized,  is  a  spiral.  On 
8u:h  a  fire  escape  the  children  would 
nave  to  go  down  one  at  a  time,  and 
somebody  would  have  to  be  on  the 
ground  to  take  care  of  them  at  the 
foot  of  the  escape  or  you  would  have 
a  pile  of  children  with  broken  arms 
and    legs    or    worse    at   the   bottom. 

"The  raising  of  a  petition,  as  I  un- 
derstand is  being  done,  is  absolutely 
unnecessary.  We  would  be  glad  to 
have  any  person  or  committee  meet 
with  the  maintenance  and  buildings 
committee  of  the  school  board,  and  we 
will  show  them  the  actual  conditions, 
or  if  those  Interested  will  come  to  me, 
I  will  be  glad  to  do  It  myself.  We  had 
the  same  agitation  following  the  Col- 
lingwood,  Ohio,  flre  some  years  ago, 
and  those  that  Investigated  conditions 
were  satisfied  that  they  were  not  as 
grave  as  some  would  wish  to  reore- 
sent    them." 

No    Old    Buildings    Fireproof. 

Mr  Brewer  said  that  all  of  the  old 
buildings  are  in  about  the  same  condi- 
tion as  the  Endion;  but  that  in  the 
last  eight  years  every  school  building 
but  one.  that  has  been  built,  has  been 
made  fireproof  so  far  as  floors  and 
partitions  are  concerned.  The  one  ex- 
ception is  the  Madison  school  on  Gar- 
field avenue,  which  was  constructed  to 
replace  a  burned  school  there  some 
years  ago.  at  which  time  there  were 
only  120  children  attending;  and  that 
territory  is  recognized  as  being  one 
of  the  few  in  the  city  where  the  at- 
tendance is  being  reduced  owing  to 
encroachment  of  business  interests  and 
the  moving  of  families  to  other  parts 
of  .the  city. 

The  first  building  of  fireproof  con- 
struction was  the  Salter,  and  the  oth- 
ers since  that  were  the  Washington 
grade  and  manual  training,  the  Mun- 
gtr,  the  Fairmont,  the  Merrltt,  the  Har- 
riet Beecher  Stowe  and  the  Cobb.  The 
Merntt  school  Is  the  only  one  in  the 
city    having    a    fireproof    roof.

Why  pick  on  the  Endion  school  as 
uns.ife  and  a  flretrap? 
.  P.  A.  Brewer,  president  of  the  board 
of  education,  would  like  to  have  that 
question  answered  in  view  of  the  fact. 
he  Bald  this  morning,  that  if  that 
school  is  a  firetrap,  70  per  cent  of  the 
schools  of  the  city  could  be  likewise 
condemned. 

As  to  putting  a  fire  escape  on  the 
Endion  school,  Mr.  Brewer  declares 
that  it  would  be  foolish,  and  offer.s 
to  take  any  person  or  committee  out 
to  the  school  any  day  on  which  ses- 
sions are  held,  and  convince  them  of 
the   fact. 

"Tne  only  benefit  of  a  fire  escape," 
said  Mr  Brewer  this  morn:ng,  "would 
De  to  the  company  selling  it.  I  will 
take  any  person  or  any  committee  lo 
the  school,  ring  the  fire  gong  and 
will  stak'i  anything  I  possess  that  the 
children  will  be  out  on  ihe  sidev/alK 
n  a  rninute  and  a  half.  To  send 
them  down  a  fire  escape,  they  would 
nave  to  go  one  at  a  time,  and  long 
before  ten  of  them  had  reached  tlie 
ground  by  that  route,  the  rest  would 
bo  on  the  sidewalk  waiting  for  them 
.._,.         Iron    Stairs    Provided. 

.?  f-n^ion  school  has  two  stair- 
ways, he  continued,  "each  of  whi^h 
is  of  iron  with  steel  frames,  and  were 
the  building  to  burn  down,  the  stairs 
would  still  be  standing  for  they  a.-- 
con.structod  independent  of  the  rest  of 
the  building.  At  the  foot  of  the  two 
■'^^u^f^^  ''-^^  ^^^'"^  wide  doorways  for  the 
ehildrtn  to  pass  through  to  the  street; 
and  barring  panic,  which  no  fire  es- 
^l:^''  i^Vi^i**  prevent,  with  the  training 
the  children  have,  there  is  almost  as 
small  a  percentage  of  chance  of  loss 
Of  life  or  even  Injury  as  there  is  in  a 
completely  fireproof  building.

Kind,  it  is  recognized,  is  a  spiral.  On 
8u^h  a  fire  escape  the  children  would 
nave  to  go  down  one  at  a  time,  and 
somebcdy  would  have  to  be  on  th.» 
ground  to  take  care  of  them  at  the 
root  of  the  e.<!cape  or  you  would  have 
a  pile  of  children  with  broken  arms 
and    legs   or    worse   at    the    bottom. 

"The  raising  of  a  petition,  as  I  un- 
derstand is  being  done.  Is  absolutely 
unnecessary.  We  would  be  glad  to 
have  any  person  or  committee  meet 
with  the  maintenance  and  buildings 
committee  of  the  school  board,  and  we 
will  show  them  the  actual  conditions, 
or  if  those  interested  will  come  to  me 
I  will  be  glad  to  do  it  myself.  We  had 
the  same  agitation  following  the  Col- 
lingwood,  Ohio,  flre  some  years  ago. 
and  those  that  investigated  conditions 
were  satisfied  that  they  were  not  as 
grave  as  some  would  wish  to  reore- 
sent    them." 

No  Old  BnildinRK  Fireproof. 
Mr  Brewer  said  that  all  of  the  old 
buildings  are  in  about  the  same  condi- 
tion as  the  Endion;  but  that  in  the 
last  eight  years  every  school  building 
but  one,  that  has  been  built,  has  been 
made  fireproof  so  far  as  floors  and 
partitions  are  concerned.  The  one  ex- 
ception is  the  Madisun  school  on  Gar- 
field avenue,  which  was  constructed  to 
replace  a  burned  school  there  some 
years  ago,  at  which  time  there  were 
only  120  children  attending;  and  that 
territory  is  recognized  as  being  one 
of  the  few  in  the  city  where  the  at- 
tendance IS  being  reduced  owing  to 
encroachment  of  business  interests  and 
the  moving  of  families  to  other  parts 
of  .the   city. 

The  first  building  of  fireproof  con- 
struction was  the  Salter,  and  the  oth- 
ers since  that  were  the  Washington 
grade  and  manual  training,  the  Mun- 
g'  r.  the  Fairmont,  the  Merritt.  the  Har- 
riet Beecher  Stowe  and  the  Cobb  The 
Merritt  school  is  the  only  one  In  the 
city    having    a   fireproof   roof.

Applicants  for  able  seamen's  certifi- 
cates are  now  coming  to  the  local  gov- 
ernment inspector'p  office  in  crowds, 
making  ready  to  return  to  their  posi- 
tions aboard  lake- ships  at  once,  and 
qualify  according  to  the  new  law 
which  becomes  effective  next  Thurs- 
oay.  There  was  a  steady  stream  of  ap- 
plicants today  at  the  inspector's  office.

SUPPERY  ARGUMENT. 

The  rate  at  which  property-owners  in 
Duluth  paid  taxes  this  j-ear  was  34.9  mills, 
or  $34.90  per  thousand  dollars  of  assessed 
valuation. 

The  rate  in  1900  was  thirty  mills,  or  thirty 
dollars   per  thousand. 

To  sa}-  that  this  increase  shows  that  com- 
mission government  is  costlier  than  the  old 
form  is  either  to  expose  ignorance  or  delib- 
erately to  attempt  deceit.  Yet  it  appears 
that  somebody  has  been  making  this  kind 
of  argument.  It  sounds  a  good  deal  like 
somebody  with  an  ax  to  grind,  and  the 
cause  in  behalf  of  which  such  arguments 
are  made  will  bear  watching. 

Four  items  enter  into  the  composition  of 
the  Duluth  tax  rate:  The  state's  levy,  the 
county's  levy,  the  school  district's  levy  and 
the  city's  levy.  The  city  government  is 
responsible  only  for  the  latter — not  at  all 
for  the  total  rate  except  as  the  rate  for 
city  purposes  affects  it.  Certainly  the  city 
government  cannot  be  held  responsible  for 
what  the  state  spends,  nor  for  what  the 
county  spends,  nor  for  what  the  school  dis- 
trict spends. 

The  rate  for  city  purposes  only  in  1900 
was  17.7  mills,  and  this  year  it  was  16.07 
mills;  so  that  the  taxpayer  pays  less  for 
cit;^:^  expenditures  than  he  did  fifteen  years 
ago.  Next  year  the  total  rate  will  be  higher 
than  it  was  this  year,  but  the  city  rate  and 
the  state  rate  will  be  a  trifle  lower— the 
increase  is  due  mainly  to  the  school  district, 
and  in  part  to  the  county. 

Commission  government  hasn't  worked 
miracles  in  Duluth  or  elsewhere,  nor  will 
it.  There  has  been  some  discontent  with 
the  city  government,  but  there  is  less  of  it 
now  than  there  was  a  year  or  so  ago.  It 
isn't  doing  all  it  could  do,  but  it  is  forging 
ahead,  and  will  do  better  still. 

Certainly  there  is  nothing  in  the  situation 
to  warrant  talk  of  a  change  so  soon  in 
the  form  of  government,  and  a  proposal  to 
change  which  has  to  rely  on  deceit  for  its 
case  isn't  entitled  to  a  very  respectful  hear- 
ing.

THE  DISCOURAGED  AMBITION. 

We  bid  youth  to  be  ambitious,  to  be 
ready,  to  be  earnest,  to  hustle.  We  hold 
out  promises  of  rewards.  Are  we  always 
as  careful  to  see  that  merit  is  rewarded  as 
we  are  to  urge  merit  to  assert  itself? 

Walt  Mason  tells  in  the  Chicago  News  a 
story  that  illustrates  the  point.  A  retired 
merchant  had  been  to  a  grocery  to  make  a 
purchase,  and  he  was  criticizing  the  sales- 
man who  waited  on  him — Sam  Drawback. 
"I  don't  think  I  ever  saw  a  poorer  excuse 
for  a  salesman,"  said  the  merchant.  "He 
hadn't  a  word  to  say,  and  he  looked  as 
though  his  grandfather  had  been  lynched. 
There's  no  future  for  Sam.  A  young  man 
who  can't  put  any  genuine  enthusiasm  into 
his  work  will  never  arrive  anywhere." 

Now  that  is  all  true.  Sam's  future,  judg- 
ing by  the  merchant's  description,  was  be- 
hind him.  The  future  contained  no  hope, 
no  promise.  Having  admitted  defeat,  Sam 
was  beaten. 

But  there  is  another  side  to  that,  and 
it  makes  the  story  and  the  moral.  The 
man  the  retired  merchant  was  complaining 
to  happened  to  know  that  other  side,  and 
he  told  it.  Here  it  is,  as  ^^'alt  Mason  re- 
ports it: 

"It's  dogsone  hard  to  be  enthusiastic 
on  $8  a  w^ek,"  replied  the  hotelkeeper, 
"especially  wlien  you  are  the  sole  sup- 
port of  several  sisters  and  aunts.  A 
whole  lot  of  bunk  is  being  printed  and 
talked  nowadays  about  the  proper  con- 
duct of  young  men  who  want  to  get 
ahead  and  become  Napoleons  of  com- 
merce. They  must  be  sprightly  and  opti- 
mistic and  well  dressed  and  ladylike  in 
every  way.  Then  the  boss  is  sure  to 
notice  thena  and  Increase  tlielr  salaries 
and  eventually  give  them  one  of  his 
lovely   daughters   In    marriage. 

"That's  the  worst  bunk  of  all,  that 
stuff  about  the  boss  always  being  ap- 
preciative and  glad  to  advance  the  young 
man  who  hustles.  Of  course  there  are 
employers  who  do  that  sort  of  thing,  but 
they're   not  all  built   that  way. 

"When  Sam  Drawback  started  to  work 
for  JIngleson  four  years  ago  he  was  full 
of  vim  and  ambition  and  was  determined 
to  make  a  success  from  the  start.  He 
went  around  the  store  like  a  circus  acro- 
bat, leaping  over  chairs  and  counters 
without  touching  them,  in  his  anxiety  to 
save  time  and  get  results. 

"One  day  when  he  went  down  cellar  to 
carr>'  up  a  barrel  of  New  Orleans  mo- 
lasses I  said  to  old  Jingleson  that  Sam 
was  a  wonder." 

"  'Yes.  he  is.'  said  Jingleson.  in  a  whis- 
per, 'but  for  heaven's  sake  don't  tell  him 
so  or  he'll  be  asking  me  for  more  pay. 
It  doesn't  do  to  let  a  clerk  think  tliat  his 
services  are  valuable,  and  1  have  to  be 
always  reminding  Sam  of  the  breaks  he 
has  made,  so  he  won't  get  chesty.' 

"When  Sam  came  up  from  the  cellar  the 
old  man  jumped  on  him  for  breaking  a 
lamp  chimney  the  day  before.  I'll  have 
to  take  it  out  of  your  wages,'  said  Jingle- 
son, 'for  my  corps  of  employes  must  be 
taught  to  be  more  careful.' 

"And  Sam  was  so  young  and  impres- 
sionable and  such  a  good  fellow  general- 
ly that  he  thought  he  was  being  treated 
justly.  And  It's  been  that  way  ever  since 
he  went  to  work  there.  If  he  does  a 
good  stroke  of  business  for  the  store 
Jingleson  reminds  him  that  he  spilled 
some  coal  oil  on  a  box  of  crackers  three 
weeks   ago   yesterday. 

"So  Sam  has  gradually  been  losing  his 
steam  and  now  he  hasn't  any  hope  or 
ambition  left.  If  he  had  struck  the 
right  sort  of  boss  when  he  went  to  work 
he  would  have  distinguished  liimself 
early  in  the  game  and  some  day  he  would 
be  a  merchant  prince." 

There  are  many  Sam  Drawbacks.  Some 
of  them  are  lucky  enough  to  find  employers 
with  sense,  who  recognize  their  deserts 
and  keep  them  moving  ahead;  and  then 
what  the  hotelkeeper  called  "bunk"  comes 
out  true. 

Others  are  unfortunate  enough  to  fall 
victims  to  employers  like  Jingleson.  who 
keep  them  down  and  finally  extinguish  their 


hopes  and  leave  them,  like  Sam  Drawbac"k, 
wrecks  on  the  reefs  of  failure.

Two  sides  to  the  question  of  saving? 

Maybe.  At  least  it  is  possible  to  make 
a  colorable  argument  in  favor  of  spending 
as  you  go.  You  don't  run  the  risk  of  being 
too  old  to  enjoy  your  savings  when  they 
amount  to  anything,  or  of  dying  too  soon 
and  letting  somebody  else  spend  them. 
You  do  run  the  risk  of  finding  yourself  in 
the  bitter  winter  of  old  age  with  no  pro- 
tection against  the  snow  and  cold  of  ad- 
versity. ~ 

The  American  Magazine,  which  is  run-, 
ning  a  department  called  "The  Family 
Money,"  in  one  issue  has  two  personal' 
experiences  which  illustrate  this  point  ad- 
mirably. 

One  woman,  whose  family  does  not  be- 
lieve in  saving,  tells  her  story  thus: 

My  husband  has  been  a  practicing 
physician  in  a  large  city  for  fifteen 
years.  We  have  tasted  luxury  at  times 
(and  I  fear  have  luxurious  tastes)  have 
always  lived  in  comfort,  and  'never 
known  real  want — and  yet.  there  have 
been  many  times  when  we've  looked 
into  the  flat  purse  and  wondered  when 
It    would    bulge    again. 

But  we  have  learned  to  say  good-by 
to  the  last  dollar,  trusting  It  would 
send  its  friends  to  us,  and  it  always  has. 
Just  when  we  get  "flattest  broke,"  a 
patient  pays  a  bill,  or  a  relative  glvai 
the   "kiddies"   a  ten-spot. 

We  own  our  home,  help  support  our 
church,  and  pay  our  bills.  But  we  have 
no  bank  account.  And  if  anybody  leave« 
us  |2,500,  a  part  of  it  may  be  salted 
down  to  help  pay  our  way  into  the  ol* 
folks'  home;  but  a  larger  part  will  b*: 
made  to  serve  us  here  and  now,  whll«^ 
we  have  the  health,  strength,  and  In- 
clination to  enjoy  it,  and  while  our  chil- 
dren can  use  It  toward  helping  them  to 
have  the  gloriously  happy  childhood  and 
youth   that   we   had. 

Yes,  of  course,  money  saved  and  prop- 
erly invested  will  grow.  So  will  you 
grow — old.  And  a  curious  thing  about^ 
a  dollar  ia  that  when  you  are  old  It  will 
buy  you  bed  slippers  or  a  shawl;  but 
when  you  are  young  it  will  buy  silk 
stockings    and    a    good   novel. 

"Think  of  the  money  you've  paid  out 
In  wages  to  a  kitchen  maid,"  remarked 
a  neighbor  recently.  "But  think  of  the 
dishes  I  haven't  washed."  I  replied,  "and 
the  sunsets,  and  the  romps  with  the 
children,  and  the  books  and  the  rides 
that  I've  enjoyed  while  a  faithful  mala  ' 
earned   an    honest   living." 

We  might  have  foregone  the  pleasure 
of  our  little  journeys  and  vacation 
trips.  We  might  now  have  a  substantial 
bank  account.  And  at  the  age  of  sixty — 
perish    the    thought — we    might    be    rich." 

But  we  have  preferred  other  riches — 
and  had  them.  And  If  we  do  attain  to 
the  age  of  sixty,  and,  through  what  some 
would  call  our  mismanagement  or  Im- 
providence, spend  our  last  day.s  in  the 
"poorhouse,"  we  can  at  least  enjoy 
"lookinig-  backward,"  and  telling  our 
new  friends  what  good  sports  we'vw 
been. 

All  very  well.  It  sounds  attractive. 
Maybe  it  will  turn  out  all  right.  Perhaps 
the  doctor's  practice  and  ability  to  practice 
will  keep  up  as  long  as  he  and  his  wife  live. 
Perhaps  their  income  will  last  till  they  can 
get  the  children  satisfactorily  disposed  of. 
Perhaps  not.  It's  a  big  risk  to  take;  yet 
many  are  taking  it.  Few  take  it  delib- 
erately, as  this  family  does.  Most  take  it 
simply  because  they  never  have  found  out 
how  to  be  thrifty. 

But  the  other  story  illustrates  vividly 
what  this  risk  is  that  the  doctor's  family 
is  running  for  the  sake  of  good  times  now: 

My  father  married  at  twenty-two.  He 
had  a  splendid  position,  his  salary  aver- 
aging from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty,  and  sometimes  two  hundred 
dollars   per   month. 

He  never  believed  in  banking  his 
money.  "Enjoy  It  while  you  live."  was 
his  motto.  "Why  leave  it  for  somebody 
else    to   spend?" 

As  a  child,  I  had  every  luxury  imag- 
inable, and  my  mother  never  had  to  turn 
her  hand   to  do   a  thing. 

I  often  heard  my  grandfather  advis- 
ing my  father  to  lay  away  some  money 
for  his  old  age.  or  the  rainy  day  which 
wa.«<  bound  to  come.  Father  always 
laughed  and  said,  "Suppose  I  don't  live 
to  be  old?  What  good  would  I  get  out 
of  It   then?" 

At  the  age  of  fifty-two  the  storm 
broke  In  all  its  fury,  and  the  house 
•which  father  had  founded  on  the  sands 
of  pleasure  was  swept  away  on  the  first 
blast. 

His  partner  disappeared  with  every 
available  cent  of  the  firm's  money,  ana 
father    was    left — stranded. 

Well  I  remember  the  day  he  came 
home,  haggard  and  bent,  grown  old  in 
an  hour.  The  wakeful  nights  and  the 
hideous  days  which  followed  brought  no 
help. 

At  forty-seven  years  of  age  my  mother 
cooked   her   first  meal. 

From  luxury  we  dropped  to  povertv. 
and  now  father  and  mother  are  sixty- 
nine  and  sixty-four  years  and  have  no 
place  which  they  can  call  home,  al- 
though they  know  they  are  welcome 
with  us,  their  children,  with  whom  they 
stay. 

But  father  often  says  now.  "What  a 
fool    I    was:    Oh.    what    a    fool!" 

I  am  the  youngest  child,  and  with  the 
lesson  of  my  parents  before  me.  I  will 
learn  to  build  my  house,  while  I  yet 
have    time,   on    a    rock    foundation. 

You  can't  eat  your  cake  and  have   it, 

too.     You  can  spend  as  5'ou  go,  getting  as 

good  a  time  out  of  it  as  you  can — though 

most   spenders   are   competing  with  others 

so  much  better  equipped  than  they  are  that 

the  fruit  of  the  contest  is  bitter.     You  can 

live    sensibly    and    lay    by    a    little    for    the 

rainy  day  and  the  winter  of  old  age.     You 

can't  do  both.

THE  SURVIVAL  OF  A  FOLLY. 

Once  upon  a  time  men  carried  swords, 
and  needed  buttons  in  the  back  to  hold  up 
the,  sword  belt.  Men  no  longer  carry 
swords,  but  still  wear  the  buttons  in  the 
back.  Most  of  them  do  not  even  know  why 
they  are  there;  but  there  they  are,  just  be- 
cause they  always  were  there. 

Once  upon  a  time,  when  thinking  was 
rudimentary  and  superficial,  taxation  took 
the  form  of  reaching  out  blindly  for  every- 
thing visible  and  taxing  it.  There  wasn't, 
then,  much  invisible  property  to  be  taxed; 
now,  outside  of  land,  the  only  property 
worth  taxing  is  invisible.  But  because  this 
custom  was  once  begun,  we  still  have  it  in 
the  form  of  the  personal  property  tax. 

They  are  complaining  about  the  personal 
property  tax  in  New  York,  and  important 
public  officials  declare  that  it  ought  to  be 
abolished. 

Everybody  that  ever  thought  beneath  the 
epidermis  of  the  tax  question  has  repudiated 
the  personal  property  tax,  but  it  lingers. 

It  is  not  the  size  of  the  tax  that  hurts — 
it's  its  irritating  effect,  its  ineffectiveness, 
its  compulsion  t<>  dishonesty  and  hypocrisy. 

It  isn't  the  yield  of  the  tax  that  keeps  it, 
for   that   doesn't   amount   to   anything. 

The  personal  property  tax  either  fails  to 
work  at  all  or,  if  it  works,  works  malicious 
ipjury. 

:  A  thousand  times  as  much  as  it  brings 
>ifouldn't  begin  to  pay  for  the  injustice  it 
does  and  the  falsehood  it  produces.  It 
makes  liars  out  of  men  who  would  rather 
be  truthful,  but  who  can't  be  truthful  with- 
out robbing  their  families  and  making 
themselves   ridiculous. 

It  reaches  unproductive  necessities  or 
the  tools  by  which  wealth  is  created,  and  it 
misses    wealth    itself. 

It  bears  heavily  on  the  poor  and  the  en- 
terprising; it  rests  lightly  on  the  rich  and 
the  unenterprising.  It  penalizes  enterprise 
and  rewards  sloth.  It  makes  honesty  pro- 
hibitive and  prevarication  a  profitable  ne- 
cessity. 

It  hasn't  an  advocate  among  tax  eJtperts, 
or  a  friend  among  taxpayers.  It  has  noth- 
ing to  commend  it,  no  redeeming  quality 
to  save  it.  It  costs  more  in  irritation  and 
dishonesty  than  it  brings,  a  million  times 
over. 

Yet  the  personal  property  tax  hangs  on 
because  it  was  a  lazy  way  of  getting  public 
revenues,  and  because  it  has  become  a 
habit. 

If  it  were  abolished  the  public  revenues 
would  not  be  lessened,  the  tax  burden  would 
be  more  fairly  distributed,  taxation  would 
become  an  influence  for  progress  instead 
of  an  obstacle  to  progress,  the  taxpayer 
would  be  more  conscience-free'  and  con- 
tented, and  the  law  would  be  less  an  ass. 
»

can't  help  it.  so  here  goes.  A  redeeming 
feature  of  the  seeming  effrontery  Is  that  It 
is  not  fault-finding,  carping,  "destructive" 
criticism,  but  just  "constructive"  in  nature 
and  Intent.  I'm  a  moving:  picture  fan  and 
I  hate  to  see  the  work  slighted  or  made 
ridiculous.  Not  only  a  fan,  but  a  sort  of 
Ijrophet  for.  In  print  and  out  of  it.  I've 
maintained,  and  for  years  that  big  as  the 
photoplay  business  is  It  Is  still  in  its  in- 
cipient infancy.  It's  a  flel«l  that  has  scarce- 
ly been  scratched,  albeit  It  is  cast  to  play 
one  of  the  most  important  parts  in  our 
modern  progress.  Take  In  education,  for 
Instance.  In  but  a  few  years  more  we'll  see 
the  motion  pictures  used  Instead  of  text- 
books in  history  and  geography,  and  Im- 
pressing their  lessons  Infit.ltely  more  force- 
fully and  lastingly  than  can  any  written 
description. 

But  let  us  back  to  our  tatting.  Wonder- 
ful, costly  and  Impressivf  as  may  be  the 
scenes  set  for  our  delectation,  both  tho 
manager  and  the  actor  fall  down  too  often 
on  details.  They  get  away  with  it  before 
the  rank  and  file  of  the  spectators,  of 
course,  but  the  all  too  frequent  anachron- 
isms, solecisms,  fallaclsms  and  paradoxisms 
of  the  motion  picture  pl«i.y  hurt  traveled, 
educated  and  punctillious  observers  like  the 
very  mischief. 

Here's  an  example:  I've  just  seen  Faver- 
sham  In  the  "Right  of  Way."  Clever  work 
and  well  staged,  but  why  will  so  finished 
an  actor  let  himself  be  put  to  bed  In  per- 
fectly dry  clothes  by  the  native  who  rescues 
him  from  drowning?  Then  while  in  bed.  In 
an  unconscious  condition,  during  the  time 
the  native  is  getting  the  prtest  and  the 
doctor,  how^  can  he  be  in  shirt  sleeves  one 
minute,  then  with  a  coat  on  and  back  to 
shirt  sleeves  again?  Just  confounded  care- 
lessness. 

Still  thinking  of  the  same  play  (because 
the  most  recent  one  witnessed  and  because 
it  Is  high  class  and  generally  well  done), 
why  do  they  put  Faversham  in  a  new  suit 
and  all  booted  ready  for  outing  while  he 
Is  being  operated  on  by  tie  village  doctor? 
Further,  in  &  Canadian  village,  where  the 
people  still  wear  coonskln  caps  and 
macklnaws,  the  village  doctor  does  not 
make  his  rounds  In  a  tail  coat  and  top  hat 
of  the  latest  vintage  Some  orders  of  monks 
and  priests  wear  their  beads  or  rosaries  at 
their  belts,  but  none  wear  them  around 
their  necks.  The  old  priest  did  his  part 
well,  too,  but  those  confounded  misplaced 
beads  loomed  up  like  a  house  afire  and 
queered  him  for  me  every  time  he  came  on. 
Incidentally,  In  no  section  of  Canada  have 
the  people  broken  Into  the  house  of  and 
sought  to  do  bodily  harm  io  a  non-Catholic 
because  he  was  a  hereth ,  an  unbeliever. 
At  least  not  for  over  eighty  years  back,  and 
Favershann's  dress  dates  the  play  but  of 
yesterday. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  average  scenario 
writer  is  long  on  Imagination  and  great  In 
creating  history,  but  he  is  also  lamentably 
short  on  real  history,  travel,  facts  and  the 
delicacies  of  the  eternal  fitness  of  things. 
The  actor,  even  the  old  hand,  Is  a  bit  flab- 
bergasted in  this  new  game  and  the  man- 
ager has  so  much  to  do  he  slurs  some 
things  and.  too,  evidently  ttiere  are  a  whole 
lot  of  matters  about  which  he  Is  woefully 
Ignorant.  One  cannot  help,  however,  but 
admire  his  bravery  In  slum-banging  Into 
anything  and  everything  and  doing  it  gen- 
erally   mighty    well — considering. 

But  couldn't  the  big  producing  companies 
hire  some  sort  of  an  assisiant  to  the  man- 
ager, a  chap  of  keen  obse  vation,  a  fellow 
of  parts,  artistic,  with  history,  travel  and 
such  at  his  fingers'  ends,  v.-hose  function  it 
would  be  to  kind  of  keep  things  straight? 
For  Instance,  he  would  not  let  occur  what 
I  saw  In  a  very  fine  reel  not  long  ago,  a 
troop  of  United  States  soldiers  In  heavy 
marching  order,  campaign  uniform  to  the 
minutest  detail  and  all  th.it.  but  with  the 
officer  In  command  proudly  arrayed  In  the 
fullest  of  full  dress  uniforms  and  with  a 
campaign  hat  on  and  a  canteen  at  his  side! 
No  one  makes  greater  allowance  than  I 
do  for  certain  stage  exige  icies.  the  neces- 
sity there  is  to  exaggerate  certain  actions 
to  make  them  appear  natural  and  all  that 
sort  of  thing.  What  I  do  earnestly  depre- 
cate is  silly  slopping  over  and  making  gro- 
tesque scenes  not  intended  to  be  funny, 
where  It  is  Jost  as  easy  and  costs  no  more 
to  do  those  things  the  right  way — if  one 
only   knows   how. 

Then  there  are  the  make-up  sins.  It's  a 
really  fine  art  to  touch  ur^  a  face  for  the 
camera,  infinitely  more  diflicult  and  subtle 
than  for  the  footlights,  ard  blessedly  few 
do  It  with  skill.  There's  big  Anderson,  for 
example,  with  a  strong  and  perfectly  good 
face,  needing  only  a  touch  here  and  there 
to  simulate  a  heavier  tan  than  he  has,  or 
age,  or  especial  cussednes.*!  Yet  I've  seen 
him  so  greased  up  and  darkened  that  one 
could  think  of  nothing  but  a  cross  between 
a     particularly     oleaginous     darky     and     an

It  is  the  Inner  life  rather  than  the  outer 
that  makes  or  breaks  us.  Circumstances, 
whether  good  or  bad,  have  but  minor  effect 
on  one  whose  spiritual  kingdom  Is  secure. 
It  i.«  a  great  consolation  for  some  of  us  who 
neither  wear  purple  and  fine  linen  nor  fare 
sumptuously  every  day.  Notwithstanding  al- 
most any  physical  lack,  and  amid  the  most 
drab  surroundings,  the  right  thinking  peo- 
ple can  be  happier  than  kings.  For  happi- 
ness Is  a  state  of  mind,  and  nothing  ma- 
terial  at  all. 

Dan  Crawford,  heroic  missionary,  lived  In 
the  wilds  of  Africa  until  he  learned  to 
"think  black."  The  narrative  of  his  experi- 
ences makes  as  interesting  a  book  as  one 
need  read.  Surely  few  white  men  have  so 
entered  into  the  thoughts,  ambitions,  and 
outlook  of  the  dusky  tribesmen  as  has  this 
missionary  who  ha.s  now  gone  back  for  an- 
other twenty  years  in   the  jungle. 

Of  course  It  Is  better  for  the  most  of 
us.  If  a  choice  must  be  made,  to  learn  to 
think  "white"  than  to  think  "black." 
Doubtless  Mr.  Crawford  would  say  as  much 
himself.  The  thoughts  of  an  enlightened 
Christian  surely  ought  to  be  better  worth 
while  than  tho.se  of  a  naked  savage  In  the 
wilds.  His  mental  range  should  be  broader, 
his  aspirations  higher,  his  purposes  purer. 
He  draws,  as  the  savage  does  not,  on  the 
moral  wealth   of  the  centuries. 

If  one  is  really  to  classify  a^  a  "white 
man"  he  must  think  "white."  Conduct  is 
only  actualized  thought.  Any  deed  whatso- 
ever was  Imagined  before  It  was  done.  Out 
of  the  heart  are  the  issues  of  life.  Some- 
times thought  may  be  long  concealed,  but. 
In  the  end,  like  murder,  it  will  "out." 

If  it  were  suddenly  decreed  that  th<i 
thoughts  of  any  of  us  should  be  exhibited, 
as  pictures  are  thrown  on  the  screen,  how 
many  would  not  recoil  from  the  ordeal?  Who 
would  want  all  his  thoughts  to  be  known? 
What  wife  would  want  her  husband  to  know 
all  her  thoughts,  what  husband  his  wife, 
what  father   his  son? 

Sometimes  one  Is  enabled  to  peer  for  a 
second  Into  the  thought  w^orld  of  another, 
and  it  is  like  a  glimpse  Into  an  Inferno.  What 
hatreds,  jealousie.*?,  bestial  desires  are  there, 
what  blackness  as  of  the  pit!  If  the  king- 
dom of  heaven  is  within  men,  the  kingdom 
of  hell  is  there  too. 

In  this  world,  where  evil  dwells,  however, 
there  are  minds  that  are  pure.  Granting 
that  all  mortals  fall  of  perfection,  some  there 
be  who  are  obviou.sly  on  the  road  thither. 
In  intent  they  are  honest,  charitable,  and 
kind.  The  outgoings  of  their  thought  to- 
ward other  people  are  touched  with  benevo- 
lence. They  wish  good  fortune  to  their 
neighbors.     They  bear  no  grudge. 

It  is  not  easy  to  cultivate  such  an  attitude. 
If  one  starts  to  do  It  he  will  discover 
speedily  the  distance  he  has  to  go  to  reach 
the  goal.  He  is  likely  to  find  what  a  spite- 
ful creature  he  really  Is.  After  all  that 
civilization  and  religion  have  tried  to  do,  a 
good  deal  of  the  wild  cat,  the  tiger  and  the 
pig   remain    in   all    of   us.

In 
one  of  the  best  residential  districts, 
though  it  is  one  of  the  more  modest 
places   there. 

i'restdent  Wilson  found  the  charming 
home  atmosphere  strongly  appealing 
during  the  trying  days  of  the  spring 
and  summer,  when  momentous  state 
matters  were  crushing  down  upon  him 
and  his  cabinet.  From  the  cares  of  his 
oflfioc  and  from  the  loneliness  of  the 
White  House  he  found  a  welconje  rest 
in  the  dainty  French  drawing  room  in 
the  home  of  Mrs.  Gait. 

Frequently.  too.  the  president's 
daughtf-r.  Miss  Margaret  Wilson,  and 
her  cousin.  Miss  Helen  Woodrow  Bone.i, 
have  been  entertained  there.  But  only 
rarely  were  other  guests  present,  as, 
until  the  departure  of  the  execu'tivo 
household  for  Cornish  in  the  early  sum- 
mer, no  member  of  the  AVilson  family 
accepted  any  farmal  Invitation,  even 
from    the    closest    of    friends. 

How    Mm.   Ualt    Dresnex. 

There  were  few  days,  however,  that  a 
White  House  motor  car  was  not  seen 
to  stop  at  Mrs.  Gait's  door,  sonutlmcs 
with  the  president  as  its  occupant,  but 
quite  as  often  with  one  or  two  of  the 
women  of  the  Wilson  faTnlly  calling 
for  their  new  but  most  congenial 
frlprd. 

Mrs.  Gait  Is  tall,  with  a  healthful 
build,  which  adds  to  her  facial  beauty. 
Her  eyes  are  dark  brown,  as  Is  also  her 
hair,  of  which  she  has  an  abundance, 
and  which  at  first  appears  black.  Her 
features  are  regular  and  her  complex- 
ion clear. 

The  future  mistress  of  the  White 
House  compares  well  in  appearance 
•with  that  other  presidential  bride,  the 
former  Mrs.  Grover  Cleveland,  who  un- 
til  now  has  been  the  great  beauty  In  a 
long  line  of  distinguished  women  who 
have  played  the  role  of  "First  L,ady  of 
the  I.and." 

Not  the  least  of  the  many  attractions 
of  Mrs.  Nurman  Gait  Is  her  excellent 
taste  in  dress.  The  shortage  of  Im- 
portf^d  materials  or  the  failure  of  dye- 
stuffs  have  no  terrors  for  her.  Since 
laying  aside  mourning  several  years 
ago  she  has  evolved  a  style  of  costum- 
ing in  white  and  black  and  In  the  soft- 
est grays  which  is  at  the  same  time 
modish   and  most   becoming. 

For  some  years  after  the  death  of 
Mr.  <;alt  she  wore  the  deepest  mourn- 
ing, later  adopting  crepe  de  chine  In 
both  white  and  black  as  the  material 
for  her  afternoon  and  evening  gowns, 
with  serge  velours  de  laine  and 
broadcloth  for  street  wear. 

At  Cornish  last  summer  while  visit- 
ing with  the  executive  household  she 
Invariably  wore  white  tailored  skirts 
and  soft  blouses  for  the  morning,  white 
silk,  sometimes  white  chiffon  for  eve- 
ning, with  any  number  of  charming 
white  mu.slins  for  times  in  between.  All 
throu;jh  the  spring  season  she  was  no- 
tl'-ed  to  wear  a  corsage  of  violets,  but 
since  her  return  from  Cornish,  orchids, 
now  known  to  be  the  choicest  blooms 
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of  the  White  House  conservatories, 
have  succeeded  as  her  floral  adorn- 
ment. 

Driven  Her  Own  Car. 

A  white  serge  tailored  suit  on  new 
smart  lines,  with  the  coat  in  attractive 
military  fashion  with  white  silk  braid, 
is  one  of  the  favorite  costumes  in 
which  the  future  White  House  mistress 
is  to  be  seen  almost  any  pleasant  aft- 
ernoon. With  this  Mrs.  Gait  wears 
white  kid  low  shoes,  white  silk  hosiery 
and  a  small  black  hat, 

Mr.<«.  Gait  is  fond  of  motoring,  along 
with  her  other  outdoor  diversions.  For 
several  years  she  has  kept  a  car  and 
has  done  her  own  driving. 

Golf  and  baseball  are  her  favorites 
among  the  sports.  Her  enjoyment  of 
the  great  national  game  was  clearly 
shown  a  few  days  ago.  when,  with  the 
president,  she  saw  the  second  game  of 
the  recent  world  series  In  Philadelphia. 
I.,lkG  any  of  the  other  "rooters,"  the 
future  first  lady  laughed  and  cheered, 
and  in  the  excitement  of  the  play  cast 
off  her  wonted  reserve. 

Mrs.  Gait  is  learning  golf  v.'lth  Presi- 
dent Wilson  as  her  teacher.  Those 
who  h.ave  seen  them  In  a  twosome  on 
tho  links  or  In  a  foursome  with  Dr. 
Cary  T.  Grayson,  the  president's  physi- 
cian, and  Miss  Bones,  say  that  both  the 
teacher  and  his  pupil  derive  great  fun 
as  well  as  splendid  exercise  from  their 
games.  The  future  bride  is  expected 
soon  to  be  a  companion  of  the  links 
worthy  of  the  president,  who  plays  an 
excellent  game  and  who  leaves  his  of- 
fice for  the  course  about  3  o'clock 
every  good  afternoon. 

Tracing     Her     Indian     Uncage. 

Love  for  the  out  of  doors  and  for 
open  air  exercise  is  one  of  Mrs.  Gait's 
Inheritances  from  her  girlhood  when 
the  winding  mountain  roads  of  .'^■uth- 
wcstern  Virginia  knew  her  dally.  Walk- 
ing has  retained  its  pleasures  for  her. 
and  the  streets  and  park  paths  of 
Washington  now  know  her  Just  as  well. 
In  this  lie.T  the  secret  of  her  perfect 
health   and  poise. 

Perhaps  a  part  of  that  ardent  love  of 
nature  and  for  nature's  freedom  may 
be  due  to  the  strain  of  blood  which  con- 
nects hCF  with  the  forest  princess,  Po- 
cahontas, the  "dearest  jewel"  of  the 
great  Powhatan,  Imperial  Indian  in  tho 
time  of  the  settlement  of  Jamestown. 
Of  her  ancestry  there  is  not  the  least 
doubt.  Records  in  Richmond.  Va.,  trace 
the  connection  without  a  break.  Mrs. 
Gait  belonged  to  the  ninth  generation 
removed  from  the  Indian  ancestress, 
and  she*  shares  with  the  rest  of  her 
family    the    pride    of    her    lineage. 

Mrs.  Gait  was  Miss  Edith  Boiling.  To 
mention  the  Boilings  is  to  bring  to 
mind  the  words  of  the  historian,  Burke, 
who  saluted  them  as  the  "remnant  of 
an  Imperial  line,"  every  member  of 
which  has  added  distinction  to  his 
name. 

It  was  .Tane  Rolfe,  the  granddaughter 
of  Pocahontas  and  John  Rolfe,  who 
married  Robert  Boiling,  founder  of  the 
American  house  of  Boiling  and  scion  of 
a  house  greatly-honored  by  various 
English  sovereigns.  Robert  Boiling  and 
his  son  were  distinguished  and  suc- 
cessful men  in  early  Virginia.  The 
Boilings  continued  to  show  the  dash 
of   their  Indian   progenitors  and  at  the, 


same    time    the   solid   and    conservative 
qualities    of    their    English    forebears. 
Her    Fattier    a   Poor    Man. 

In  the  ilevoluiion  they  bore  a  con- 
spicuous part,  stern  supporters  of  a 
new  order.  When  peace  came  they 
were  again  at  their  pl/ntations,  grow- 
ing and  selling  large  quantities  of  to- 
bacco, the  coin  of  the  realm,  and  wax- 
ing in  wealth  and  influence  among 
their  fellows. 

The  Boilings  became  related  through 
marriage  to  several  of  the  outstanding 
families  of  the  Old  Dominion.  One  of 
them  wedded  Martha  Jefferson,  a  sister 
of  Thomas  Jefferson  of  Monticello. 
Their  name  is  how  to  be  seen  on  moat 
of  the  notable  family  trees  of  Virginia 

Of  this  stern  and  distinguished  stock 
was  Judge  William  Holcomb  Boiling, 
father  of  Miss  Edith  Boiling.  Judge 
Bolhng  was  one  of  the  leading  lawyers 
of  the  state  in  his  day.  Though  a  suc- 
cessful lawyer  and  jurist,  he  was  com- 
paratively a  poor  man,  as  were  most 
of  the  men  of  the  South  in  the  period 
just  following  the  Civil   war. 

The  Boiling  home,  where  Edith  was 
born,  was  a  second-story  apartment  on 
the  main  street  of  Wytheville.  Va.,  a 
little  city  of  some  4,000  population 
Underneath  the  Boiling  apartment  of 
eight  rooms  were  a  doctor's  office,  a 
butcher  shop,  a  barber  shop  and  a  gro- 
cery store. 

The  Boilings  were  recognized  as 
among  the  best  families  of  the  old 
aristocratic  Southwest  Virginia  town 
The  Boiling  name  was  the  card  of  ad- 
mittance to  the  most  exclusive  circles 
but  though  the  members  of  the  family 
attended  the  highest  social  events  of 
the  place,  there  were  no  entertainments 
given  in  return. 

Edttli  Boiling  In  School. 

The  fiancee  of  the  president  is  still 
remembered  there  as  the  voungest  of 
four  brilliant  sisters  in  a  family  of 
eleven  children,  nine  of  whom  are  now 
living.  Modest  and  retiring,  Mies  Edith 
Boiling  was  the  family  pet  and  the 
favorite  with  neighboring  families.  She 
was  regarded  as  the  handsomest  of  the 
family  of  handsome  girls. 

Miss  Edith  Boiling  attended  a  private 
school  in  Wytheville.  and  later  was  a 
pupil  at  Plummer  college,  a  school  for 
young  women.  Still  later  she  attended 
Martha  Washington  college  at  Abing- 
don, Va.,  and  finished  her  education  at 
Powell  college  in  Richmond.  In  her 
earlier  years  she  went  in  for  music  and 
literature  rather  than  for  the  sciences. 
Her  love  of  the  open  asserted  itself. 
She  was  fond  of  horses  and  a  good 
rider. 

Though  Judge  Boiling  was  a  poor 
man,  he  was  an  Indulgent  father  In  all 
that  was  best  for  his  family.  His 
daughters  always  had  good  clothes,  and 
they  were  surrounded  with  all  in  the 
way  of  culture  and  refinement  which 
meager  circumstances  would  allow 
He  thought  It  worth  while  to  make 
sacrifices  In  order  that  his  girls  might 
have   a   trip  to   Europe. 

Miss  Edith  Boiling  was  married  to 
Norman  Gait,  a  wealthy  jewelry  mer- 
chant of  Washington,  in  1895.  when 
she  was  18  years  old.  She  attended 
the  inaugural  ball  of  President  McKin- 
ley  in  the  same  year.  Mr.  Gait  was  the 
floor  manager,  and  Mrs.  Gait  wore  her 
wedding  gown.  She  was  described  by 
those  present  as  one  of  the  handsomest

This  schedule,  as 
forwarded  by  Reuter's  Amsterdam  cor- 
respondent, is  as  follows: 

Monday  and  Thursdays:  Restaurants 
shall  offer  no  meat,  fish,  fowl  or  dishes 
cooked  in  lard,  bacon  or  drippings. 

"Tuesdays  and  Fridays:-  Butchers 
shall  sell  no  raw  or  cooked  meats. 

"Saturdays:     Pork  shall  not  be  sold." 

Thus  far  the  federal  council  has 
placed  no  restrictions  on  cooking  of 
meats  in  homea.

Will  Avoid  Mistakes. 

Fines  paid  in  instalments  will  also 
be  receipted  and  accurate  records  kept 
at  all  times.  The  system  is  very  sim- 
ple and  will  avoid  any  possible  mis- 
takes In  the  future,  according  to  tho 
finance  head. 

The  Investigation  of  the  court  sys- 
tem was  authorized  by  the  city  coun- 
cil several  weeks  ago,  following  the 
indictment  of  Walter  J.  Richeson,  for- 
mer deputy  clerk,  on  a  charge  of 
misappropriating  the  city's  funds.  It 
was  decided  to  go  over  his  books,  and 
If  there  is  any  shortage,  to  make  a 
demand  on  the  bonding  company  for 
the  money.

Thomas    Sletteland,    Who 
Made  Record  in  Philip- 
pines, Accident  Victim. 

Grafton,  N.  D.,  Oct.  80. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Thomas  Sletteland.  one 
of  the  twenty-four  members  of  the 
North  Dakota  regiment  In  the  Philip- 
pines awarded  the  medal  of  honor  by 
congress,  is  dead,  his  body  being  found 
in  the  Snohomish  river  at  Everett! 
Wash.,  according  to  word  just  received 
here. 

Sletteland  won  the  medal  of  honor 
for  his  bravery  when  he  held  off  a 
band  of  Filipinos  after  his  three  com- 
panions, all  Grafton  men,  had  been 
shot  down  In  an  attack.  The  four 
men  were  in  a  party  attacking  a  flank 
of  a  Filipino  trench,  and  were  surprised 
from  ambush.  Only  Sletteland  escaped 
the  first  volley,  and  he  dropped  behind 
a  rock,  from  which  point  of  vantage 
he  successfully  defended  the  dead 
bodies  of  his  companions  until  help 
reached  him.  The  Filipinos  had  sought 
to  gain  possession  of  the  bodies  in  or- 
der to  obtain  the  rifles  and  ammuni- 
tion. 

For  his  bravery,  Sletteland  was 
awarded  the  medal  of  honor,  and  he 
refused  to  accept  promotion  to  cor- 
poral, which  was  offered  to  him  at  the 
time. 

The  manner  of  his  death  is  not  stat- 
ed, but  It  is  believed  to  have  been  ac- 
cidental.

Eat,  sleep,  study  and  be  merry,  in- 
stead of  eat,  drtnk  and  be  merry, 
might  be  the  revised  motto  of  chil- 
dren In  Duluth's  first  open-air  school, 
which  opened  this  week  with  fifteen 
pupils    enrolled. 

For  that's  what  they  do  every  day 

they  eat  and  sleep  principally,  and 
I  study  between  times.  At  least  that's 
what  they  will  do  starting  Wednes- 
day, when  girls  of  the  domestic 
science  classes  In  the  Irving  junior 
high  school  nearby  begin  serving 
specially   prepared   lunches. 

"School  never  was  so  much  fun  be- 
fore," said  Miss  Norma  George,  for- 
merly a  teacher  at  the  Jackson  school, 
selected  to  have  charge  of  the  class. 
"I'm  sure  they  are  going  to  learn  a 
lot,  and  do  better  than  they  would 
otherwise,  as  soon  as  they  get  used  to 
all   the   new   featurea" 

This  school,  a  radical  departure  from 
anything  hitherto  attempted  in  Du- 
luth.  Is  patterned  after  special  classes 
In  large  cities  which  are  placed  on 
roofs  of  high  buildings  or  In  the 
suburbs. 

"We  can  give  a  child  more  fresh  air 
In  a  school  like  this  than  in  any  regu- 
lation building,  no  matter  how  well  it 
is  constructed, "  says  Supt.  R.  E.  Den- 
feld.  "and  lots  of  fresh  air  makes  a 
child  healthy.  That  is  what  we  want." 
Visiting  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the 
city      health      department        examined 

rtupils    in    West    Dulut    grade    schools 
ast  week  and  picked  out  the  boys  and  I 
girls    with    pale    cheeks.  j 

From  these  fifteen  were  selected  to 
form  the  first  open-air  class.  'fhey 
are  not  children  who  are  tubercular, 
as  is  sometimes  imagined,  but  merely 
ones  who  are  not  strong,  and  who  are, 
therefore,  more  susceptible  to  diseasesi

Supt.  Denfeld,  after  conferences 
with  Dr.  J.  H.  Andres,  school  phy- 
sician, has  become  very  enthusiastic 
over  the  possibilities  of  the  open-air 
schools,  he  say»i,  and  more  will  be 
established  If  thii  one  at  Fifty-seventh 
avenue  west  *n<l  Nicollet  street  is  a 
success. 
I  On  Monday  the  children  are  going 
I  to  have  their  pictures  taken,  and  next 
spring,  when  the  term  ends  the 
photographer  will  pay  them  another 
visit 

"You'll  see  the  difference,"  said  Dr. 
Andres    today. 

At  9  o'clock  each  morning  the  chil- 
dren will  assemble  In  the  lunch 
room,  shown  above,  which  will  be 
kept  as  warm  as  any  school  room, 
and    dress   for    class. 

They  will  don  their  mackinaw  com- 
bination suits,  raaroon  ones  for  the 
boys  and  gray  ones  for  the  grirls,  and 
put  on  their  heavy  woolen  mitts  be- 
fore going  next  door  to  the  class 
room. 

When  they  take  their  seats  It  will 
be  In  adjustable  desks,  specially  se- 
lected for  a  clans  of  this  kind.  At 
each  desk  there  Is  a  sleeping  bag, 
which  reaches  to  the  child's  waist  and 
keeps   him   warm. 

The  lunch  room  feature  of  the 
school  is  one  of  its  most  important 
advantages,  according  to  those  In 
charge  of  the  work,  because  children 
are  bound  to  Imf  rove  physically  with 
proper    food    and    regular   meal    hours. 

In  the  middle  of  the  morning,  and 
also  In  the  middle  of  the  afternoon, 
the  class  will  turn  from  books  and 
pencils,  go  to  the  lunch  room,  eat 
a  light  lunch,  an!  then  return  to  the 
class  room  for  a  nap.  The  Woman's 
council  will  sup'»rvlse  the  lunches, 
which  will  be  run  on  a  plan  similar 
to  the  "penny-lunch"  system  used  in 
regular   schools. 

With  Its  wide  open  windows  and 
zero  temperatures,  the  class  room  will 
be  a  sanatorium  I'or  children  who  are 
not  111,  but  merely  liable  to  illaess 
more    than    ths   average    child.

POE,  FAMOUS  ON 

GRIDIRON,  KILLED 

Former     Princeton     Star 

Meets  Death  as  Private 

in  Britisti  Army. 

Baltimore.  Md.,  Oct.  30.--.T.  P.  Poe, 
Jr.,  a  famous  Princeton  football  player 
In  the  early  'aOs.  was  killed  Sept.  22, 
while  fighting  as  a  private  In  the  Brit- 
ish army  alongr  the  northern  boundary 
of  France.  Word  to  that  effect  was 
received  yesterday  from  tiie  London 
war  bureau  by  relatives  in  this  city. 

Poe  was  born  in  Baltimore  forty 
years  agro.  He  won  international  fame 
as  a  captain  In  the  Honduran  army 
when,  witli  a  handful  of  men  In  a  fort 
at  Amalpa  harbor,  he  opened  fire  on  a 
Nlcaraguan  gunboat,  sending:  it  scurry- 
ing away  under  the  Impression  that  the 
Hondurans  had  a  big  force  at  the  fort. 

When  last  heard  from,  Poe  was  a 
member  of  the  "Black  Watch"  regi- 
ment.

I  ices  specified  therein  are  necessary  for 
the  department,  and  arc  to  be  used

"There  they  go,"  said  a  girl  friend  of 

mine  as  an  automobile  whizzed  by 
filled  with  a  happy  family  party.  My 
friend  in  explanation  added,  "I  couldn't 
help  yelling  that,  as  it  always  angers 
we  when  I  see  that  crowd  rolling  by 
while  I  have  to 
foot  it  along  the 
highways.  I  can't 
help  feeling  that 
people  ought  to  pay 
their  just  bills  be- 
fore indulging  in 
expensive  luxuries. 
Honest  folks,  will 
pay  their  bills  and 
not  be   bluffs." 

My  friend  con- 
tinuing, remarked. 
"There  are  lots  of, 
people  inthir^ 
world  who  neven 
pay   their  bills   and 

never  intend  to.  Those  who  are  poor 
and  unfortunate,  one  does  not  so  much 
mind,  but  the  class  who  ride  about  in 
high  priced  antes  and  keep  two  or 
three  maids  cause  me  considerable  ex- 
asperation." 

Almost  every  locality  has  citizens 
of  this  character  who  owe  and  let 
the  others  worry,  but  often  we  know 
them  not.  You  would  be  surprised  at 
the  number  of  people  apparently  able 
to    pay   their   bills,   who   put    tbem    ott 


and  finally  offer  some  trifling  amount 
as  a  sop  on  the  principal.  It  cannot 
be  that  these  people  haven't  the  money 
It  costs  money  to  maintain  an  auto- 
mobile and  pay  hotel  bills  on  their 
trips  to  the  mountains  or  to  Florida 
during  the  winter  months.  Their  ac- 
counts in  the  large  department  stores 
must  be  attended  to.  And  what  is  the 
result?  The  small  dealer  in  the  sub- 
urbs  has   to   suffer. 

Apparently  well-to-do.  It  is  not  lon» 
before  these  "beats'  have  run  up  a 
formidable  bill.  When  It  Is  presented 
for  collection  the  dealer  is  put  off  The 
dealer  fears  that  the  presentation  of  a 
bill  will  offend  this  class  of  people 
and  so  he  preserves  It  and  has  pa-  ' 
tience. 

It  Is  said  that  people  %!th  money 
have  a  habit  of  neglecting  to  pay  their 
bills  promptly.  It  has  got  to  be  the 
common  belief  that  they  have  always 
been  so  well  supplied  with  rtoney 
that  they  are  unable  to  comprehend 
that  there  are  people  who  feel  its  need. 

The  belief  that  there  are  those  who 
do  not  realize  that  those  whom  they 
owe  really  need  money  carries  little 
weight  with  me.  However,  my  Id^a 
of  people  who  fly  around  in  automo- 
biles, drive  fast  horses,  wear  expen- 
sive clothes,  and  owe  the  small  mer- 
chant, is  that  they  spend  all  their 
substance  for  luxuries  and  Impose  upon 
their  fellow  citizens  for  the  neces- 
sltles.

Washington,  D.  C,  Oct.  30 — The  an- 
nual convention  of  the  National  Suf- 
frage association,  which  will  be  held 
in  this  city  during  the  week  of  Dec. 
13,  is  already  occun>-ing  the  attention 
of  Washington  suffragists,  even  though 
the  eyes  of  the  world  are  turned  this 
week  towards  the  three  big  Eastern 
states  which  vote  next  Tuesday.  The 
various  local  committees  and  subcom- 
j  raitteea  are  busily  at  work,  to  the  end 
'  that  the  convention  wheels  may  be  well 
oiled  by  the  third  week  in  December. 
Slxty-Uve  OrKaoiKatioma. 
This  annual  convention  was  held  in 
Washington  two  yeats  ago.  at  which 
time  more  than  600  regularly  appoint- 
ed delegates  attended.  In  view  of  the 
enormous  Impetus  given  to  the  move- 
ment by  the  campaigns  of  these  two 
Intervening  years,  it  is  expected  that 
the  number  of  delegates  from  every 
s.tate  will  be  more  thin  doubled.  'The 
association  Includes  sixty-five  organ- 
izations, representing  the  country  from 
Maine  to  Hawaii.

not  only  buslnesa  aesslons  in  the  day- 
time, but  evening  conferences  as  wsll. 
Tbeae  latter  will  take  the  place  of  y.)x9 
mass  meetings  open  to  the  public  whict^ 
hitherto  have  always  been  a  feature 
of  suffrage  9onv«M}tlonB.

On«  of  the  most  important  conft»r- 
ences  held  during  the  week,  which 
will  extend  probably  over  two  eve- 
nings, will  be  the  conference  on  con- 
gressional district  organisation.  The 
organization  of  all  the  states  by  dis- 
tricts is  a  work  which  was  began 
and  has  been  carried  to  completion 
by  Mrs.  Medill  McCbrmick  during  her 
two  years'  incumbency  of  the  chair- 
manship of  the  national  congressional 
committee.  This  organization  makes 
perfect  the  co-operation  between  the 
national  and  the  state  committees  in 
the  work  for  a  Federal  amendment, 
giving,  as  it  does,  a  ba.cking  of  con- 
stituents to  the  congressional  lobby 
of  the  national  coinniittee.

The  committee  on  schools,  to  which 
the  matter  of  appropriating  between 
$4,000  and  $6,000  for  municipal  play- 
grounds In  1916  was  referred,  has  tak- 
en no  action  yet,  according  to  Dr.  D,  E. 
Seashore,  one  of  the  members  of  the 
committee. 

"The  committee  Is  In  favor  of  mu- 
nicipal playgrounds,  and  has  gone  on 
record  to  that  effect,"  said  Dr.  Sea- 
shore, "but  just  what  action  will  be 
taken  has  not  been  decided. 

"If  the  school  board  can  give  money 
to  a  municipal  project  of  this  kind,  and 
operate  the  ground  joititly  with  the 
city,  favorable  action  may  be  taken  on 
the  request  of  playground  officials,  but 
there  is  some  question  as  to  the  legali- 
ty of  such  appropriation." 

At  the  last  board  of  education  meet- 
ing, members  received  an  opinion  from 
the  board's  attorney,  stating  that  the 
city  and  the  school  board  could  not  join 
in  appropriating  a  sum  to  finance  a 
municipal  project  of  this  kind,  but  that 
some  method  could  be  devised  to  ap- 
propriate the  money  and  still  keep 
within  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

Last  August  the  school  board,  after 
considerable  deliberation,  voted  $700, 
to  be  put  with  an  equal  amount  given 
by  the  city,  and  used  to  finance  three 
municipal  playgrounds  from  Sept.  1  to 
Jan.  1,  1916.  If  this  trial  was  a  success, 
further  appropriations  were   to  follow. 

In  the  budget  for  1916,  Director 
Batchelor  wants  between  $8,000  and 
$10,000,  half  to  come  from  the  city  and 
half  from  the  school  board.

Passing  throujrh  the  ordeal  of  their 
liTes,  between  thirty  and  forty  men 
became  members  of  the  Glen-Hunt-

Houghton,  Mich.,  Oct.  30. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  tonnage  of  the  Lake 
Superior  copper  district  for  the  present 
month,  after  allowing  for  one  less 
working  day,  making  twenty-five  days, 
will  reach  about  the  same  figures  as 
for  September.  The  copper  is  going 
out  very  fast  and  It  will  be  entirely 
shipped  by  the  close  of  navigation.  It 
is  thought  to  be  five-sixths  sold.  There 
will  be  no  extraordinary  cargoes  this 
year  on  account  of  insurance  limita- 
tions. The  largest  so  far  has  been 
2,500  tons,  or  6,000.000  pounds. 
Lake. 

Lake  is  increasing  its  daily  tonnage 
from  about  eight  cars,  or  320  tons  to 
ten  cars,  or  410  tons.  The  new  single 
men  drills  are  arriving  and  are  being 
put  to  work.  Xo  new  ground  is  be- 
ing developed  as  there  is  enough  stopes 
opened  and  to  be  opened  to  last  for 
quite  along  time.  A  good  profit  is  be- 
ing made  and  money  going  into  the 
treasury.  The  yield  of  about  twenty- 
nve  pounds  of  refined  copper  is  beinft 
maintained. 

Osceola. 

Osceola  Consolidated  will  have  just 
about  the  same  tonnage  as  in  Septem- 
ber.  18,000  tons.  As  there  is  no  mill 
room  for  the  rock  from  No.  3,  North 
Kearsarge  and  No.  3  Osceola  the  shafts 
cannot  get  into  operation  probably  for 
quite  a  long  time.  The  many  stock- 
holders here  seem  very-  well  satisfied 
with  the  divinend  of  $3  just  declared 
and  also  with  the  conditions  at  the 
mines. 

Winona  is  keeping  up  about  the  same 
daily  shipments,  500  tons,  as  for  the 
past  three  months,  and  is  obtaining 
about  the  same  recovery,  17  to  18 
pounds  of  refined  copper.

The  sinking  which  was 
carried  to  the  depth  of  ten  feet  a  few 
weeks  ago  will  be  started  in  a  few 
days. 

New  Arcadian. 
New  Arcaiiun  has  probably  the  New

Will  Revolutionize  the  Re- 
duction of  Lead-Silver 
Ores. 

Wallace,  Idaho,  Oct.  30.— The  de- 
termination of  the  independent  lead 
miners  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  district 
to  break  away  from  the  American 
Smelting  &  Refining  company  is  at- 
tracting much  attention  in  mining 
circles  throughout  the  country,  and 
there  is  no  attempt  to  conceal  the  feel- 
ing of  satisfaction  that  generally  pre- 
vails that  the  "smelter  trust"  is  about 
to  lose  its  grip  on  what  has  perhaps 
been    its    most    profitable    field. 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the 
producers  of  lead  in  this  district  have 
long  been  deprived  of  a  large  per- 
centage of  the  profit  that  properlv 
belonged  to  them  on  account  of  the 
ability  of  the  American  Smelting  & 
Refining  company  to  enforce  arbitrary 
terms  of  settlement,  and  also  in  ex- 
acting a  freight  and  treatment  rate  In 
which  the  length  of  the  haul  appear? 
to  have  been  left  out  of  considera- 
tion. Whether  the  action  of  the  Days, 
following  the  refusal  of  the  American 
Smelting  &  Refining  company  to  re- 
new the  Hercules  contract  last 
spring.  In  purchasing  the  Northport 
smelter  and  preparing  to  embark  Into 
the  smelting  buslnesa,  really  repre- 
sents a  bona  fide*^Break  with  the 
Guggenheims  Is  still  a  matter  upon 
which  opinion  is  divided;  but  in  any 
event  the  failure  or  refusal  of  the 
American  Smelting  &  Refining  com- 
pany to  renew  the  Hercules  contract 
or  to  grant  satisfactory  concessions 
removed  the  only  chance  the  Bunker 
Hill  &  Sullivan  company  had  to  se- 
cure a  downward  revision  of  its  con- 
tract, as  Its  contract  provided  for  re- 
vision based  upon  the  terms  under 
which  the  "majority  of  the  ores"  of 
the  district   were    being   shipped. 

The  Bunker  Hill  &  Sullivan  com- 
pany has  long  had  in  view  the  reduc- 
tion of  Its  own  ores,  and  the  certainty 
that  no  favorable  modification  of  Its 
contract,  which  has  fifteen  years  to 
rtm,  was  no  doubt  the  deciding  point 
that  caused  the  conapany  to  make  a 
decisive  move  toward  erecting  a 
smelter.  How  it  will  evade  the  terms 
of  the  existing  contract  with  the 
American  Smelting  *  Refining  com- 
pany Is  a  matter  of  much  speculation 
but  it  may  safely  fee  assumed  that 
there  is  a  way  out  of  the  difficulty. 
It  is  said  that  the  contract  Is  limited 
to  ore  or  concentrates  carrA'ing  be- 
tween 35  and  76  per  cent  lead,  and  it 
is  claime'd  that  with  the  highlv  ef- 
ficient milling  facilities  of  the  Blinker 
Hill  &  Sullivan  It  is  possible  to  turn  ' 
out  a  product  above  75  per  cent  while 
a  large  part  of  the  ore  can  be'  deliv- 
ered crude  direct  from  the  mine  to 
the    smelter.

«lte  with  the  view  of  turning  it  over 
to    the    county    for    a    courthouse    site. 

The  purchase  by  the  village  of  the 
MoEachlii  lots  was  aired  In  district 
court  Injunction  proceedings,  at  which 
time  it  was  disclosed  that  the  lots  had 
been  previously  purchased  by  Former 
Treasurer  McEachin  for  $3,000  a  few 
months  before  he  made  a  deal  with 
the  village  council  to  take  the  prop- 
erty over  for  $16,000.  The  curling 
club  of  Hibblng  had  an  option  on 
these  lots  for  $4,000  Just  before  they 
were  purchased  by  Mr.  McEachin  and 
declined    to    exercise    the    option. 

The  county  board  Is  divided  on  the 
question  of  whether  the  McEachin  lota 
are  best  suited  for  the  erection  of  a 
courthouse.  It  h&s  been  pointed  out 
by  those  who  are  opposed  to  Its  pur- 
chase that  its  close  proximity  to  the 
(Jreat  Northern  yards,  where  ore  trains 
are  being  moved  at  all  hours  of  the 
day  and  night  and  to  the  open  pit 
mines  where  steam  operated  machinery 
Is  belnsr  constantly  used,  would  make 
It   especially    unde.sirable. 

Two  Other   Sites. 

The  two  other  Bites  which  are  un- 
der con.sideratlon  are  favored  by  some 
of  the  commitsloners.  Aside  from  the 
fact  that  the  property  can  be  pur- 
chased at  a  figure  about  one-fourth 
that  which  would  have  to  be  paid  for 
the  McEachin  lots.  It  Is  regarded  as 
a  much  more  desirable  location  for  the 
county  buildings.  The  two  sites  ad- 
Join  and  are  located  about  two  blocks 
from  the  main  business  section  and 
«WHy  from  the  noisy  ore  trains  and 
eteain   shovels. 

The  McEachin  lots  are  In  the  area  of 
thf  business  section  of  the  village 
which  is  known  to  be  underlain  with  a 
rich  mineral  vein  and  if  the  courthouse 
wa.s  constructed  on  this  property.  It  is 
predicted  by  some  that  It  would  be 
necf-ssary  to  remove  the  structure 
within  a  very  few  years.  The  business 
eection  of  Hibbing  now  extends  along 
Third  avtnue  from  I'ine  street  to  Sel- 
lers ftr«et  and  is  rapidly  moving  soutli. 
The  oth»'r  sites  are  not  located  over  a 
nihoral    Ijody. 

When  the  county  board  members  vis- 
ited nibbing  last  July  to  inspect  court- 
hotise  silf.s,  they  were  met  by  a  dele- 
gation fontiistiiig  of  Mayor  Power, 
i'oimer  Treasurer  McEachin  and  Vil- 
lage Attorney  S.  C.  Scott  and  were 
shown  but  the  one  site.  Since  that 
time,  con.'^ldorable  pressure  has  been 
brought  to  bear  to  prevent  the  county 
from  becoming  a  party  to  the  purchase 
of  tlie  MtEr.chin  lots.  The  village  of- 
ficial.^, luiwever,  are  united  for  the 
McEa'  hln  site  and  are  asking'  the 
county  to  take  it  off  the  village's 
hands.  It  is  also  understood  that  some 
of  the  range  members  of  the  board 
havf   been  pledged   to   its   purchase. 

'I'he  Hibblng  officials  declare  that 
Inasmuch  as  the  courthouse  is  to  be 
located  in  the  village  of  Hibblng,  it  is 
for  ihcm  to  say  where  it  shall  be  sit- 
uat' d.  Those  who  are  opposed  to  the
